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INTEODUCTION. 



Where to live ' in these dear times * is a question which 
gives matter for serious thought to the head of many a 
household, and what it costs to live abroad is a subject 
that has doubtless occupied the mind of many persons 
who are not detained at home by business, duty, or incli- 
nation ; but few persons have hitherto been able to form a 
correct idea of the cost of living in a foreign country until 
they had actually settled there. 

The trustworthy information on this head which has 
been so carefully collected and furnished by Her Majesty's 
Consular Officers abroad appears to the compiler of these 
pages to be too valuable, and of too much general intA-est, 
to be allowed to be buried in a series of bulky Blue Books. 
He has endeavoured, therefore, to rescue it from that 
fate, and put it within reach of the general reader, in 
the form of a book of reference, in the belief that it may 
not be without interest to travellers and others, and es- 
pecially those who may contemplate establishing them- 
selves abroad ; while clerks or other persons seeking aitwa.-

tions in foreign countries may obtain information as to 
salaries, and the cost of the maintenance of their families, 
which it would be difficult, if not impossible, to procure 
elsewhere. 

The data in these pages were collected together by the 
compiler of this work for his own information. Their 
publication in the present form was a subsequent idea in 
consequence of very numerous inquiries made of him 
in his official capacity as to the cost of living in his 
own district. He believes that such inquiries are fre- 
quently made of many of Her Majesty's Consuls. Should 
this work, in the somewhat crude state in which it is now 
necessarily published, prove as acceptable as it is thought 
it may be to the general public, no pains will be spared 
to render subsequent editions as complete as possible, and 
to bring the information from time to time down to the 
most recent date ; but it may here be remarked that where 
detailed particulars are not yet given for a place, a fair idea 
of the cost of living there may be formed by reference to 
the information already furnished for some other place in 
the neighbourhood or in the same country. 

By the courtesy of the proprietors of * The Queen ' the 
compiler has been enabled to add the useful particulars 
contained in the Appendix in regard to hotel charges, 
apartments, and temporary living, in various places be- 
sides those mentioned in the Official £eports. These 
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data are taken from the answers to correspondents that 
have appeared in that journal during the past year, and 
which the compiler has special permission to include in 
this book. 

The general increase in the cost of living everywhere 
is illustrated in a remarkable manner in these pages. The 
really cheap places to live in seem to be few and far 
between. Perhaps, after all, there are comers in the 
United Kingdom ^ where persons of limited income may 
live more cheaply, and doubtless more comfortably, than 
in many of the reputed cheap places abroad. 

* Whilst these pages were going through the press, a statement appeared 
in the papers that the guardians of the Koscrea Union had accepted 
a tender for the supply of ' best beef ' at %\d, per pound, and they say 
the meat is reaUy *best beef,* and that 3^. per pound. is the price they 
have paid for several years.

TRIESTE. 

ConvparaUve Cost of Living m 1858 and at the Present Time, 

With the single exception of house rent, I have found 
a general and very considerable increase in all the cost of 
living. I should be certainly within the limit if I set 
this increase down as one-third more. This remark 
applies notably to servants' wages, market produce, and 
clothes. Horse keep has more than doubled. I might 
incidentally observe here that Trieste, though a free port, 
and consequently supposed to possess certain advantages 
of cheapness, is subject to a system of taxation for muni- 
cipal purposes, which makes the resident very often desire 
the equable and the not capricious charges of a regular 
government. 

I subjoin a table which has been supplied to me by the 
civic magistracy of Trieste, and which is authenticated by 
their signatures and official seal : —

First-class mercantile firms pay from 
1,500 fr. to 3,500 fr. (60i. to 140Z.) a-year, and confidential 
•clerks in the eniploy of such firms receive salaries ranging 
np to 7,000 fr. to 7,500 fr. (280i. to 300/.). Beginners, 
however, termed ' apprentis,' generally receive no salaries 
at first.^

From a statement published in this country in 1868 it 
appears that since 1848 the rate of wages for most classes 
of artisans had risen about 25 per cent.; meat, 64 per cent.; 
rye, 74 per cent.; pork, 52 per cent.; butter, 87 per cent.; 
eggs and house rent in a greater proportion. 

In comparing clerk hire in Denmark with EngUsh 
rates, it must not be forgotten that Denmark is a small 
coimtry, with only If millions inhabitants. Clerk hire is 
necessarily dependent on the extent of their principals' 
business and profits, and suited to the local scale of living, 
which, like their commercial transactions, is poor and 
saving. 

Since the direct export of cattle and agricultural and 
dairy produce to England from Denmark Proper (commenced 
in 1864), not only have prices risen, but the articles 
offered for home consumption, in consequence of the best 
being sent out of the country, have greatly decreased in 
quality. Thus a higher price is now paid for lean meat, 
small eggs, and other things, than in 1858 for a superior 
article. 

Danish beef at 7cZ. per lb. contains from 10 to 20 per 
cent, more bone than the English article, and is conse- 
quently dearer than it appears to be. 

When the high price of fuel and the length and 
severity of the winter is considered, it will at once be seen 
that this article of home consumption is enormously dearer 
than in England ; thus, for six months of the year, in an 
ordinary eight-room dwelling, my fuel cost from 3s. to 5s. 
per diem.^

FRANCE. 

ALGIERS. 

House rent in the city of Algiers, owing to the great 
amount of building which has taken place, and to the 
immense amount of commercial accommodation supplied 
by Sir Morton Peto's great boulevard, has not increased 
more than from 10 to 20 per cent, since 1858. Eent of 
villas in the country has, at least, doubled. 

Clerks here get from 80Z. to 160i. a year in good 
houses ; but there are no first-class mercantile firms.

BAYONNE. 













Since 1858 the prices of house rent, clerk hire, wages, 
and commodities of all kinds, have increased at least 50 
per cent., and considerably more than that during the 
sununer months, on account of the great influx of 
strangers. 

The rate of remuneration given by first-class mercan- 
tile houses to their clerks is about \50L per annum.^ 

BOULOGNE. 

House rent has increased &om 15 to 17 per cent, on 
the average, some parts of the town having much in- 
creased in value, and others decreased, since 1858. 

In clerk hire, a small increase has taken place since 
1858. 

The wages of male and female servants have increased 
about 7 J per cent.; dock labourers and labourers in the 
building trade 25 per cent. 

All labour in various degrees have increased since 
1858 in value.

Groceries. — Until lately Colonial produce, as coffee, sugar, &c., was 
cheaper than in 1868, but of late about 16 to 20 per cent, has been 
added to prices of most articles. 

These quotations have been furnished to me by several 
old and respectable inhabitants, and I believe they can 
fully be relied upon. The per-centage difference refers, 
as regards house rent, to the quarter of the town where 
dwellings are rented; and I may here state that lOOi, 
ivas demanded for apartments I wished to rent, con- 
sisting of seven rooms, which in 1858 were let for 60i. 
a-year. As regards persons, the difiFerence in per- 
centage refers to eflBciency, and as regards provisions, &c., 
to their quality. I have not taken into consideration the 
increase in prices sure to follow upon higher tariffs of 
customs and excise dues, and heavier general taxation. 

As to clerk hire, I am informed that merchants ia. 
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1858 paid their clerks, as fixed salaries, 90L to 60Z. a 
year; they now pay them 80i. to lOOi.; but^in addition, 
they paid and pay them a small per-centage on profits at 
the end of the year ; consequently their chance pay 
depends on a good or a bad trading year — good or bad 
naval contracts.^

These prices, 
too, continue rather to rise than diminish; nor is it 
likely that it can be otherwise, with the heavy taxes 
imposed at present on all articles of consumption.^

£138 is what I pay for my house (unfurnished). A 
managing clerk in a first-class firm will get from 300i. 
to 400Z. ; cashier, from I6OZ. to 240i. ; ordinary clerks, 
from 80Z. to I6OZ. The salaries in merchants' offices 
in France have always been low, but French clerks, as

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a rule, are not considered good ; and before the late war 
the Grermans were preferred, as being more hard-working 
and reliable.^ 

MARSEILLES. 

There has been a notable increase in the expense of 

living at Marseilles since 1858, which, taken altogether, 

may be reckoned at from 20 to 25 per cent. The general 

rise in prices had already set in in 1858, owing to the 

rapid increase of the population of the town, consequent 

upon the development of the port and the active steam 

services by land and sea connected therewith. The great 

realised wealth of the commercial community has led to a 

luxurious style of living in the place, which has demoralised 
all classes of society, and rendered living most irksome for 

families with only limited means of existence. 

The writer has paid 4,000 fr. (160Z.) a-year for house 

rent during eight years of his residence at Marseilles ; 

and on seeking for another house, he would doubtless 

have to pay an enhanced rate of rent. Servants* 

wages have risen one-third since 1858. The leading 

mercantile firms pay their first-class clerks from 200i. 

to 300i. a-year.^ 

NANTES. 

Several merchants have fix^^d upon Nantes as the future 
centre of their business operations, consequently dwellings

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are snatched up as soon as it is known that they are to 
become vacant. 

In 1 866 the price of best quality meat at Nantes was 
16 sous (8d!.) the lb.; it gradually rose till in August 
1871 it was 10c2. the lb., and at the present date it is \\d. 
the lb. Every other necessary has risen in price at the 
same rate. That they will rise still higher there is no 
doubt, by reason of the heavy taxes already imposed, and 
which are likely to be increased. 

Servants' wages have risen in a like manner. Female 
servants in receipt of from 150 fr. to 180 fr. a year in 1866 
now demand and obtain from 250 to 300 fr. 

I need scarcely say, in addition, that there has been 
for many years past a continual progress in the depreciation 
of the value of money in France. 

A ship-broker's clerk, speaking French and English, 
receives 150 fr. (6i.) a month, and a commission on every 
vessel he brings to the office. 

The usual salaries at Nantes, in ordinary houses of 
business, average from 150 fr. to 300 fr. a month. The 
first-class mercantile firms' cashiers receive from 500 fr. 
and upwards. 

Managers of branch establishments receive from 7,000 
fr. to 20,000 fr. a year, exclusive of dwelling, firing, and 
lighting, and naturally all office expenses, clerk hire, &c. ; 
they are very often allowed a commission on the amount 
of business transacted in the course of the year. I can 
give as an example one instance with which I was 
acquainted. A young Englishman was appointed manager 
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of a branch insurance oflBce at a salary of 8,000 fr. (320Z.), 
his dwelling, and 4,000 fr. (160Z.) a year for oflBce expenses. 
A further copimission on all operations was also allowed 
him.*

Having resided in Paris for the last twenty years, I 
can certify that house rent, in 1870, had trebled since 
1852, and certainly doubled since 1858. Sftice the war 
and insurrection in Paris, house rent, generally, has fallen 
one-fourth.

The absorption of the transport of merchandise by the 
railways has given a great check to maritime commerce 
at St. Malo and St. Servan ; and,. in consequence, there 
are few persons employed as clerks, and those who are have

ST. NAZAIRE. 

Within the last ten years house rent and all commodities 
have nearly doubled, and living is become so expensive 
that it is very difficult for people with small means to pay 
their way.^

House rent, clerk hire, wages, and commodities differ 
very little in value from those current at Singapore and 
Hong Kong, being a shade higher than at both those ports.

The salaries of clerks have increased immensely, a 
chief clerk receiving now 400Z. to 6OOZ. in a first-class 
house; the directors of two newly-established banks at 
Dantzig have been secured an income of 1,500Z. a-year each, 
an amount hitherto quite unusual. 

The price of houses at Dantzig may be said to have 
risen 50 per cent, during that period; but the rise in house 
rent is still higher, and may be considered as having 
almost doubled. My predecessor had a lease, which ex- 
pired at his death in 1864, and pail 45Z. for a house which 
fetches double that rent now. 

Indeed, the highest possible authority may be quoted 
in support of the rise of the cost of living in this country. 
At the opening of the Prussian Diet, on the 27th of No- 
vember, 1871, the Emperor of Germany recommended an 
increase of the salaries of Prussian Civil Servants in words 
to the following eflfect : — ^ Their remuneration is becoming, 
from year to year, more out of proportion to their require- 
ments, owing to the increasing price of all necessaries of 
life.'^

HAMBURGH. 

The following statement, based upon information re- 
ceived from impartial persons, will show the diflFerence in 
prices here since the year 1858 : — House rent has risen 25 
to 30 per cent,; clerk hire has risen 25 per cent. ; wages^ 
of domestic servants have risen 25 per cent.; and the 
general cost of living, owing to increased wholesale prices 
^nd higher profits charged by retailers, may be set down 
at from 25 to 30 per cent, higher than it was thirteen 
years ago. In addition to this, it may be confidently 
stated that there has been for many years a constant im- 
provement going on in the style of living among the 
people of Hamburgh, which necessitates a far greater out- 
lay in dress and general expenditure than was necessary 
ten or twenty years ago. 

The rates of remuneration given by first-class mercan- 
tile firms cannot be stated with accuracy, as it depends 
entirely upon the nature and amount of the work to be 
done, and the ability and experience of the person employed* 
These rates may vary between 120Z. and 800Z.^ 

KONIGSBERG. 

The value of the houses in Konigsberg has risen from 
20 to 50 per cent., according to their locality. The in-

CORFU. 

In 1858 the best houses in the the town, as in the 
sister islands, were occupied by the civil and military

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functionaries q^ the protecting Power on permanent leases. 
Eents varied according to the accommodation required or 
aflforded, 

On the cession of the islands to Greece rents fell from 
30 to 40 per cent., but gradually rose to nearly their 
former level, as families who had been compelled to con- 
tent themselves with inferior houses found facilities for 
occupying more commodious quarters. Latterly Corfu, 
on account of its climate, and the advantages oflFered by 
its numerous educational establishments, has become the 
favourite resort of wealthy Greek families from the Levant, 
belonging chiefly to the mercantile class, and rents have 
risen in consequence. I have it on the authority of one of 
the principal builders and house proprietors in the place, 
that the rents of first-class houses average at present 
5 per cent, above what was paid in 1858. The rents of 
second-class houses are more than doubled. 

A great rise in the prices of all necessary articles of 
consumption took place at the epoch of the Crimean war. 
The expense of housekeeping was thus increased full 50 
per cent. So matters stood in 1858 ; nor had they quite 
returned to their former level at the date of the cession 
in 1865, when, on the introduction of the Greek customs 
tariflf in 1865, the prices of all imported articles, includ- 
ing bread stuflFs and butcher's meat, underwent a cor- 
responding rise, and are at present considerably in excess 
of the standard of 1858. 

Wages have undergone a proportionate augmenta- 
tion. 

The rate of remuneration given by first-rate mercautile 
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houses to clerks ranges at present from 50Z. to '200^. 
sterling per annum, according to rank and capacity.^

The present rate of salary paid by mercantile firms 
may be stated at from 130Z. to 2501. a year, and, in 
addition, clerks are frequently permitted to engage in 
commercial undertakings imder the auspices of the firm 
by which they are employed. 

The preceding information as to the increase in the 
price of living in general here has been furnished to me 
by respectable inhabitants of this place, the short time 
I have been here rendering it impossible for me to 
furnish more precise details.^

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ITALY. 
ANCONA. 

In the yeax 1858 house rent was at least 40 per cent, 
lower than at present. Houses that now pay 80Z, a year, 
in 1858 would not fetch 50Z. A clerk in the receipt of 
50L a year, now cannot be obtained for less than 80/. to 
100/. a year. Wages of the working classes in 1858 were 
from 1 fr. 25 c. to 2 fr. a day ; now workmen look for 3 fr. 
to 4 fr. a day ; as a natural consequence every necessary 
commodity has increased in proportion. The local first- 
class mercantile firms, as a commencement, pay their em- 
ployis from 50/. to 70/. a year ; after a little experience 
that sum is increased. The knowledge of two or three 
languages commands a salary of 120/. to 150/. a year, 
and which is generally the standard of the local 
German houses, being, I may say, the principal business 
firms. ^ 

CAGLIARI. 

With regard to the diflference in prices as to house 
rent, clerk hire, wages, and commodities, I here state, as 
near as possible, the changes that have taken place, from 
an extract made by me from a copy of a return forwarded 
by my predecessor in 1858 ; from it it would appear that 
that gentleman calculates his house-rent at 20/. per annum, 
whereas now 60/. to 80/. is asked for and is given by 
foreigners for a house with very little accommodation 
therein. Clerk hire also in 1858 could be obtained for

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40i. per annum, whereas now 60i. to lOOi. would be ^ven 
for an ordinary copyist. Wages of servants have also 
increased ; and, owing to the few civilised servants that are 
in the town of Cagliari, the wages 'here have run up at 
least to 20 per cent, more than they originally were. The 
mining companies think nothing of paying for a man 
servant from 3i. to 4i. sterling per month ; this of course 
spoils the prices in the town ; and as we are unable to cope 
with directors of large mining companies and railway 
engineers, we are consequently badly served. On the 
continent of Italy \l. per month as cook or waiter is 
given, whereas here three times that amount would not 
be considered suflBcient; Cagliari has been so long (at 
least a couple of centuries) behindhand in the march of 
civilisation. Now, on the other hand, it can be truly said 
for the inhabitants of the soil and civil emjphyea, that 
civilisation is coming with too rapid strides, instead of 
the resources of the island being gradually unfolded and 
developed. It is almost within the last ten years that 
the mineral wealth has been discovered and utilised. 
- Again, within the last four years only has Cagliari been 
supplied with water, gas, and a railway. Consequently, 
with the rush of foreigners to the island, prices of all 
kinds have gone up in a most incredible manner. For 
instance, in 1858 the commodities of life, such as meat 
(that is, beef), was from \d. to 2rf. per lb. ; fish, formerly 
2d, now Qd. to \0d. per lb. ; bread, previously sold at 
Zd. the kilo, of 2\ lbs., now, instead, 6\d. to Qd. per kilo. 
Vegetables, owing to the want of all kinds of irrigation, 
are very dear, double and treble the price they are bought 
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for in England or on the continent of Italy. It is a 
known fact that, in the continental cities of Italy, such 
as Florence, Milan, or Turin, a man could live at one- 
half the cost it would take to live at Cagliari, and in far 
greater luxury. I am speaking from experience, having 
lived in these before-mentioned towns many weeks at a 
time. 

The remuneration given by first-class mercantile firms 
is higher in Sardinia than on the Continent, owing to two 
reasons, viz. the unhealthiness of its climate and the 
difficulty experienced to procure good clerks in the island, 
the youth of Cagliari showing very little or no ambition 
for advancement, but living from hand to mouth; there- 
fore errvphy^a have to be procured from the Continent 
and a higher rate of wages consequently given, such as 
\50L to 200i. per annum. This of course applies to 
first-class clerks, such as book-keepers or secretaries.'

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The rise in the price of vegetables and fruit is evea 
greater than in other articles, being fully double now 
what it was in 1858. The only article of food or drink 
which has not risen is wine, which is about the same, or 
lower, than it was. 

All household effects, wages of workpeople, carriage 
hire, and in fact every item of expenditure connected with 
the life of the upper classes, has increased by fully a third. 

The working classes have been driven fairly out of the 
town by the enormous octroi or municipal dues, and are 
now settling by thousands outside the limits of municipal 
taxation; where, however, they will be reached again, 
as the suburbs spring into importance, and are formed 
into townships, as in the case of Sampierdarena.*

SICILY.

The concurrent testimony of all the inhabitants of 
Palermo, natives as well as British, whom I have con-

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suited, is to the efiFect that the cost of Kving has risen 
enormously since 1858 ; a few say 75 per cent., most say 
100 per cent., while some put the increase at a still higher 
figure. My own experience of living in Sicily, fourteen 
or fifteen years since, is confirmatory of such testimony ; 
and I think the ris0 since that period may safely be stated 
at no less than 75 per cent. Eent has increased fully 50 
per cent. Clerk hire has advanced, although not in the 
same proportion. Wages have also advanced, particularly 
to cooks. Skilled labour, indeed, of every description, 
brings much higher remuneration than fourteen years 
since. The artisan who could then earn only 2 lire b^ c. 
a day, now receives 3 lire 50 c, and this advance of course 
enhances in a proportionate degree the cost of clothes, 
furniture, and all local manufactures. There is a cor- 
responding increase in the price of provisions. Bread, in 
1858, cost 28 c. the rotolo, now 40 c. Beef was, in 1858, 
from 1 lira 45 c. to 2 lire 12 c. the rotolo of 28 oz. avoir- 
dupois ; it now costs from 2 lire to 3 lire 40 c. A fat fowl 
might then be purchased for 1 lira 50 c, now not for less 
than 2 lire 60 c. or 3 lire. Fish of the better sort then 
cost 1 lira 54 c, now 2 lire 50 c. or 3 lire the rotolo ; 
and in fish of the coarser kind the rise has been 300 or 
400 per cent. Thus tunny, which at the former period 
cost from 8 to 12 c. the rotolo, now fetch^ from 30 to 50 c. 
Cheese, of the ordinary sort, then cost 1 lira 92 c, now. 
2 lire 55 c. the rotolo. Vegetables and fruit have also 
advanced enormously — quite 100 per cent. Wine, about 
40 per cent. Oil, not more than 20 per cent., as it is now

in great measure aaperseded by gas and petroleum. Char- 
coal, from 8 lire the salve to 13 lire. 

Articles of clothing, and all imported commodities, 
have greatly advanced in price since 1853. They are 
now much more costly than in England, and very inferior 
in quality. Kather than purchase such goods at the prices 
demanded here, I send to London for what I want ; and 
although to first cost I have to add that of package, rail- 
way to Liverpool, freight, insurance, porterage &c., in 
England, and duty in Sicily,! still find it to my advan- 
tage to pursue this course. Living, in a word, is now much 
more costly in Palermo than in London ; and I can confi- 
dently assert that my emolimients here, which exceed 
700Z. a-year, are not equivalent to 500Z. in England. 

This great rise in the cost of living in Sicily since 
1858 is explained not merely by the general rise through- 
out Europe, consequent on the improved means of inter- 
communication, but more particularly by the enormous 
increase of the taxes since the revolution of 1860. The 
' fondiaria,' or tax on real property, was, in 1858, only 12 
per cent, on the rental. Since then it has been augmented 
year by year to 27*48 per cent. The tax on incomes, 
called ' ricchezzo mobili,' which falls on all classes alike, 
did not exist in 1858. It was imposed after the union of 
Sicily with Italy, and is now 13*23 per cent. The ^ dazio 
consumo,' or octroi duty, imposed on all the necessaries of 
life, has vastly increased since 1858, in general doubled, 
in some instances more than doubled since that period ; 
and it is being augmented from time to time, at the 
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pleasure of the municipality. Even dwring tlie nineteen 
months I have resided at Palermo the tax on meat and 
some other articles of consumption has been heavily 
increased. 

The remuneration given to a head clerk in a first-rate 
mercantile firm is generally about 200i. a year ; to a second 
clerk from lOOZ. to 120i. a year. In 1858 it was lower 
some 20 or 25 per cent. It should be imderstood, how- 
ever, that his salary does not represent a clerk's entire 
emoluments, as he receives in addition a small per-centage 
on all the profits of the house.^

In general, a falling ofiF has taken plac^ in the prices 
of house rent during the last years, owing to the increasing 
poverty of the population, by which all real estate has

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decreased in value. Well-sized houses which, in 1858, 
readily commanded from 1,200 fl. to 1,400 fl. (lOOZ. to 
120i.) a year, can now with difficulty be let at from 800 fl.

Clerk hire has similarly diminished, a great many 
young men, formerly employed as agricultural overseers or 
managers, now being obliged, on the abandonment of the 
estates they were on, to take situations as clerks for very 
small wages. These now seldom exceed from 600 fl. to 
800 fl. (50i. to 66Z.) per annimi, and only a few first-class 
mercantile houses pay any more. In general, all the com- 
modities of life have become dearer of late.^

In order to obtain statistics on this subject I applied 
to eight of the principal British mercantile firms in 
Lisbon. House rent has risen from 20 to 50 per cent. 
The rent of the apartment used by my predecessor for his 
Consular office was raised on my arrival, in 1866, from 
ZOL to 66i., or cent, per cent.; and this is by no means an 
extreme case. Clerk hire may have risen 25 or 30 per cent., 
but some of my informants consider it has remained sta- 
tionary. Wages of artisans and domestic servants have 
risen from 25 to 50 per cent. Commodities have risen 
from 30 to 100 per cent. I subjoin a few examples. 

The rates of remuneration given by first-class mercan- 
tile firms to clerks range from lOOi. to 300i. per annum. 
^ As little as lOOi. sterling,' says one of my informants, ^is 
not unfrequently paid to persons of education and ability, 
whilst 300i. sterling is rarely exceeded, even for the services 
of a confidential head clerk or book-keeper.' All the Lisbon 
firms I have consulted are unanimous as to the foregoing 
terms, and the lowest salary mentioned for a mere 
copying clerk is AQL Portuguese clerks are chiefly 
employed.

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OPORTO. 

The great extent of land in this city employed in 
gardens, and the habit of occupying whole houses instead 
of rooms upon a single story, as in Lisbon, combine to 
make house rent in Oporto much higher than in the 
capital Bents have, likewise, much increased of late 
years, in some instances considerably more than 100 per 
cent. I succeeded to the tenancy of a house as Consulate 
which, when new and in good repair, had been rented by 
my predecessor at 20i. per annum. I was obliged to leave 
it, because it had become almost uninhabitable from 
dilapidation, and because my landlord proposed to raise 
the rent from 40i., at which I held it, to 45i. 

Clerk hire is probably as high or higher than in Eng- 
land. An English merchant has informed me that he 
cannot now get for lOOi. so good a clerk as he could 
formerly obtain for 50i. Servants' wages have risen from 
25 to 30 per cent, since my arrival here in 1866. There 
was, I am informed, a corresponding rise from 1858 to 
1866. The price of meat has risen from 100 to 150 per 
cent, since 1858, principally owing to the springing up, 
within the last twelve or fourteen years, of the export trade 
in cattle. 

I may state generally that while, from the isolated 
condition of Oporto fifteen years ago, all the necessaries of 
life were then low-priced, the construction of roads and 
railways, and the establishment of lines of steamers from 
Oporto to Lisbon, and to many ports in Great Britain, 
have extended the demand and raised the prices of Oporto 
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products from 10 to 100 per cent. At the same time, the 
imposition of high import duties precludes our enjoying- 
the advantages of increased facilities of communication in 
shape of cheaper English goods.*

TABEEEZ. 

House rent has increased for Europeans since 1858, 
but there has been no general rise in value. A few houses 
have been lately constructed according to European plans, 
and the owners require to be paid in proportion to the risk 
of the experiment ; those who are content to dwell in 
Persian houses find no diflference in the rent at the present 
time. Clerk hire remains the same ; some mercantile 
houses, taking into account the present exceptionally high 
price of provisions, have increased temporarily the salaries 
and wages of their servants about 10 per cent., but this 
movement is by no means general.

These increased prices are the result of the extremely 
bad harvests of the last two years, and the great drain of 
com from this province to feed the destitute population of 
the eastern districts. In the event of a good harvest next 
year, the prices of the necesiaries of life will quickly fall 
to the usual rates. 
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The remuneration given by first-class, houses to their 
agents at Tabreez is about 1,200Z. annually, and may

RESHT. 

No difference in prices, as regards house rent, clerk 
hire and wages, has occurred since 1858 ; but, on the other 
hand, the price of most articles of food has doubled, and 
there is every prospect of the present high rates increasing. 
These observations apply more especially to rice and flour, 
large quantities of which have been sent but of the pro- 
vince to other parts of Persia where famine has prevailed.* 



RUSSIA. 

BBRDIANSK. 

The rise in the price of house rent, salaries to clerks, 
wages, and conmiodities, has been enormous since 1858. 
There was a sudden rise in 1866, and the rise has been 
progressive since.

Clerks' wages have advanced since 1858 about 10 per 

cent. Beef has advanced in price since the year 1858 

about 100 per cent., and pork about 40 per cent. ; butter 

about 25 per cent. Other commodities have not advanced 

in the same proportion. The rate of remuneration given 

by our first-class mercantile firms to their ordinary clerks 

is about 120Z. per annum, and to their chief clerks from 

250i. to 300i. a year.^

The rise in eterything except house rent has been gra- 
dual but constant, precisely as at Odessa; and in 1871, 
-with the revival of the arsenal staff, came also a rise of 
between 30 and 40 per cent, in house rent, which went on 
increasing as the members of the newly-appointed arsenal 
staff arrived at their posts. Another most extraordinary 
upward tendency occurred on the commencement of the 
first railway works, and prices continue to enhance, 
making house rent and most things 50 per cent, dearer. 
The remuneration of oflBce assistants is from 150?. 
to200i.'per annum, for boys fresh from school, if they 
know French as well as Eussian, while more efficient 
clerks obtain 400i. and 500i. per annum without much 
difficulty; and many young men who entered offices fresh 
from school after my arrival in Russia as Vice-Consul 
at Kherson are now either partners in or directors 
of important commercial firms, and enjoying a revenue of 
ZfiOOL and 4,000i. annually.^ 

ODESSA. 

From examples obtained of the price of house rent 
in 1858 and the present time, there is an increase on the 
average of the whole equal to 150 per cent. 

Examples of rents between the years 1862 and 1871 
in fouiteen instances show an increase, on the average of 
the whole, equal to 140 per cent. But it is reckoned that 
the increase in rents in the best quarters of the town 
alone have tripled during the above period.

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On this subject I would further state, in confirmation 
of the great increase in house rent, the corresponding rise 
in the value of house^aroperty shown in the following few 
instances. 

A house purchased in 1853 for 8,000 r. was resold in 
1869, without alteration or repairs, for 25,000 r. ; it was 
then repaired at a cost of about 20,000 r., making the 
whole cost 45,000 r. It was afterwards sold for 63,000 r., 
and the present owner has refused for it just now 85^000 r. 
The Russian Steam and Navigation Company's Club 
House in 1853 was worth 6,000 r., now 19,800 r. 

The house and premises I at present occupy were 
offered in 1858 for 30,000 r.; they are sought in vain to 
be purchased now at 55,000 r. 

It is reckoned that the value of house property has in- 
creased from 50 to 100 per cent., according to situation, 
since 1858. 

As legards wages and provisions it is stated —

House Rent, — It is only with the greatest difiBculty, 
and by mere accident, that a house or apartment can be 
procured at the present moment, and no proprietor will 
let his house for more than two years at existing rates, so 
sure is he of a rise in rents. 

An apartment to accommodate a family of six persons, 
servants included, may easily be let for from 150Z. to 
180i., including taxes. To this must be added the cost of 
firing, calculated at not less than &L per stove, at the 
present price of wood. 

As the drainage of Eiga, if drainage it can be called. 
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consists almost entirely of shallow gutters, following the 
course of the^ sidewalks in the streets, some residence out 
of town becomes a ai/rie qua non in sunmier. 

Coimtry houses in the environs of the town and at the 
seaside let at rates varying from 251, to 60Z. per annum. 

Clothing, &c. — Clothing and commodities of all kinds 
are higher in price than in England, France, and 
Germany, and all articles are of inferior make and 
quality. 

Clerk Hire. — A system exists here under which a youth 
serves in a mercantile office as apprentice for a period of 
from four to six years without remuneration. When 
taken on the strength of the establishment, he never re- 
ceives less than lOOl. to 120Z. per annum to begin with. 
Salaries range from the amounts named up to 700^., with 
presents. I am informed that certain clerks who are in* 
vested with the power of giving the signatures of their 
houses, in the absence of the principal, receive from 
1,200Z. to 1,5002. per annmn. The cases are, of course, 
exceptional. 

Horse Keep. — About the same as in England.* 

ST. PETERSBURG. 

• 

Statistics submitted show a net average increase of 75 
per cent, in the cost of living at St. Petersburg. 

The price of meat rose 25 per cent, between the dates 
above-mentioned, 1858 and present time. Job horses, 
which had cost 60 r. a month in 1858, could not be hired

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under 80 r. now, an increase of 33 per cent. ; that was 
attributable to a rise of 150 per cent, in the cost of forage. 
The wages of a footman, the Ambassador has showed, has 
risen 78 per cent. 

In corroboration of these statements. Sir Andrew 
Buchanan has reported that the salaries of the higher 
classes of clerks had been increased by 50 per cent, during 
the period to which he referred. 

As regards the rates of remuneration given by firstrclass 
mercantile firms, his Excellency has stated that a corre- 
sponding clerk would earn 5,000 r. per annum (about 
625^.), a first bookkeeper 3,500 r.(437Z.), and junior clerks 
2,500 r. (31 2Z.) a year. 

Since 1869, however, the salaries of clerks at St. 
Petersburg have been considerably increased, owing to 
the establishment of numerous banks, railway companies, 
&c. 

On the authority of one of the leading English mer- 
chants in this city. Her Majesty's Consul is enabled to state 
that the remuneration of clerks in first-class mercantile 
houses now ranges from l,000r. ( 125i.) for an inexperienced 
youth to 10,000 r. (1,250Z.) for a head or confidential clerk 
or first-class cashier, and that there is a growing scarcity 
of superior clerks, accompanied by a corresponding rise in 
the scale of salaries. 

At the same time, in a countjy such as Russia, in which 
mercantile and financial enterprise is, after all, in a com- 
paratively early stage of development, the career of a steady, 
well-educated, and eflScient clerk is one of bright promise, 
There is no bar to his advancement. He becomes a partner. 
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a bank manager, or the director of a railway, and rises to 
independence, if not to opulence, with thtf rapidity common 
to all new countries.

Her Majesty's Ambassador 
reported, on the occasion alluded to above, that a bachelor could not rent 
the smallest unfurnished apartment under 150^. &-year, and that the rent 
of a furnished room in the highest story of an hotel was 100/. per' annum.

Men's clothes are about 75 per. cent, dearer at St. Petersburg than in 
London, and the duty on a piece of silk for a lady's dress amounts to very 
nearly 100 per cent, of its original value in France or England.'

With reference to house rent,. it can be averred tttat 
the average increase has been, on a most moderate compu- 
tation, fully 100 per cent. In afiBrmation of which I may 
be permitted to state that in 1858 the rent of my domicile 
(more convenient and infinitely better situated than the 
one now inhabited by me) was 600r. = 80Z. per annum, 
whereas I am now paying an annual rent of 1,600 r. = 214i. 
The very same habitation for which I am at present 
obliged to pay the sum last mentioned was rented by me 
in 1863 at 750 r., or lOOZ. a-year, and the quotation for 
house rent in the following table may confidently be 
accepted as rather under than above the real existing 
difference.

WIBORG. 

House rent has risen considerably since 1858, espe- 
cially after the opening of the railway line (Helsingfors, 
Wiborg, and St. Petersburg) lately, which brought us 
into so close proximity with St. Petersburg. I should 
say that the increase in the price of house rent since 1858 
amounts to nearly 75 per cent. A respectable lodging for 
a family, which in 1858 might have been had for 75L, is

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now worth 130i. Wiborg and its environs have always 
been much liked by the Petersburgers as a summer 
sojourn, but since the easy and commodious communication 
by rail the influx of Petersbiurgers has risen to such an 
extent that in consequence the prices in wages, commodi- 
ties, provisions, and all necessaries of life, stand now 
about 40 to 50 per cent, higher than in 1858. 

The remuneration given by first-class mercantile firms 
is, to a chief clerk 250t now against 160i. in 1858 ; to an 
ordinary clerk, 120^. against 80^.^ 



BPAIN. 

ALICANTE. 

The prices of house rent, wages, commodities, &c, is 
much about the same as in 1858. The rate of remuneration 
given by first-class mercantile firms to their clerks is 75i. 
per annum. ^ 

BALEARIC ISLANDS. 

In order to obtain the most trustworthy information as 
to the prices of house rent, cost of living, &c., in 1858, 1 
applied to a gentleman who was Consul of the United 
States at that period, whose reply I transcribe herewith: —

Meat, the long pound of 42 ounces English weight, 

could be purchased at 10 to 12 American cents. Wine 

at 2 cents per bottle ; other things in proportion. The 

cents above are American, not Spanish. 

* Since 1858 the expense of living have very much in- 
creased here, in consequence of a line of steamers having 
been established hence to the continent, carrying away 
the products of the island. 

^ As regards house rent at the present time, I paid at 
Port Mahon, within a trifle, the same as at Palma. I 
could find no lodging here for my family other than a 
whitewashed flat in an unfurhished house, which I was 
obliged to occupy for several months, without even a 
balustrade to the staircase, and which was so damp that 
my carpets and matting were spoiled. The rent was equal 
to 6OZ. per annum. I have since, by great luck, found a 
house out of the town. It is considered to be derogatory 
for a native gentleman to let his house, and a foreigner 
must pay more for rent than a native would have to do, 
especially as he is unable to take a house for a long fixed 
term. He is, consequently, not thought to be so good a 
tenant as a native resident, and he is made to pay accord- 
ingly for such accommodation as he may be lucky enough 
to find. The usual answer to an application for an empty 
house is, " Let it, no ; sell it, yes.' . 

With respect to provisions of all kinds, even fruit, the

BAECELONA. 

The rent of shops, which affects the rent of oflSces, hav 
risen 30 per cent, since 1858. That of dwelling-houses 
has risen, but not in the same degree, the movement being 
checked by the building always going on in what is called 
the ' Ensanche,' or extension of Barcelona proper. Re*- 
spectable hpuses in Barcelona now let at 80Z. to 90i. a-year 
upwards, and a cheaper house in the suburbs involves an 
office in the city. The price of commodities has undergone 
an increase, calculated by old residents at from 10 to 15 
per cent.; but I can only give, in figures, the present rates. 
Fillet of beef costs 16c?. an English pound, and other parts 
6c?. or ^\d.\ mutton, 6c?.; pork, 16c?. or 5(Z., according to 
the part; fish, best, lOc?., inferior, 5c?. a pound. Vege- 
tables are cheap. The price of tea is 4s. 4c?. the Eng- 
lish pound; of coffee, Is. 10c?.; of sugar, 6c?.; of butter,

PUERTO RICO. 

The expenses of living at Puerto Eico has, in common 
with most places in the world, greatly increased since 
1858, and in none more so than in the Spanish colonies ; 
for example, my predecessors paid 40 dols. a month, or 
90i. a-year, for a whole house. I pay 60 dols., or 150L 
a-year for a single unfurnished floor ; he paid 36i. a-year 
for his oflBce, I pay 50Z. ; he paid his clerk 60i. a-year, I 
pay mine 120Z. ; he paid his servants 16i. a-year, I pay 
mine 25^. a-year each ; and it may be credited that neither 
he paid nor I pay more than necessity obliges, or than 
other people pay. The price of inferior clothing in the 
Spanish colonies is as dear as superior clothing in England, 
and washing — a most important item in the tropics — in- 
comparably dearer. My washing bills amount to 100^. 
a-year. The prices of provisions, although not exorbitant, 
have greatly increased betwixt the two periods ; butcher'^ 
meat was 4d. a-pound in 1858, it is now 6d. ; bread has 
risen from 2d. to Zd. a-pound ; poultry, from 3«. to 6s. 
a pair ; plaintain, from 1«. a bunch to 3s.; fish, groceries, 
&c., all in the same proportion.

House rent is as high, and even higher, than in 
most of the great capitals of Europe. The population is 
dense, taxation high, and constantly increasing by the 
imposition of new taxes, and the augmentation of others 
already in existence. Living is very expensive, firewood 
and fuel every year rising in price ; clerk hire has never 
been very high, owing to the nimiber of yoimg men from 
<jermany who come into the district to learji the French

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language, and take employment in various houses of 
business, but do not receive salaries, considering the fid- 
vantitt of learning languages and systems of business to 
be adequate remimeration. 

Where sala^es are paid, complaints are made that 
they are not now suflSciently high to meet the increasing 
cost of living. 

The highest salaries may be about 70i. and the lowest 
302. per annimi. Some clerks, in a superior position, in 
banks and first-class commercial houses, may receive as 
much as 200i. per annum.^ 



TURKEY IN EUROPE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE. 

With regard to prices, viz. of rent, wages, and articles 
of daily consumption, I will take, first, house rent. This 
has increased in Pera and Galata, and a few popular 
villages on the Bosphorus. The rents in Turkish quarters 
are not so much affected, except in those places which 
have been invaded by Christians and foreigners. 

The late fire in Pera has also enabled landlords to 
raise their rents. It is not easy to specify the exact 
degree of increase. But when it is recollected that go- 
vernment securities and bank shares yield from 12 to 18 
per cent., it is easy to conceive that speculation in build-

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ing will not be entered into unless large rents can be- 
obtained. Another element of difficulty in eflfecting a. 
true comparison is, that people require now more comfort 
and better houses than they formerly did, and wooden 
houses &,re looked upon as dangerous on account of fires. 
I may safely say, on the whole, that, during the last twelve 
years, house rent has increased, but to a far less degree 
than was experienced in the twelve years before the war 
and the twelve years after it. 

Next with regard to the remuneration of clerks by 
first-class mercantile firms. As there are hardly any first- 
class English firms in Constantinople, I must seek to an- 
swer this by reference to foreign establishments. Here, 
again, many recruit their staif of clerks from their own 
coimtry ; and it is the value of labom* there which here- 
gbvems their remuneration, rather than its market price 
in Constantinople. 

To present, however, a more accurate answer to this 
question I should state that there is in the Levant a very 
considerable supply of persons qualified for ordinary 
clerk's duties. 

That kind of education which provides a competent 
knowledge of writing and copying, and of speaking with 
fluent accuracy the current languages of the place, is 
common, and clerks with these qualifications can com- 
mand from lOi. to 15i. a month. On the other hand 
those of the higher and more accomplished class, fit to 
occupy confidential and responsible posts, are more diffi- 
cult, I believe, to be found here than in most other 
European cities, aod can obtain higher salaries. 
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I subjoin ibme examples which will, I think, assist in 
forming an opinion on the matter. 

The prices of food, &c., have been and are on the 
increase.

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CONSTANTINOPLE. DARDANELLES. 

Since 1858 about one-third of the town has been 
burnt down, but the same number of houses have not been 
rebuilt ; also houses of a superior class to what previously 
existed have within the last four years sprung up. For 
inferior dwellings, both those built before and since the 
fire, an increase of more than double the rent of 1858 has 
taken place, and for the superior class of houses a rent is 
obtained far beyond anything known thirteen years ago. 

Thus in 1858 one of the best houses then existing 
could have been rented for about 35Z. per annum ; the rent 
of a similar house in 1866 was 60Z. ; but the house I now 
inhabit, which has been recently constructed, costs me 
124Z; this latter is, however, well built, wind and water 
tight, and properly drained, whereas those previously to 
be found possessed none of these qualities. Clerk hire 
and servants' wages have increased since 1858 about 30 
per cent., and the prices of the principal articles of con- 
sumption, such as bread, meat, fish, oil, &c., have aug- 
mented from 5 to 8 per cent, since the war prices of ISSG^ 
which still obtained in 1858.* 

CONSTANTINOPLE. BRUSSA. 

House rent has more than doubled in value since 1858. 
Salaries and wages have increased in nearly equal ratio* 
Articles of food and domestic commodities have also gene-

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rally much advanced in price. Eesidents calculate that 
the cost of living has doubled within fourteen or fifteen 
years.^ 

CONSTANTINOPLE. GALLIPOLI. 

House and ofl&ce rents have considerably increased in 
Gallipoli since 1858. A house and oflSce like those I 
dwell in, and for which I now pay the sums respectively 
of 48i. and 12Z. per annum, could be got in 1858 for not 
more than 35Z. both together. 

There is no noticeable difference in the price of other ?t 

things at the periods above-mentioned.* 

DAMASCUS. 

In June 1858 the rent paid for Her Majesty's Con- 
sulate was 52i. My house is hired at the rate of 60^. a- 
year ; but these sums do not include outlays for stabling 
and absolutely necessary repairs, which always increase 
the rent by at least a third. Mr. Consul Brant paid his 
secretary 50i. a year, and I give my cancellier a salary of 
lOOi. per annum. The following table shows the difference 
in prices as to servants' wages and commodities at the 
two periods :

The cost of clerk hire at the two periods can scarcely 
be compared; English clerks could be had in 1858, 
whereas now they cannot be had at all. 

In all the first-class mercantile firms (none of which 
are English) the clerks are more or less related to their 
principals ; they serve, with the prospect of advancement, 
as clerks to begin with, and then of partnership ; they are 
not really clerks serving for the sake of their salary only ; 
but, under any circumstance, the salary of a chief clerk 
ranges from 200i. to 400Z. a-year.*

In 1858 Epirus had not yet recovered from the dis- 
turbing effects of the Crimean War on all the markets of 
the Levant, nor from the heavy losses it sustained by the 
irruptions across the south frontier in 1854. From these 
causes animal food of every sort continued for several 
years to be exceptionally dear, and prices did not recover 
their equilibrium until 1860-61. Since then they have 
increased for imported provisions, but have been nearly 
stationary for native produce; subject, however, to fluctua- 
tions according to the yearly returns. 

Eent for houses of a superior description are about 
20 per cent, higher in Janina than they were in 1858^ 
and about half that at all the seats of a Lieutenant- 
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Governor. This is owing to the new system of provincial 
government, called the 'vilayet system,' which was in- 
troduced here in 1867, making a large addition to the 
number of Government oflScials, and so increasing the 
demand for houses* 

Wages, about 20 per cent, higher now. For 
builders and labourers they rose to nearly double in 
1869-70, after the burning down of the bazaar and 
Government House. But they have fallen again now 
that those places are both rebuilt. The rise of wages is 
not general, nor in every place; it is confined to the 
skilled trades in Janina and some of the other large 
towns. For the rest and elsewhere there has been no 
change. 

.No professional clerks are employed here except in 
Government offices. In the mercantile houses the mer- 
chants themselves, or their partners or sons, manage the 
books and correspondence; but they never employ a 
salaried person for the work.^ 

ALBANIA. SCUTARI. 

It is notorious that the prices of everything here are, 
in many cases, two-thirds, and in many double and even 
more than what they were previous to the Crimean and 
Montenegrine War of 1859-60. 

To give an instance, the landlord of this Consulate at 
that period could not get 200 napoleons for its purchase ; 
last year he refused 1,000 napoleons for it. 

The prices here in 1858 were known to be what they

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are at present in the neighbouring vilayet of Prisrend, 
where at this moment the maximum price of beef is 
2 pias per oke ; here it is 4 pias.^ A piastre loaf at 
Prisrend is just double the weight of one here. The rent 
of the best house in Prisrend is under 30i-, here such a 
house would fetch 75i. The keep of a horse is just half 
what it is here. The above remarks I have received from 
a Scutarine resident at Prisrend, but who is here for the 
moment. 

One of the principal merchants here tells me that, 
before the last Montenegrine War, an oflSce attendant, 
called a 'sheggert,' the only employ^ in mercantile 
offices here, was to be hired at from 12i. to 15L per 
annum in addition to certain perquisites in the establish- 
ment. Now they have to pay from 201. to 30i., according 
to capacity.*

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It will be seen that there is a very great increase in 
almost every item. There is scarcely anything to guide 
one in the matter of house rent, as few, except the very 
poorest classes, or some of the functionaries of the Porte 
and the foreign Consuls, live in hired houses. It is only 
the rent of the poor that oflFers any indication, as the 
houses let to the Government functionaries are often 
given gratis, or at a low rent, to obtain favour, or without 
hope of payment ; and those of the foreign Consuls, who 
have generally spent much money on them, are protected 
against iiicrease of rent by special agreement. 

There are no mercantile establishments here, which, 
properly speaking, engage clerks ; native merchants, or, 
as we should rather call them, shopkeepers, are aided by 
their sons or relatives.^ 

MONASTIR. 

In connection with the subject of house rent it should 
be observed that in Monastir no houses are built with a 
special view to being let. Strangers consequently expe- 
rience great difficulty in finding house-room. If, having 
families, they desire to be more conveniently lodged than 
by renting part of a house having a 'common entrance 
with the landlord's family, they must wait for the chance 
of finding a house which may happen to be vacated 
through the proprietor's temporary absence. In such a 
case advantage is always taken of the house-seeker's neces- 
sity to exact from him a high rate of rent. It is my

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misfortune to have been compelled to change my residence 
five times within ten years, paying respectively at the 
annual rate of 50i. for two years, 65i. for four years, 25i. 
for six months in a house inconveniently small, 80i. for 
an excellent one during three and a-half years, and finally 
60i. for the house I now occupy under a three years' lease, 
the half of which has already expired. With reference to 
the 80i. house, I should explain that I had consented to 
pay a higher rent than usual on the understanding that I, 
for whom it had been purposely built, was to occupy it as 
long as I remained at Monastir. Through an intrigue set 
on foot just as I was about to enter on occupation, and 
countenanced by the Turkish authorities, I was obliged to 
sign a contract for a limited period at the same high rent 
which I had considered a fair equivalent for the advan- 
tages of a future imdisturbed possession. In addition to the 
rent of a house there are the inevitable expenses incurred 
in fitting it for occupation, and the repairs, which together 
average one-fourth more. The Eussian Consul pays 60i. 
for a house with much smaller accommodation than mine, 
although suflBcient for his wants, as he has no family. It 
was secured at an opportune moment by his predecessor 
on the favourable terms of permanency during his resi- 
dence here. 

The Austrian Consul rents a house attached to the 
French Lazarist Missionary buildings at 40i. a-year for so 
long as he chooses to occupy it. 

The Greek Consul, finding the apparently low rent of 
20i. a-year an inadequate compensation for the want of 
accommodation in his present house, in which his landlady

has her quaxters, has been looking out in vain for some 
time past for a more suitable one. 

All things considered, house rent at Monastir cannot 
be said to have varied very notably since 1858. There is, 
however, no rule that will hold good ; so much depends 
upon circumstances. It is only by luck that one can 
obtain a longer lease than four years. 

Wages. — I can obtain no precise information as to the 
rate of wages in 1858 ; but from notes made in 1860, the 
year of my arrival, I find that the wages of artisans and 
labourers are about the same now as they were then. 
There is, properly speaking, no such class of persons in 
this countiy as domestic servants. Although cooks are 
both scarce and bad, there are to be found men at 
18s. to 208. a month who engage themselves in that ca- 
pacity to strangers. The native families, however good 
their pecuniary means, employ no cooks. I have always 
engaged female cooks from home, three of them in suc- 
cession ; thus, in addition to their wages, which are neces- 
sarily higher than in their own country, the expenses of 
their journey to and fro (some 4:61.) must be taken into 
calculation. Native male servants, such as they are, get 
15s. to 18s. a month, on the understanding that they are 
to have their shoes found them, some clothing and pre- 
sents, which together may amount to H. or bl. more. 
Native female servants, on the same conditions, get 10s. 
to 15s. a month. All domestic servants are boarded in 
the house. 

Clerk Hire. — The mercantile firms of all classes are 
composed of natives exclusively. There are but three or 
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four of them of the first class. The native merchants 
very rarely employ any clerks at all. A relative or poor 
dependent may sometimes assist in the counting-house, 
with the prospect of being admitted to a share of the con- 
cern. A clerk writing only Greek may be hired at 40Z» 
to 50i. a-year, but he will always contrive to have a sepa- 
rate little business on his own accoimt. 

Prices of CommoditieSj (fee, have risen and fallen 
according to the state of the harvest and other transitory 
influences. Prices were considered high in 1860, the 
earliest period I am able to quote, and they are very much 
the same this year.*

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CRETE. 

House rent has risen 30 per cent, in the interval. 

My house costs me 63i. a year; in 1858 the same 
house could have been rented for 45i. or 50i. 

It can hardly be said that there are any first-class 
mercantile firms in Crete. One house only pays its head- 
clerk as high as 120i. a-year, which in 1858 paid 90i. a- 
year. The others pay their clerks but 50i. or 60i., and in 
1858 40i. or 50i. 

In 1858 a native domestic man-servant could be hired 
at lOi. a-year. At present, the usual wage is \Sl. I pay 
my native cook 24i. a-year. 

In 1858 a native domestic maid-servant could be hired 
at 6i. a year ; the present wage is 10^. ; but they are very 
indifierent, and myself and some of my colleagues have 
European maids, who are, of course, dearer. I mention 
these personal matters because I suppose it is desired 
to learn the actual average expenses of Consuls. 

In 1858 meat cost Z\d. a pound ; the present price 
is ^\d. 

The price of bread has not much altered. In the 
large towns it is made of flour imported from Constanti- 
nople of Russian manufacture, and costs \l. 108. the sack 
of 200 lbs. 

Vegetables are 20 per cent, higher than in 1858.^

The prices of butchers' meat and poultry may seem 
moderate in England, where the same fetch double the 
sum, but in reality they are high when quality is taken 
into account. Beef is lean and tough, and so poor that 
1 lb. of such meat would not be equal to half the same 
weight of English beef. Again, as regards poultry the 
prices quoted above are for such birds as are usually sold 
in the market, mere skeletons, for a good fat fowl cannot 
be purchased under 28.^

ROUMANIA. BUCHAREST. 

House rent has doubled since 1858, rising gradually 
every year. A house means the bare walls ; papering, 
paint, and all internal repairs, having to be borne by the 
tenant. With very few exceptions, at enormous rents, no 
furnished houses or apartments are hired. The rent I 
paid in 1859 was 141i. I now pay 260i. Clerk hire has 
not much changed. Wages, and the cost of all labour, 
have greatly increased. Provisions, firewood, water, and 
washing, are double the prices of 1859, and in some in- 
stances much more. The remimeration given by first- 
class mercantile firms is difficult to ascertain, as such 
matters are kept secret, but I know that it is high. 
Owing to the expense of living, and the little comfort 
derived from this expenditure, the first object of every 
foreigner in this country seems to be to leave it.^ 



SERVIA. BELaRADE. 

As to house rent, for a much better and more commo- 
dious house, Mr. Longworth's predecessor paid in 1858 
only 60i. a year ; now Mr. Longworth pays 150i. I have

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no data from which to show the price of provisions in 
1858, but since I came here in 1863 all articles of daily- 
food have certainly doubled in price, and firing — a very 
large item, wood being used — has almost trebled. There 
are no large mercantile firms here ; it is very seldom that 
any one is employed in a business, except members of the 
family.^ 

VARNA. 

The Acting Vice-Consul states that in 1858 he paid 
60i. house rent, but now 75i. ; to cavass in 1858 24i., 
now 36i. ; to servants in 1858, 18i., now 24^., with board ; 
that, generally, prices have risen 25 per cent, in the in- 
terval; that at present, as in 1858, every thing in the 
least degree necessary to a comfortable household must 
be imported. I submit that this information, representing 
the expenses of a respectable German householder, is not 
without its value.^

Labour has also decreased in same period from da. Id. to 
68. 5d. per day. 

The European Commission for the Navigation of the 
Danube pays its chief-cashier a yearly salary of 428Z., and 
its first clerk 2602. per annum ; also finding them houses 
rent free, coals and firewood — very expensive commodities 
at all seasons on the Danube. Although butchers' meat 
is priced here at about 3d. per lb., it is only equal in sub- 
stance to about half that quantity of English meat.*

The Vice-Consul states that in 1868 he paid 108/^ 
house rent, cavass 36i., one servant 48^» ; that wine^ 
Thread, and meat, have never been very dear, but all other 
articles of consumption were and remain at high prices,^ 
and are supplied from Constantinople; house rent still 
high, but cheap in comparison to formerly ; average con- 
sumption of fuel during twelve years' residence 32?., and 
water \SL ; agents for mercantile firms receive 9?. to 
\ZL 108. per month, with house and servants free, or cer-^ 
tain percentage on transactions.^ 

SMYRNA. 

After making inquiries from competent persons, I find 
the exact amount paid in 1858 for house rent, clerk hire,, 
wages, and commodities cannot be ascertained, but I am 
assured that there is an increase between that period and 
the present of about 30 per cent. The diflference between 
the prices previous to the Crimean War and the present 
prices is at least 100 per cent. ; at the time the sudden 
rise took place the rate of exchange increased almost in^ 
proportion; yet now the rate of exchange has fallen to 
10 piastres per pound sterling, and no proportionate de- 
crease has taken place in the prices of commodities. 

First-class clerks receive about 300?. per annum, but 
this salary is increased by an interest in the business,, 
which, of course, is imcertain.^

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SYRIA. ALEPPO. 

House rent at Aleppo has increased since 1858 in the 
ratio of three to two, houses let then at 40i. per annum 
being now worth 60i. Clerk hire has more than doubled, 
a salary of 120^. being now given for the work of a clerk 
who then received 50L Servants' wages have increased in 
a similar proportion, as those who then earned 12L now 
demand SOL Commodities have quadrupled in price ; the 
local measure of wheat having cost 20 piastres in 1858, 
and costing 80 piastres now. It is the same, or r early so, 
with all other provisions required for housekeeping. First- 
<^lass mercantile firms give the above-mentioned rates of 
remuneration to clerks and servants, though there are 
native traders who do not pay more than 40i. to their 
clerks and lOL to their servants, but neither their clerks 
nor their servants are capable of serving Europeans. 

SYRIA. BEYROUT. 

In the year 1858 I was not in Syria, therefore I cannot 
compare from my own knowledge the cost of living, &c., 
irith that at the preseat time ; but, from such information 
as I have been able to collect from old residents, it would 
appear that house rent has increased about 30 per cent., 
though seven or eight years ago it was much higher than 
it is at present. Clerk hire^ has increased about 30 per 
cent. Labour and servants' wages about double, cost of 
living about double. The cost of furniture has not actu-

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ally increased, thong^ more expensive kinds are leqmied 
owing to the march of civilisation and the intiodocticm of 
many previously unknown comforts and luxuries. In 
1858 there was not a single carriage road in Beyrouth 
which has greatly increased in size, whereas now there is 
hardly a good house in the town that cannot be readied 
in ar carriage, making this article a necessity* 

Very few houses of business now employ European 
clerks, as natives of the country, owing to the increased 
facilities that have been introduced by foreign missions 
for acquiring a knowledge of European languages, are 
equally or more efficient from their knowledge cf the 
Acabic language ; besides which, they serve at lower sala- 
ries than European clerks could afford to do. 

With regard to house and office rent, I think it 
right to state that, in consequence of my predecessor 
having taken his house and office many years previous 
to 1858, he was able to obtain them at a much cheaper 
rate than I could, as I arrived at Beyrout at a time 
when rents were at their highest, and I have not been 
able to avail myself of the reduction which has since 
taken place. 

There are at Beyrout, like almost everywhere else> 
great complaints of the increased cost of living, which 
affects most seriously those with fixed incomes and in- 
creasing families. During the last three years the crops 
have been very poor, making it necessary to import many 
articles of food at, of course, increased prices.^

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MOOSSUL. 

The houses which are rented here are very few and 
small, or belonging to needy persons ; thfeir rent is from 
8 to 20 lyras a-year.^ The rent of a good house belbnging 
to wealthy people may be from 100 to 200 lyras. The 
native mercantile firms here do not employ clerks, but 
they themselves keep their own accounts, and write their 
own letters.^

For firewood, it has cost me for that and 
charcoal for my supply, necessary between November 
this and Jime next year, upwards of lOOi., as fuel is 
getting scarcer and more distant every year, owing to 
a total want of conservancy.

The few first-class mercantile firms which exist here 
consist of several partners who do the work themselves, 
employing only supemimierary clerks, who are underp9.id. 
But I shall cite as an example my own clerk, who gains, 
besides the 50i. which I pay him, 120i. more a-year for 
services performed by him elsewhere, in other capacities 
after the oflBce hours. A Telegraphic Company, which 
has just laid a cable at Ehodes, gives an inspector or 
superintending clerk no less than 500{. salary a-year.^

Money, therefore, goes about one-fourth as far as it 
did in 1858. 

The salaries of the native writers of respectable mer- 
cantile firms vary from 8i. to 13^ per mensem.* 

SYBXA.. JERUSALEM. 

Not having myself come to Jerusalem until 1863, I 
applied to a Grerman gentleman, a banker, who has been 
residing here since 1840, for the information required, 
aud transcribe the statement with which Mr. Burgheim 
has been good enough to furnish me in reply. 

House Rent — ^The rise in house rent has been about 
60 per cent. A house that could be had in 1858 at a 
rental of 8,000 pias. (67i.) cannot be had at present imder 
1,200 pias. {lOOL). 

Wages. — Labourers' wages have more than doubled 
during the period 1858 to 1871. A labourer that was

Clerks' and servants' wages now are 80 per cent, more 
than in 1858.

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TURKEY IN AFRICA. 

EGYPT. 

It is certain that just now, taking into account the con* 
venience and economy of life in London, living in Cairo 
is in every respect more expensive and less satisfac- 
tory in its results. For instance, in the city of London, 
as everyone knows, many persons called there in the day- 
time by business can dine daily for from Is. to Is. 6d. ; in 
a jrery plain way it is true, but ofif the best meat and 
vegetables, and with a ghiss of beer in the bargain. 

There is no such scale of dinner to be found in Cairo 
or Alexandria imder from 2«. to 3s. each, and then not of 
the quality of those supplied in the chop-houses of the 
K3ity of London. Servants are nominally cheaper in Cairo, 
but it would be a great mistake to suppose that they are 
really so. In the first place servants, of whatsoever class, 
:are not trained to their work as are English servants ; and 
it is not too much to say that one good English servant, 
of either sex, will do the work of two or three Egyptians 
of the corresponding kind. Wagea for each kind of 
servant are at least on a par with London wages for the 
like service. Egyptian servants are, in most houses, sup- 
posed to keep themselves, which would seem to yield a 
large item in favour of the cost of Egyptian service. Not 
«o, however ; the difference appears under another form in 
the provision bill ; and if Egyptian servants cannot find 
wherewithal to eat to their satisfaction in a house, though 
they should have agreed to find themselves, like rats they 
will leave it. If, too, they are required to preserve a 
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decent appearanco externally, they must be found to some 
extent — if livery is preferred, entirely — in outer clothing. 
As another illustration of comparative cost in favour of 
London, hack carriage hire may be adduced. It is diffi* 
cult to find a clean carriage in Cairo or Alexandiia which 
will take you a couple of miles for a less charge than 5 fr.,. 
equal to 48., and another franc for the coachman and 
running groom, who usually attends a carriage. On occa- 
sions of ceremony, such as a ball by his highness the 
Khedive, or the Bairam, three napoleons, equal to 2i. 8s., 
have sometimes to be paid for a carriage, though the dis- 
tance may not exceed one or two miles, and, in the case of 
the Biraim, the time occupied by going to and returning 
from the citadel not a couple of hours. 

Eents, too, have risen enormously ; for a floor of five 
or six rooms, all jumbled together, with no proper separa- 
tion of offices, if at all in an open position, from 150i. 
to 200^. a-year is asked, and obtained. I am acquainted 
with a house, by no means adequately disposed interiorly 
for European, at least British-European life, and partially 
furnished, let to a successful but illiterate speculator — a 
Muslem — as a sort of nursery for his wife and children,^ 
for 626i. a-year. Such a house might have been worth, 
in rent, twenty years ago, lOOi. a-year. These are the 
sort of facts that I thought it desirable to seek the causes, 
of. I had referred, after much consideration, these causes 
to three categories. 

1. Increasing foreign commerce, which has steadily 
tended to push up prices of Egyptian produce in Egypt 
towards the level of its prices, less cost of freight, in 
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European markets. It has also afifected prices by bringing 
into Egypt a much increased and increasing European 
population, whose wants, generally, are of a higher order 
than those pertaining to the natives of the country, and 
who, making money easily by the system of Government 
finance, have introduced a more expensive style of living 
than formerly ; and, also, by increasing wealth, which, not 
being fairly distributed, has had no influence, as capital, 
in improving productive processes in Egypt. 

2. Want of economic means of production, including 
therein want of local capital, and consequent inadequate 
local distribution and stocks of the necessaries of life. 

The productive processes in Egypt are still as described 
in the Eeport on Egypt (presented to Parliament in 1840) 
by Sir John Bowring, who in various places, and more 
pointedly at pp. 30 and 57, refers to the clumsy processes 
used in, and the feeble results of, Egyptian industry, save 
in the case of a few ornamental arts, which, I may add, 
are also slow and expensive of execution, and in no way 
increase the stock of hard necessaries of life. The general 
impression, from observation, on Sir John Bowring's mind, 
seems to have been that the processes in use in 1838 for 
producing the great staples of life were much the same 
then as related to have been twenty centuries previously ; 
and the same primeval plough and implements for field 
•ftiltivation may still be observed, and the same want of 
care, knowledge, and efficiency on the part of the Egyptian 
artisans and producers. Another element which would 
enter into the category of increased cost of production is 
the large increase in the assessment of the land, firom. 
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7a. 9c2. as a minimum and 12d. 8c2. as a maximum in 1838 
(pp. 11-45), to a present minimum of a}x)ut 158. 4c2. and 
maximum of 308. 8c2. the feddan, which, from containing 
originally 400 kasabchs of 3*65 metiers, equal to 11*647 
feet each, lineally, which gives a superficies of 64,262*8 
square feet, or 1^ statute acre for a feddan, has been 
screwed down to 333^ square kasabchs, equal to 45,219 
square feet, or only 1^^-g- statute acres. Also lands to the •• 
extent, it is said, of 1,000,000 feddans, which had been 
granted free of assessment in consideration of the capital 
required to be expended on them, reckoned at from 5Z. to 
7Z. a feddan, in order to bring them under proper cultiva- 
tion, and which had remained free of assessment till about 
the year 1856, when they were charged from 5 to 10 pias., 
equal to Is. \\d. to 2s. 0^. the feddan, have, since the 
Oovemment charge upon them, increased to froin 48. \d. 
to 12s. 4d. the feddan north of Cairo, and from 2s. 0^. 
to 8s. 2|<i. south of Cairo. 

These charges are collected from the class of lands in 
question in money or kind, at the option of the tenant, as 
tithes of the assumed gross produce, to which all lands, 
by the Mohammedan law, which considers the property in 
the soil to be in its Creator, and the usufruct only in its 
tenant, are liable. To these tithes, however, various other 
charges, some of them of recent imposition, as a tax upon 
all animals on the land, from 10 paras, equal to \3j. 
(40 paras equal to 1 pias. of 2*461c2.), and 5 pias., or 
Is. O^d., on a sheep, to 20 pias., equal to 4s. l^ci., on a 
camel ; a tax on each date-tree on the land ; and the cost 
of requisitions by the Government, which, added to the 
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tithe, brings up the whole annual charge on a feddan of 
land from 129. 4c2. to about 12. in the casd m gboA tithe 
land to the north, or, as it is said, ' seaward,' of Cairo. 
Such was the account given to me by a holder of tithe 
land north of Cairo. The inferior tithe lands south of 
Cairo have to bear like increases of taxation. 

Of course, such an augmentation of land-tax and im- 
ports throughout the country is just so much augmentation 
of the cost of producing all articles which spring from the 
soil, inclusive of mutton, beef, poultry, milk, eggs, &c. ; 
and, beyond this increase of land-tax, an octroi duty of 
9 per cent., ad valorem, has been lately imposed on 
articles of consumption entering the towns of Alexandria, 
Cairo, Suez, and Damietta, which is again, together with 
the additional profit due on the addition to prime cost 
created by these additional taxes, another addition in the 
production of what the consumer has to pay for. 

Fish are also affected with a tax, which is farmed and 
collected by the farmer on the fish being landed, when 
they must be sold by auction. At Cairo the farmer takes 
an account of the fish from the Nile (very few species of 
which have flavour or solidity when cooked), at one^third of 
their selling price ; the consequence is that beyadh and 
bolti — the best of the edible species — sell afterwards retail, 
for consumption in Cairo, at about 1«. a lb., the price of 
good salmon, when in season, in Bond Street, or even of 
turbot when plentiful; while mackerel at 3c2. or 4cU 
a-piece, for a 1 lb. fish, are infinitely better on the dinner- 
table than any Nile fish. The Nile fish have mostly the 
insipid flavour of whiting. The Nile fisherman have 
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neitlier capitiil nor tackle for fishing on a large scale, and 
are also diaooiira&:ed in their vocation by the fiscal arranffe- 
meats affecting it. They either fish with hooks strxm« 
on a line laid across the stream, or walk among the 
shallows, looking for a shoal of small fish over which to 
throw a casting net. They may, and probably have, other 
modes of taking fish, but they are not much known ; and 
the general result of their industry, so far as it interests 
the consumer, is as above stated. 

Game, z&fercB natv/rce of the Desert or Nile valley, are 
of the dominion of the Khedive. Anyone is allowed to take 
it ; but, if brought into Cairo for sale, its first sale to retail 
dealers must be with the privity of a sheikh appointed to 
that end, and called the ' sheikh of the sportsmen or 
hunters,' who takes at the time of the sale, on account of 
the Government, one-third of the selling price. 

With the conditions of production in Egypt as 
stated, it is difficult to see how prices in money can be 
reduced. 

The last category of causes which had been in part 
frustrated, in so far as increased taxation has gone to in- 
crease prices, is what only can be called, — 

3. Improvident finances. 

This subject would require much greater length to be 
treated in detail, as it ought to be, than the inquiries I 
have yet been able to make permit. 

The actual and former prices of commodities will, I 
presume, be given by Her Majesty's Consuls, and I need 
not, therefore, repeat them in detail. I may suggest, 
however, that those for 1858 will most likely be found in 

I 
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the report from Cairo for that year by J4Jr. "Walne,;Jl^ho 
was very careful and accurate in all that he dU, m^ who, 
I recollect, was making inquiries as to prices in or abbut 
1858. I may mention as a sample of prices at the pre- 
sent time, that mutton, if taken without selection, is about 
1\d. a lb. avoirdupois, but that as regards quality and 
proportion of bone to meat English mutton would be 
cheaper at lOd. a lb. Fair seconds bread, I find from 
weighing a loaf, costs 9d. and a fraction for 4 lbs. in 
weight. Crude vegetable oil, for open lamps, is about 
8|d. per lb., equal to 6«. 7d. per gallon. Good tea is not 
to be had ; that which is worth about 2«. 6cZ. a lb. in 
London is sold in Cairo for 4«. a lb. Arabian coflfee is the 
only thing really good, and costs retail, raw, about lid. 
to 1«. a lb. Vegetables are for the most part higher in 
price than in Covent Garden Market. 

The wages of clerks have been about doubled since 
1858 ; and, for native clerks, trebled since 1850. I know 
an instance of a managing clerk of a bank who now re- 
ceives 600il. a-year, and whose predecessor in office, in 
1858, was paid 300Z. a-year. In respect of house-rent, if 
we go back to 1841, Her Majesty's Agent and Consul- 
General, then Lieutenant-Colonel Barnet, had a very good 
house for 40i. a year, which is now let out in tenements, 
and may realise 150i. a year. The rent of Sir Charles 
Murray's house, from 1850 up to 1854 or 1855, was 150i. 
a-year, and is now worth 2202., and would be worth 
more had not its view and access been much circumscribed 
by the erection of surrounding buildings, which have re- 
duced its position to that of a back street. 
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^he Consulate in 1841, wli^jh served also as a resi- 
denceTfiir tlfe Consul, and was near the house of the Agent 
ancf Consul-General, was rented at 24?. a-year. The rent 
was increased in 1852 or 1853 to 30?. a-year, at which it 
continued till 1858, shortly after which date the Consulate, 
on account of the changed character of the quarter in 
which the house was situated, was obliged to emerge 
thence into larger premises, which also served as a resi- 
dence, and cost in rent 120?. a year. 

I may simi up these notes by the relation of a memo- 
randum I have from a leading merchant in Cairo in 1842. 
There were three gentlemen in the household ; they lived 
well, having a substantial breakfast, dinner, and tea, and 
one of them kept a horse. The cook's wages were 128. a 
month (the same cook now receives 3 napoleons, equal 
to 21. 8«. a month); the jais (housekeeper) IO5. a month, 
and two pairs of shoes (at 15c?. a pair) in the year. Wheat 
was about 128., and barley (horses are fed on it in Egypt) 
Sa. the English quarter. The cost of living for the whole 
establishment, including the horse, was about 220?. a- 
year, and the rent of the house — ^which would now be 
worth from 60?. to 80?., only in consequence of having 
been since much shut in by other buildings — ^was 24?. 
a-^year. 

I see no chance of Egyptian prices, and the cost of 
living in Egypt, receding, while the large revenue which 
the Egyptian debt necessitates has to be raised.

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112i., but in the year 1865 this rental was raised to 260Z.y 
and afterwards a still further increp.se was demanded. 

JUthough many new houses have been built in Cairo, 
the rents remain at their increased rate. 

My residence consists of the second storey of a house 
just outside the city, in an airy situation, for which I pay 
130Z. per annum, payable yearly in advance. It is not 
nearly large enough for my family, but I have not found 
another so suitable at the same rental. The lower part 
of the house I occupy is let to the Egyptian Government 
at the rate of 250^ per annum. 

In British mercantile and banking firms the managing 
clerks are paid salaries varying from 500i. to 2,5002. a- 
Jrear. Native clerks are paid salaries varying from 2002* 
to oOOi. a-year, whilst men in their station would have 
been satisfied with 50i. or lOOi. in 1858. 

I attribute the great and continual increase in the ex- 
pense of living at Cairo to the expenditure of the Viceroy, 
to the rates of interest paid by the Egyptian Government, 
and to the taxes exacted by the Government. When a 
capitalist can realise firom 10 to 15 per cent, by investing 
in Egyptian bonds, he thinks that he ought to get a 
similar return for his outlay in houses and other property, 
whilst local purveyors, who have to pay heavy taxes and 
octroi duties, are obliged to charge in proportion to their 
extra expenditure. I am assured that a pound sterling is 
not now worth more than a dollar was worth in the fifth 
and sixth decade of this century.*

TUNIS. 

The salaries of clerks employed by mercantile finns, 
the custom-house and other departments, averaged eight 
years ago from 50i. to 60Z. They range at present from 
75i. to 260Z. During the same period house rent has 
risen 50 per cent, and servants' wages 30 per cent. The 
price of the necessaries of life and commodities has in- 
creased 59 per cent., according to the following return, 
showing the differences in the prices in 1858 and the 
present time : —

EGYPT. SUEZ. 

House accommodation was always a difficult thing to 
provide oneself with at Suez, and was costly, more on 
account of the outlay one had to incur on entering, than 
on that of the rent of the premises ; but, as the population 
increased, rents rose, and as much as 90^. and 150L a- year 
were paid for a wretched tenement in a dilapidated or 
unfinished state. Houses, or I would rather say apart- 
ments, are now obtainable at from 501. to lOOl. a-year. I 
pay 60Z. a-year for three rooms and a kitchen, with a 
store-room on the ground-floor, and 321. a-year for a 
suitable consular office in the same building. There are 
unlet apartments for which SOl. and 901. a-year are asked, 
and another suite of rooms for which lOOl. a-year are 
paid, but this is a well-built house. I was asked 160Z. 
a-year last year for a small house at the back of the town, 
consisting of five small rooms on the upper floor, and five 
similar rooms below, with kitchen and appurtenances. It 
has since been let to the French consul for, I understand, 
120L a-year. On the whole, although rents went up

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considerably during the years 1868 and 1869, they are 
not now greatly in excess of what they were in 1858« 
except that 602. to 1002. tenements were not to be feinid 
in the place in those days. 

Edible commodities of local production (as meat, 
poultry, eggs, milk, bread, &c.), are now, at a fair estimate, 
100 per cent, dearer than they were in 1858, but the cost 
of them has not increased of late. On the other hand, 
European commodities (such as cheese, oil, vermicelli, 
salt fish, split peas, white beans, preserved meats and 
fruit, &c.) are obtainable at prices varying from 50 to 100 
per cent, in advance of those of Europe. 

Clerk hire is now about 50 per cent, higher than it 
was in 1858. The Peninsular and Oriental Company pays 
its junior clerks at Suez 162. per month, or 1922. a-year, 
with quarters free; their senior clerk receives 5002. or 
6002. a-year, and a house or complete set of apartments 
free of rent ; their agent receiving, I understand (but for 
this I liave no positive data), 1,5002. a-year with a good 
house over the offices, and the advantage of supplying 
himself from the company's stores at a reduction of 10 
per cent, on their issuing prices ; also good stable accom- 
modation, with poultry yard, &c. The pay of the agent 
of the Messageries Imperiales Company, prior to the 
opening of the Maritime Canal, was 40,000 fr. (1,6002.) 
a-year, with a suitable dwelling-house over the offices. 
On their vessels passing through the canal the agency 
was done away with, and a junior clerk was left here in 
charge of their property, with a salary of 2402. a-year and 
suitable quarters furnished by the company. 
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There are no firms at Suez except those of native 
merchants, whose clerks are more vk the position of femily 
deg^ndents than of strangers working for a bare hire; 
there are^ however, persons working as commission agents. 

The European and Maltese clerks in the service of the 
Egyptian Grovemment employed in the railway, transit, 
and telegraph departments, receive from lOi. to 20/. per 
month. 

The pay of the staff of the British-Indian -«ubmaiine 
telegraph at Suez is as follows : — Electrician, 800?. a-year 
and quarters ; superintendent, 450i. a-year and quarters ; 
derks and telegraphists, varjdng from 150Z. to 250i. 
a-year, also with quarters free.^

A still greater rise has taken place in the prices of what 
are usually called luxuries, but which are equally necessary 
to civilized existence, and of innumerable requirements 
demanding skilled or manual labour. These, though not 
always taken into account, constitute, at the high rates 
here, a very important item in the cost of living.* 

CHAELESTOWN. 

Her Majesty's Consul cannot more comprehensively 
show the diflference in price as to house rent, clerk hire, 
wages, commodities, &c., in the year 1858, in contrast with 
the present time, than by furnishing in contrast the rates 
charged by hotels. 

For each guest the rate charged in 1850 was, per diem, 
2 dols. ; now it is 4 dols. The 2 dols. was equal to 2 dols. 
20 c. of present paper currency ; the advance, therefore, 
is not quite 100 per cent., but something more than 
13-I6ths. 

Hotel keeping in the United States is almost a science ; 
the cost of every outlay is considered, and under the 
wholesome check of competition the lowest remunerative 
<jharges are made. 

' Prom last Keport of H.M.'8 Consul at Boston. 
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Ordinaiy house rent here is about 50 per cent, in ad- 
vance oC the prevailing rates of 1858 for any house in 
good repair, of which there are very few. Servants' 
wages are about the same ; but, being only negroes, their 
services are much inferior. Clerk hire is double. Com- 
modities are generally double ; some articles are more 
than double, and very few are less. 

There is no diflference between the cost of commodities 
at New Y«rk and at this point, notwithstanding the very 
much higher rates for house rents that are there paid ; 
and, although the United States' paper currency is, and 
has been for three years past, representing a greater value 
in relation to sterling, yet there is no perceptible dif- 
ference in prices by this change. Consular incomes ar^ 
diminished 25 per cent. ; but house rent, pew rent, ser- 
vants' wages, necessary commodities, medical bills, charges 
for tuition, and every other conceivable outlay, remain at 
the same unvarying high rates. 

I may here, perhaps, be permitted to cite the words of 
the Honourable Eeverdy Johnson, of Maryland, recently 
addressed to agriculturists, on the subject of the United 
States' tarifif, viz. : — 

' Everything that they eat, which they themselves do 
not produce, and everything that tliey wear, is double, 
treble, oi* four times as costly as it would be but for the^ 
present tariff.' 

The rates of remuneration given by first-class mercan- 
tile firms vary from 1,000 to 3,000 dols., according to 
eflSciency ; but, as a rule, when a clerk becomes indispen- 
sable he is admitted into the concern, with a share that 
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will yield, at all events, the rate the work may require, 
with the chances of increase according to the increased 
efforts which may be made to enlarge the business and 
influence its returns.^

NEW YORK. 

The average rate of house rent in this city is now about 
two and a half times what it was in 1858. I cannot give

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a better illustration than my own experience and that of 
my neighbours. In 1858 I paid for a house of the same 
size and capacity, but better furnished than my present 
'toe, 1,300 dols. a-year. In 1860 to 1862 I paid for a 
house one-third larger than my present one, and vastly 
superior to it, 1,800 dols. I pay for my present house, 
which is, indeed, not sufficiently commodious for my 
family, 3,600 dols. a-year, all unfurnished. My neighbours 
in the adjoining street, tenants of my present landlord, 
had houses built for them in 1861, larger than my present 
one, at 1,600 dols. a-year. They now pay for the same 
3,900 dols. 

Office rent has advanced in a like proportion. In 
1858 I paid 400 dols. I now pay for somewhat better 
apartments in the same building (including an additional 
room for Board of Trade business), 1,400 dols. Two years 
ago I obtained a reduction from 1,800 dols., on giving up 
a small apartment used for stores and seamen's chests, but 
my landlord has given me notice of a return to the higher 
rate. My rent would even then be moderate, as I could 
not procure equal accommodation elsewhere at a lower 
sum. 

In regard to the increase in the price of commodities, 
the following statement from my own domestic account 
books, of actual payments, corresponds with what I be- 
lieve to be the general experience. Some articles, such 
as flour and butcher's meat, are at present but little in 
.advance of prices in 1858. Others have advanced two, 
three, and some more than three times their former 
prices :—

The prices of housekeeping will be seen to have in- 
creased most assuredly 100 per cent, since the year 
1858, added to which a higher style of living has 
been adopted. The prices of dress are exorbitant, and 
indeed every luxury. I made a rough calculation of the 
cost of maintaining a family on a very moderate scale, for 
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four persons. It amounted to 523!., including rent, two 
servants, provisions, coals and gas, leaving out the fol- 
lowing items— clothing, dress, washing, simple necessaries, 
amusements, church, medical, and the endless calls for 
charity and other subscriptions which a public position 
entail, and which must be taken into consideration. 

Board alone, for two persons, at a respectable hotel, or 
at a first-class boarding-house, with a sitting-room, could 
not be obtained under 500^. per annum, and that under a 
contract.' 



CENTRAL AMERICA. 

COSTA EICA. SAN JOSJE. 

The price of house rent since the year 1858 has nearly 
doubled. Labour is now 3s. 6d. per day against 2s. in 
1858. The price of meat is now Is. per lb., against 6cZ. 
in 1858. Vegetables have trebled in price, and all comr- 
modities, &c., have increased at least 50 per cent. Salaries 
paid by first-rate mercantile firms average from 400i. to 
500Z. per annum, and in the year 1858 they were the same, 
or even a little more.^

House rent has increased from 50 to 100 per cent^ 
during the last ten years, in consequence of an enormous, 
rise in house property, due partly to the increase of popu- 
tion and demands of the trading classes, and partly to a 
period of speculation which has set in of late years in house 
property, fanned by a prosperous state of the country gene* 
rally adding facilities for obtaining money. For some 
years up to the year 1858 I paid 200i. a-year for a house 
which served as my private residence and the oflBce, with 
ample accommodation. A few years subsequently I was- 
forced to make an arrangement, and separate the oflBce 
from my private residence. I have been paying for manjr 
years 350^. for the consulate oflSces, and 350?. for my pri- 
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vate residence. To meet the rent of the former, I have 
managed to obtain assistance from the Great Southern 
Eailway Company and Post-oflBce, but I feel confident in 
saying that I should find great diflBculty in obtaining a 
sufficiently commodious house for the two combined objiecta 
for 500i., which is about the balance the two houses now 
cost me. 

Another feature which has added very much to this 
expense is the unhealthy condition of this city, of which 
we have had sad experience for several successive years, 
<;ulminating in an epidemic which carried off aboUt 20,000 
persons in three months' time. This has created an abso- 
lute necessity of living out of town during the summer 
months, which has cost me, both last year and the present, 
^an additional 25Z. a-month for four or five months. 

Cl&rk Hire has increased considerably, owing to the in- 
creased expense of living ; simple board and lodging of a 
single person living in the most modest form costing 120Z. 
Br-year. 

"Wages have increased from 30 to 50 per cent. I only 
keep four servants — one man servant and three maid ser- 
vants — ^whose collective wages amount to 200Z. a-year. I 
fiave long since given up a carriage, which of itself would 
add at least 200i. a-year ; nevertheless, in such an extended 
city as this, means of locomotion must be provided, and 
carriage hire forms part of every one's ordinary expen- 
diture. 

Oeneral ComTnodAtiea. — The actual necessaries of life 
have increased in price, though not, perhaps, so much as 
other things, but the general style and habit of living of 
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everybody has increased household expenditure very much.. 
Lights now cost me 50i. a-year, and water lOi. ; medical 
attendance, 50^, to 60i. All these items were relativelv 
less in former years. 

The remuneration given by first-class firms to clerks 
varies from 150i. to juniors to 450^. and 500Z. per annum 
for principal clerks. The prospects of partnership, or im- 
proving their position by having occasional charge, must 
always be taken into consideration, and renders the position 
of a clerk in a mercantile house superior to that of a clerk 
of the Consulate.*

It may be observed, that in all the necessaries of life 
there has been a rise since 1858 of at least 50 per

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cent. Wages of house servants have also risen, but do» 
not equal those given at Valparaiso and some of the 
northern ports. In former times the principals of com- 
mercial houses resided at Santiago, and their agents at the 
port (Valparaiso) ; but for many years past the system has- 
changed, the principals residing at Valparaiso and thfr 
agents at Santiago. There being, therefore, no first-claa& 
mercantile firms at Santiago, the remuneration given by 
them to their employes can be best ascertained at 
Valparaiso. A day labourer's wages, which about ten 
years ago used to be 25 c. (I«.) a day without food, have 
recently risen to Is. 6cZ., exclusive of breakfast, dinner^ 
and supper, which is now provided by the employer.^ 

CHILE. COQUIMBO. 

Little change has taken place in salaries, &c., though 
the price of copper, the staple produce of the province, 
has fallen. Wages, rent, &c., remain much the same. 
As to the expense of living, and salaries paid to clerks by 
merchants, &c., the pay of a factor or manager varies 
from 1,000^. to 2,000Z. ; took-keepers, from 300i. to 1 ,000^. \. 
these salaries are exclusive of board and lodging, which 
are usually given.

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CHILE. VALPARAISO. 

The prices of every necessary of life, as well as every 
luxury, have increased at Valparaiso, since 1858, at a 
ratio of over 25 per cent. House rent in some quarters of 
the town has doubled in price, and in all quarters in- 
creased at least 25 per cent. The price of provisions 
have increased at a still greater proportion : e.g. beef in 
1858 was 9 cents, or 4(2. a lb. ; in I87I it is 12 and 13 
cents, or b\d. a lb.; servants' wages, which, in 1858, 
averaged 6 dels., 7 dols., and 16 dels, a month, now^ in 
1871, are 9 dols., 12 dols., and 25 dols. a month. The 
salaries of clerks in first-class mercantile firms in 1871 
are: — for junior clerks, from 120Z. upwards a-year, ex- 
clusive of free board and lodging ; and for experienced 
clerks, from 500Z. to 700i. a-year, also exclusive of board 
and lodging. 

I pay at the present moment for the rent of a small 
house the siun of about 300^. a-year ; wages for a cook, 
30i. ; for a housemaid, 22/.; for a man servant, 60/.; 
total, 412i.i 

COLOMBIA. BOGOTA. 

The price of house rent, clerk hire, wages and com- 
modities, has increased fully 50 per cent, in the last 
fifteen years. This is owing to the increase of luxury 
and artificial wants. People dress better, furnish their 
houses better, and live more expensively than they did. 
The new houses are of a superior description to the old. 

A first-rate mercantile house would give a cashier

COLOMBIA. CARTHAGENA. 

From the best information to be got, it would appear 
that, whilst wages and general commodities have increased 
in value, house rent and clerk hire are lower than in 
1858, owing to the decline in the commercial prosperity 
of the place. 

. There are no mercantile lirms at this port that can be 
classed as first-class firms. There are a few business 
houses of respectability, but their transactions are not of 
great importance. The business of the place is divided 
amongst numerous small tradesmen and shopkeepers. The 
following statement shows the price of house rent, &c., at 
the two periods.

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COLOMBIA. PANAMA 

In 1858, owing to the great transit trade across the 
Isthmus to and from California, the price of ^pverything 
was double and even treble what it is at present. 

There was an apparent prosperity which all knew would 
not last, and which of course tradespeople tried to make 
the most of; yet, as the rise in prices was general, money 
had to be spent at the same rate as it was earned. 

At present house rent may be considered high, prices 
being at least double what would be considered in England 
a fair price for similar accommodation. 

A common writer is paid lOi. per month; a counting 
clerk, 20^.; a corresponding clerk, to write in two 
languages^ 302. In the first-class mercantile firms it is 
the custom to allow the principal clerks a percentage on 
the profits. The number of mercantile houses is, however, 
not large, and situations in them are obtained with diffi- 
culty. 

Wages would be considered high in England if the 
«nere sum of money be taken into account ; but English- 
men could save nothing on those wages, though they are 
found sufficiently remunerative by Italians, Frenchmen, 
and Spaniards : — 

Bakers, 48. to 78. ; blacksmiths, 8^. to 168. ; carpenters^ 
68. to 168^; carmen, 48. to 58. ; labourers, common, 
38. 6c2. to 58. ; labourers^ field, 28. 6(2. to 38. 6(2. ; masons, 
78. ^0 158. ; stonecutters, 78. to 158., per day of ten 
hours ; paijters, per week, 21. to 4i. ; shoemakers, by the 
piece ; tailors, by the piece.^

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ECUADOR. GUAYAQUIL. 

The cost of living is at least double what it was in 1858.. 
For a good clerk the first-class mercantile firms pay readily 
from 300i. to 400i. salary per annimi.^ 

QUITO. 

There has been a steady increase in the price of alL 
goods, both foreign and native, the former owing to the 
high import duties lately imposed. House rent has in- 
creased since 1858 at least 150 per cent., clerks' salaries 
from 30 to 40 per cent., and workmen's salaries from 80 
to 100 per cent. Clerks receive in the first-class mercan-^ 
tile houses from 60 to 80 dollars per month.^

A single 
man might live here on 700i. to 800i. a-year.^

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PERU^ CALLAO. 

The evidence of every housekeeper to whom I have 
spoken on the subject goes to prove that all commodities 
of life (^be they furniture, wearables, eatables, or drinkables)^ 
have, even within the last five years, increased in price by 
from 40 to 50 per cent., whilst house rent has more than 
doubled in the same period. Clerks to mercantile houses 
here have salaries of from 800^ to 2,000i. per annum. A 
shipchandler's firm (Bryce, Grace, and Co.), not far from 
the Consulate, pays their book-keeper l,000i. per annum.^ 

PERU. LIMA. 

Since the year 1850 an increase of at least 30 per cent^ 
has taken place in prices of everything, and since then, 
scarcely two years ago, I may say that a further increase- 
of at least 10 per cent, has taken place.^ 

VENEZUELA. CARACAS. 

House rent is, more or less, the same as it was in 1858^ 
being then for good dwelling-houses from lOOi. to 180L 
per annum. The rent 6f a good store and office is. 
about 150i. to 200i. per anniun. Clerk hire, as regards- 
foreigners, has risen considerably since 1858 ; in that year 
a principal clerk received a salary of 250i. per annum ;. 
now, 300i. and more is paid, according to circumstances. 
Venezuelan clerks receive from 75Z. to 150Z. per annum. 
Wages have differed but little during the two periods ; a

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man servant earning from 18Z. to 22L per annum, a cook 
from 152. to 18Z. per annum, and a chambermaid from 11{. 
to \bl. per annum. The prices of conmiodities have been 
about the same in the two periods. No remuneration is 
allowed to clerks, except by some German conunercial 
houses, who give 1 to 5 per cent, to the chief clerk on the 
net profits.' 

VENEZUELA, MARACAIBO. 

House rent has increased 100 {)er cent, within the last 
thirteen years, and clerks' salaries, servants' hire, and 
mechanics' wages, as well as labourers', has also increased 
about 50 per cent, in the same time. 

House rent at present varies from 4i. to 40i. per month ; 
clerks' salaries from 62. to 182. per month, and in first- 
class mercantile houses from VSl. to 40Z. per month; 
servants' wages 108. to 30«. per month ; mechanics' wages 
5«. to 88. per day ; labourers' wages 48. to 68. per day. 
House rent, cooking, and washing, are three expensive 
items in housekeeping here. Provisions, on the contrary, 
with the exception of bread, are moderate. Good beef 
may be had for 6d. per lb. ; vegetables are cheap and 
abundant, generally speaking, as also sugar, coffee, and 
rum. Amongst the natives Indian corn and plantains 
take the place of bread. Flour is generally sold for Zl. 
sterling per barrel (American), and pays a customs duty 
of about \l. per barrel ; until lately the import was 
about 200 barrels per month.^

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VENEZUELA. PUERTO CABELLO. 

House and store rents are rather higher than in 1858^ 
owing £0 the destruction of buildings in the various sieges 
of the town. Otherwise there is not much difiference to 
note in respect to the other queries, to which, generally, 
the same remarks apply as those given imder the head of 
Car^cas.^ 

URUGUAY. MONTE VIDEO. 

In 1858 house rent ranged fully 100 per cent, lower 
than at the present time, which may be shown by the 
following examples : — 

The house that is now occupied by my family wa& 
rented in 1 858 by the Consul-General at 224^. a-year. The 
rent has been since that time three times raised, and is now 
3722. ; and as all repairs have to be done by the tenant, 
and are constantly required, the house never costs under 
380Z. 

This house had to be taken on the retirement of the 
last Consul-General, the Consulate offices being attached 
thereto, and no other house at an equally low rental in 
a central situation being to be found. It is very hazard- 
ous in this city to have an office, where there is known to 
be money, apart from your dwelling-house. I have, ever 
since 1858, been endeavouring to obtain a cheaper resi- 
dence, but in an accessible situation for the convenience 
of the shipping I have found it impossible.

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The house that was rented by the British Chaplain in 
1858 at 122^., and was given up by him on a second in- 
•crease of rent, is now let at 306i. 

Another house occupied by the British Chaplain in 
1862, at a rental of 186^., and given up by him on account 
.of increase of rent, is now let at 334i. 10s. 

I could adduce a quantity of similar evidence, as it is 
the usual proportion in which all house rent has increased ; 
but as I am certain of the correctness of the above state- 
ments, I imagine them to be suiBScient. 

With regard to clerk hire and wages, the former has 
advanced generally 50 per cent, in the last ten years. The 
Consulate clerk was paid by the Consul-General, in 1858, 
I77i. per annum, and I now pay him for the same, but 
greatly increased, duties 250?. 

I have taken the statements of several merchants on 
4:he point of clerk hire, and they are unanimous in stating 
that the increase in amount given is folly 50 per pent, 
above that paid in 1858. 

Wages. — The British Chaplain informs me that for 
a housemaid's wages in 1858 he paid 24?., and that for 
precisely the same work to the same class of girl he now 
pays 351. I. and every one else, have to pay the wme 
proportionate increase of wages. 

, In 1858 a tolerable cook cost one ounce of gold a 
month, or 40?. a-year ; no cook can now be got at less than 
f t'om 50?. to 55?. a-year ; and for a tolerable good cook, 
such as in England would receive 25?. to 30?. a-year, the 
wages here are from 60?. to 80?. 

As regards the remimeration given by first-class mer- . 
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•chants' houses to their clerks, the result of a correspon- 
•dence that I have had with two or three gentlemen on 
"this subject shows it to range from 450i. upwards.^

ST. THOMAS. 



The expenses of residing at St. Thomas are high, and 
Jiave augmented from 30 to 50 per cent, since 1858. In 
1858 the general cost of living here was l,000i. per annum, 
while at present Her Majesty's Consul cannot live as 
becomes his position under 1,500Z. yearly. House rent is 
162i. 108. yearly; office rent, 50^.; the price of beef is 
\0\d. per pound ; veal, 1«. to Is. \d. per pound ; servants' 
w^ages, from 25i. to 35i. each, and provided for, with 
this difiference, that while two or three servants are 
sufficient for a small household in England, it requires 
not less than five or six servants in the West Indies, 
as m the East Indies, to perform the same amount of 
work. 

As regards tJhe remuneration given by first-cla«« 
establishments, I have to state that the agents of some of 
the steam-ship lines, and of the banks here, receive 
salaries from l,200i. upwards, frequently with a bonus,

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and that many of the meiaantile firms pay salaries of 
700^. to 900^. to their managing clerks, and sometimes, iu 
addition, a percentage of profits.^

PORT-AU-PRINCE. 

I have made enquiries of the most intelligent merchants 
in the coimtry, and there is a general mianimity in their 
statements that house rent has increased from 30 to 50 
per cent.; clerk hire has remained nearly the same; 
wages have increased at least 50 per cent. ; and provisions 
are from 60 to 80 per cent, dearer, particularly meat, which 
is much dearer and of very inferior quality, the cause beings 
the destruction of cattle in the wars and insurrections of 
the Dominican Republic, from which the chief Haytian 
supplies were drawn. 

First-class mercantile firms pay their clerks from 250L 
to 400i., with board and lodgings. Most of the superior 
clerks have also an interest in the business.*

a year.

:salary5 and one-fifth of the profits, with everything found 
and their passage paid to and from England. The firm 
generally sends out the food. One agent says his house 
ofiers to supply his table, or pay him 25i. per month to do 
it himself. 

Owing to the small profits lately the agents object to 
the above, and are getting fixed salaries. I have heard of 
three at 600^., 800^., and 1,000^., with an extra 300i. for 
table money, and passage paid (45Z. lOs. 6cZ.) each way.^

in the * Queen' during the year 1875.) 



AOHENSEE. — la very crowded in July and August, as it is one 
•of the highest and coolest places in the Tyrol or Bavarian highlands. 
It has the advantage of being on a good high road and near a rail*- 
way. Boating and fishing are the great amusements. The walks and 
flowers are beautiful. The houses are very plain, but well built and 
airy, with lovely views from every room. People wishing to reach 
Achensee quicker than by driving through Tegemsee, Kreuth, &c., 
can go by rail from Munich to Jenbach, and take a carriage to 
Achensee^ in one day.^ 

ATX LES BAINS.— We found the II6tel du Globe excellent, ^ut 
^all are said to be equally good. I spent two seasons at Chateau 
Duvrieux, where the pension, dinner wine included, was lOJ francs per 
day, with good rooms and the food plentiful and excellent. The vrine of 
the coimtry is good, and what the French call * capiteux ' — ^much body 
in it. Aix is hot in summer. The springs are bad, and cold water 
frequently fails. There are plenty of nice open basket-carriages to be 
hired at 2 francs an hour. The best route from London is by Paris 
direct vrithout stopping. The expenses of the hotels average — ^without 
vnne or sitting-room — 14 francs arday. Charming excursions may be 
made by steam on the Lac de Bourget ; also by rail to Annecy, ita 
lake, and the wondrous Gorges de Fier, Ohamb^ry.*

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ALGIERS. — ^Few towns have so delightfiQ a situation as Algiers.. 
It faces the east^ and receives the rays of the morning sun ; the wind 
from the Mediterranean blows through all its streets; and the view 
from all the eastward-looking windows extends oyer the port and hay 
to Cape Matifou, which marks the widening of the hay into the sea, 
and southward to the distant peaks of the Bjurjura range. The en- 
virons of the town are extremely pretty, and the views which are to 
be obtained in drives of only a short distance from town are quite 
charming. The sky is clear, the atmosphere pure, the vegetation rich 
and varied, the fields green, and wild flowers fill the air with perfume 
and cover the shrubs in the hedges with blossom, even all through 
December and January. February and March bring a wealth of 
flowers which it is worth the journey from England to see. 

The most remarkable point about the climate of Algiers is th& 
equable character of the temperature. The imiformity of temperature 
I0 greater than that of Madeira, and the daily variations are much, 
smaller than those of the climate of Egypt. At Cairo, the variations 
are from 18° to 21° Fahr., while at Algiers they are never greater than 
from 7°»to 9° Fahr. in a day, and often much less. 

The pure air from the sea gives freshness to the atmosphere, while 
at the same time there are no cold winds such as those which often 
make invalids shiver in Northern Italy and the South of France. The 
sea and the sun are the two influences which visitors to Algiers seek 
for, 80 that houses and apartments facing the bay or looking to th& 
south are eagerly engaged. 

In winter the climate of Algiers is dry and bracing, although it is^ 
during the winter that the rains fall. The rain comes down in violent 
though comparatively short showers, and the long days of fine pene- 
trating rain which are so common in the North of Europe are unknown 
here. The position of the town and its suburbs on the steep slope of 
a hill, and the character of the soil, are favourable to the rapid disap^ 
pearance of the rain water. As soon as the shower is over the sun 
reappears, the streets dry rapidly, and exercise in the open air is pos- 
sible. Even for an invalid there will not be more than three or four 
days during a period of six or seven months when he will be obliged 
to remaid indoors for the whole day. 

The thing to be dreaded in Algiers is not cold, but heat. The heat 
of the siunmer months, if invalids try to remain throughout the year, 
will often undo in a few weeks all the good which has been efiected 
by the even temperature of the winter ; and the wind which does*

hami to both animal and vegetable life is the hot^ dry wind from the 
desert. From the 1st of May to the Ist of November Algiers should 
be avoided by all who are suffering from chest affections. Even in 
October the heat is sometimes overpowering for those who come from 
the north. The rainy months are generally November and February ; 
but the rain comes sometimes later — this year it is said to be three 
weeks later than usual. When the rain falls, the sky is grey and 
lowering^ and there are great thunderstorms y but there are seldom 
more than three rainy days without an interval of a day, which is as 
lovely as a late day in an English August or one of the first fine days 
of September^ vdth its clearness^ but no frost in the air. 

The mean annual temperature of Algiers is about 68° Fahr. ) the 
coldest month is January^ when the average heat is 57° Fahr. ; and the 
hottest month is August, when the heat averages 81° Fahr. 

It is an immense advantage that so much open-air is possible in 
Algiers. Here it is possible to be out in the open air every day fqr 
hours, and, even when in the house, to have the windows constantly 
open. The only time at which it is de rigueur for invalids to be 
vdthin doors is from half-past four to half-past six or seven. A sudden 
lowering of the temperature for a few degrees takes place at sunset, 
and is much felt. 

The time for starting from London must be determined by the day 
on which the traveller wishes to leave Marseilles. Three sets of 
steamers ply between Marseilles and Algiers — those of the ' Valery ' 
company, the ' Messageries Maritimes,* and the ' Oompagnie de Navi- 
gation Mixte.' The boats of the first two leave on Tuesdays and 
Saturdays, and are those by which English passengers generally 
arrive. The ' Valery * boats are quickest, but are smaller than those of 
the 'Messageries.' It would be possible to accomplish the whole 
journey by leaving London on Friday morning, for London morning 
papers of Friday are delivered in Algiers on Monday ; but that would 
involve almost incessant travelling, and there would be just the chance 
of missing the Lyons train at Paris. The express trains between 
Calais and Paris, and between Paris and Marseilles, are rapid and 
steady. The carriages for ladies travelling alone are apt to be very 
crowded. Crossing the Mediterranean may chance to be like a 
summer sail on a lake ; and the sight of the blue sea and cloudless 
sky, with the near views of the Balearic Islands and the distant 

ones of the Spanish coast, afibrd a delicious foretaste of a winter in 
Alsreria. 
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The season in Algiers begins in the end of Octoher ; hut the 
visitors who arrive before November ' are very few in number. Laat 
year many persons arriving in Algiers could not remain because there 
was no room. It is of course easy to understand that living at hotels 
in Algiers yearly becomes more expensive ; and, in fact, rooms vary in 
price with the season. They are dearer in December than they were in 
October, will be dearer still in January and February. They will de- 
crease in value at the end of March, when the busiest part of the season 
is over ; and at the end of May, ^hen the hot season begins, they may 
be had for 'an old song.' In &ct, from June to October the hotels 
jore a desolation as far as residents are concerned. 

There are three hotels in Algiers which are affected by English 
and American visitors : the H6tel d*Orient, on the Boulevard de la 
E^publique, j&cing the port and bay and looking eastward ; the Hotel 
de la R^gence, in the Place du Qouvernement, facing the south ; and 
the H6tel d'Europe, in the Place Bresson, close to the theatre, and 
facing east, looking over a garden with trees, out to the sea. There are 
many foreign hotels, but the English visitors generally try first one of 
those named above. The meals are at fixed prices : morning coffee, 1 
franc 30 centimes (with bread and butter) ; d^euner at 11.30 a.m., 
3 &ancs ; dinner, 5 francs. The coffee is served in the bedrooms ; the 
other meals are served at tMe d^hSte, The R^gence has sunlight, if 
any is to be had in Alters. It is a much smaller hotel than the 
Orient, and is quieter and more old-fashioned. But it has the reputa- 
tion of having the best cumne, and people come back to live in it year 
after year. The charges are the same as at the Orient, except that the 
dinner is 4 firancs. The dSjeuner is served, not at the long table, but 
at small separate tables, and at whatever time suits the convenience of 
the travellers, from 10 a.m. till 1 p.m. The Europe has much more 
th n either of the others the character of a foreign hotel ; the charges 
are the same as those at the H^gence. Service costs about a franc 
a-day for each person, somelimes only 75 centimes ; extra wines and 
candles are chaiged for as used. It will be seen &om what has been 
stated that the expense of food is easily calculated. There are, how- 
ever, great differences in the prices of rooms. In each hotd the 
* appartements ' vary from the single room at 4 or 5 francs a night, 
to the ' appartements ' of two or three rooms, which are 36 or 40 
francs a night. A single large room was let last winter in one 
of the hotels at 26 francs a night. Travellers intending to stay 
at an hotel -ought to come eaxly in the season, for then there is 
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not only choice of rooms, but the charges have not risen so much. 
None of these hotels now take English or American visitors en 
pengion, 

'At some of the furnished apartments it is possible to board at 
from 5 'to 7 francs a-day, for two meals; morning coffee forms a 
separate charge. Some people go out for all their meals to the hotels 
or restaurants. Some few visitors hire unfurnished rooms, and put in 
just what furniture they absolutely must have. It is very easy to 
furnish in this fashion, as there are many shops where furniture can 
be bought ; and the furniture is sold when Algiers is left. Of course 
a servant or servants must then be hired. The markets are well 
supplied, and the things reasonable ; but a lady who does not market 
for herself is very dependent on her cook. 

It is possible to hire a villa or campagne. Some of these are wholly 
or partially furnished, and some are not. The rent varies very greatly, 
•according to the position and size of the house and garden. Servants 
must then be hired, and a carriage. A carriage vdth a pair of horses 
may be hired for from 18/. to 20/. a month. Both villas and lodgings 
■are filled up in the season. 

People on their arrival generally go to an hotel for a day or two, 
till they determine what they shall do. 

A boarding-house has just been opened at Mustapha Inf(Srieur, 
and its terms are reasonable ; but it is a little way out of the town, 
and is on a slope which faces northwards. The boarding-house at 
Mustapha Sup(Srieur is always crowded, though it is much more ex- 
pensive than the hotels, and the bedrooms are very small. 

It may be said that the air is exhilarating and bracing — never 
jelaxing.^ 

The following are the fares betwixt London and Algiers 

•(the Channel crossing being Folkestone to Boulogne): London 
to Paris, first-class, 2/. IQs. ; second, 2/. 2«. Paris to Marseilles, first 
(lOefr. 30c.), 4/. bs, ; second (79fr. 75c.), 3/. 3«. \Qd. Marseilles to 
Algiers, first (70fr.), 2/. 16«. ; second (50 fr.), 2/. The through fare 
is thus: first-class, 9/. 17«.; second, 7/. 15«. lOrf. English tra- 
vellers, though travelling second-class by rail, would, I think, not 
care to do- so by sea; but even presuming they did, the balance of 
14«. 2d, seems rather small, if it be remembered that all luggage in 
weight over 30 kilos (661b.) in France has to be paid for. The charges

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for cabs^ porters, &c., must also be taken into account ; and^ as I imagine 
all outgoings includes food, the cost of a night in Paris would be 
necessarily incurred by most people. The best money is circular notes. 
Nobody to whom the cost of getting here is a drawback ishould come 
intending to stop at a hotel, for with a front room — a strict necessity 
to an invalid — ^living will cost not less than lOs. to 12«. per day. Of 
course anyone perfectly acquainted with French customs and the 
language might, by going to certain hotels, do things cheaper. With 
regard to the climate there in December and January it is like the 
climate in England during the months of July and August . . . rain 
falls seldom. I extract the following from ' Murray's Guide,' 1874 : 
* At Algiers rain falls in torrents, of frequent occurrence in the rainy 
months, but generally of short duration. The fine drizzling rain, so 
common in the North of Eiufope, is hardly known, and in the neigh- 
bourhood of Algiers itself the soil is of so absorbent a nature, and the 
ground so steep, that the moment rain ceases the sun reappears, th& 
roads dry, and even the most delicate invalid can take his exercise in 
the open air. The heaviest rains usually fall about January and 
March, sometimes as late as April. Nevertheless, the traveller coming 
here with the idea that he is to find a rainless and almost tropical 
winter climate will certainly be disappointed ; for this he must go ta 
Egypt where fertility is not dependent on rainfall. Here he will 
find certainly the best winter climate in the basin of the Mediter- 
ranean, but it will not be without a due proportion of wet and wind 
and cold.' 

I can highly recommend a good boarding-house, Maison 

Ellmore, at Mustapha Sup^rieur ; and I think it would suit one far 
better than either the Hotel d'Orient or d'Europe. The former costs 
about 12fr., the two latter about 18fr. a-day. I copy these from biUs 
(1872) : L'Orient, bed and sitting room, 14fr. a day ; cofiee (no tea) 
in room and brioche, Ifr. ; dijeunevy 2fr. 60c. ; dinner, 6fr. At the- 
Europe the same, but 9fr. for a room. I consider the Europe more- 
comfortable than the Orient. Fare : London to Marseilles, 6/. 15«. 
and 6/. 2«. 6rf. ; Marseilles to Algiers, Tuesday or Saturday, at 
6 P.M., reaching Algiers 7 a.m:. on Thursday or Monday.^ 

English steamers sail once or twice a month from London. 

to Algiers, which is the cheapest route. The most agreeable one is by

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P. and 0. from Southampton every Thursday to Gibraltar ; a small 
steamer plies from there weekly to Oran, where the railway commimi- 
cates direct to the city of Algiers. This journey, although more ex- 
pensive, enables the traveller to see the country. Oran is a fine town, 
well worth a visit ; a diligence leaves every afternoon for Tlemsen, a 
most interesting excursion. Blidah is on the line of railway, beauti- 
fully situated amidst groves of orange and olive-trees. At all the 
large towns throughout Algeria one may be certain to find fairly com- 
fortable hotels, kept by Frenchmen. The Hotel d'Orient faces the fine 
bay J usual charge about lOfr. to 12fr. a-day. Hotel de la R^gence 
also good, but not much view.* 

Residing as I did in the country of Algeria from the be- 
ginning of November to the middle of April, I had a good opportu- 
nity of forming an opinion as to its winter climate, and also in 
comparison with Italy and the South of France, both which favourite 
resorts for those wishing to escape the rigour of our climate I had 
pre\dously resided in. There is no doubt that in the first stages of 
consumption the climate of Algiers during the winter is most bene- 
ficial ; the air is excessively dry, and the i*ainfall nothing approaching 
to that of England. Green peas are common at Christmas time, and 
weU into November grapes are to be had ripened in the open air ; 
practically there is no winter there at all. But for any patient far 
gone in that fatal disease the air of Algiers is most pernicious. It is 
so invigorating ar:d exciting that, to a healthy person, the efiect pro- 
duced on the constitution is one of extraordinary buoyancy. It is a com- 
mon remark at Algiers amongst freshly-amved visitors that they feel all 
day as if primed T\dth champagne. It is the exciting quality of the 
air that is indeed almost fatal to those far gone in disease, producing a 
feverish restlessness, and a want of sleep, which is the sure precursor 
of a rapid decline. The French medical men complain that invalids 
are not sent out soon enough ; but they know the climate, and their 
professional brothers in England do not, except from hearsay. As a 
winter climate for the partial or slightly delicate nothing can be more 
charming ; and as a residence during the winter, to either the sports- 
man or the artist, Algiers aflbrds excellent head-quarters. While 
there I was continually making excursions into the interior, and had 
jmany opportunities of conversing with the French colonists. The- 

1 Countess K. 
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^urse of tlie country is the heat in summer, and the plrevalence of 
fever in the plains. European children are much affected by the cli- 
mate in summer, and do not thrive as they should in order to make a 
colony successful. The great plain of the Metedja is a hotbed of 
fever in the summer. "VVhftt might be done by drainage and increased 
cultivation is hard to say i but as the malaria walks triumphant over 
the ancient granary of the Romans (the Oampagna), 90 it does in 
Algeria, with fatal effect. The whole plain of the Metedja is hardly 
cultivated at all, though formed of rich soil. It is impossible for an 
Englishman to stay in Algeria any time without feeling a deep interest 
in a country so beautiful in itself, and one that possesses so many advan- 
tages, and yet so little developed. For an artist Algeria affords a noble 
field, and one that has been but liitle worked. For a sportsman 
Algeria is a delightful country — snipe, wildfowl, quail, and partridge 
abounding ; and the weather in winter is truly superb. For anyone 
able to take hoi'se exercise, and have a good gallop of 25 or 30 milea 
without fatigue, Algiers and its vicinity is perfectly charming. There 
is something most wild and exhilirating in starting off at a gallop on a 
plain some 9 to 12 miles in width, and 90 miles in length, and as level 
•as the run-in on a popular racecourse.^ 

I can say, from a personal experience of two months, that 

the H6tel de la Il^gence is by far the best in Algiers. The table 
dTi6te is 1 franc cheaper, and much better served, than that of the 
more pretentious Hotel d'Orient. A single man can live at the R^ 
gence like a prince for 4/. to 5/. a week, according to the quantity of 
extra wine which ho may have. My room on the top floor, over- 
looking the Place de Gouvemement, where the band plays three 
times a week, and with a magnificent view of the bay, only costs^ 
including service, 35 francs a week. I cannot speak too highly 
of the urbanity and attention of the landlord and his wife, and of all 
the servants of the establishment. Touching amusements, the neigh- 
bourhood of the city affords an endless variety of the most charming 
drives ; a very good two-horse carriage can be hired for half-a-day for 
16 francs from a livery-stable keeper, and those which ply for hire in 
the streets can be had for even less. There is a very fair theatre, and 
also a kind of high-class music-hall. During the season the Governor- 
General and Prefect both give balls, to which visitors can readily get 
invitations through their consuls. There is plenty of English and 

* Waverley. 
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American society at both hotels, aid most of the villas at Mustapha,. 
the fashionable suburb of Algiers, are occupied by English visitors^ 
The English church is very well attended. 

The hotel at Mustapha Sup^rieur is feirly good, but very 

dear, and it has the drawback of having no private sitting-rooms. The 
Hotel d'Europe is by no means a first-rate one. The only two good 
ones are the Hotel d'Orient and the Hotel de la B^gence. At 
both these bedrooms can be had from 5£rs. per day and upwards, 
and private sitting-rooms Irom lOfrs. per day; cafi au lait, i.e, 
coffee, milk, sugar, roll, and butter, 1.50frs. per day ; dSjeuner (half- 
a-dozen dishes to choose from and dessert), Sfrs. ; and dinner {table 
€phdte)f 5frs. at the Orient, and 4frs. at the K^gence. The dinner at 
the latter, although Ifr. less, was thought by many to be in every 
respect the better one. The Orient has an eastern aspect, but faces 
the sea. The E^gence has a southern aspect, and looks upon the 
square.^ 

Last season M. Zammit was charging 28/. per month to single 

persons for bedroom and board, and, as far as I know, nothing less than 
20/. per month to anyone. In the town the Hotels d'Orient, de la 
R^gen6e, and d'Europe are the three that are frequented by English. 
The Orient is the newest and largest, and many would call it the best ; 
but I think equal comfort may be obtained at the other two, and at 
rather lower prices. Living by the day and a la carter the cost would 
be from 15fr. to 25fr. per day, according to accommodation. The 
Orient is on the Boulevard facing the harbour, and close to the Place 
du Gouvernement, where a military band performs at stated hours. 
The B^gence is on the Place du Gouvernement.- The Europe is equally 
central,, but not quite so favourably placed. A winter at Algiers is 
very like a rather cold English summer. There are heavy rains, 
which will sometimes last for a week or ten days, and the temperature 
then gets somewhat low — 45° to 50°. One night last winter (Dec. 31) 
it went to 40° ; but the majority of days are bright and sunny, and 
the thermometer will mark 55° to G0° in the shade from 10 till 3.30 or 
4.0. It was thus all through January last, when not a drop of rain 
feU.» 

I stayed four months in Algiers last winter, at the Hotel d<y 

la E^gence. I was in all respects eminently comfortable, and cannot 
«peak too highly of the kindness and attention of all the personnel of

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the hotel, from the landlord to the last of the gargona. Some 
friends of mine had a fm*nished house at Mustapha Sup^rieur, and 
from their account of the trouble they had with servants, I should 
say that staying at an hotel was hy far the more preferable mode of 
living.' 

AJAOCIO. — The journey is somewhat fatiguing through Leghorn 
and Bastia. Valery's steamers leave Marseilles every Wednesday, and 
it is certainly the best and most direct route. Pension can be had for 
eight francs a-day, and the Hotel Germania is decidedly superior to 
any there. It is scrupulously clean, and has women servants. The 
cuisine leaves nothing to be desired. 

I cafi state from personal experience that the climate is very 
mild, balmy, and agreeable from October till ApriL In the Hotels 
Xj^ermania and de France there is ample and comfortable accommoda- 
tion. There are also villas to let furnished in the Cours Grandval. 
Servants are difficult to procure, therefore it is most comfortable to 
•arrange en pension at an hotel. Unless one is an invalid, I should 
advise a trip across the island in an open carriage to Bastia; the 
scenery is magnificent, and the air at Bastia is very bracing and pure. 
There are walks on the neighbouring hills. The Hotel de France 
possesses a kind and intelligent landlord, and from Bastia an excursion 
can be made to St. Florent and Be Rousse, where cleanliness and 
kindness can be met vnth. at the H6tel d*Europe, and the climate is 
surpassingly beautiful. Most beautiful shells are found at Ajaccio and 
-along the west coast of Corsica. I spent a long time on the island last 
year.* 

Any one going to Corsica ought, I think, to live very much 

as he would in the remoter parts of Cornwall or Devon. The resem- 
blance is by no means a fanciful one. Booms would be very cheap ; 
I think about 1/. a week would cover rent. No English books.^ 

If one wish for a charming winter climate, rather milder 



than that of the Riviera, and do not mind a very quiet place wifli no 
gaieties, they cannot do better than go to Ajaccio. The only draw- 
7)ack is the IG hours* voyage from Marseilles ; but by taking the Wed- 
nesday afternoon boat you are as comfortable as you can be on 
lioard ship ; the other boats are smaller than that one. There are two 
^obd hotels, ' Germania ' and ' de France.* I was told that the cooking

at the latter is better than that of the former, but I think it is very 
good at ' Germania ; ' the landlord at ' Germania ' is very civil and 
obliging, and the rooms and beds at his hotel are clean. The price 
was 7fr. per head for food, including table wine, caf6 an lait break- 
fast at any hour, dejeuner at 12, and dinner at 6. Booms about 
3fr. All food is decidedly cheaper than on the Kiviera ; but there 
are sometimes difficulties in getting what you want, and at the be^ 
ginning of the season milk is very scarce, though by December it is 
plentiful. Game is cheap and plentiful, and chickens are not dear. 
Wood cheaper than in the Riviera. Servants are the great difficulty, 
•especially cooks ; they are often imported from Marseilles. Houses 
and lodgings are very scarce and dear. There are three villas called 
cottages, which are let for about 120/. for the winter season, exclusive 
of plate and linen ; and apartments could scarcely be got for less than 
60/. There is church service held in a room in the Hotel de France, 
and the clergyman, the Rev. Mr. Parr, and his wife, go out of their 
way to be kind and useful in every way to new comers. Carriages, 
always driven with two rough ponies, can be hired for 2fr. an hour ; 
and boats equally cheap. The shops are better than one would think 
from their appearance, and the town is clean and well built, with 
several fine squares with fountains, Bonaparte statues, and trees. 
There is a theatre.' 

— The situation is simply superb— purple sea in front, snow- 
clad hills at the back, on the north the Punta della Parata and San- 
guinarie Isles, south the Capo di Muro, and overhead fair blue sky. 
There is not much society, but quite enough I should consider. The 
H6tel de France, in the Place d'Armes, may be recommended as 
probably the best hotel. I fancy pension would be 9fr. a-dav. The 
climate is singularly mild, and the luxuriant richness of vegetation 
is simply indescribable ; about four-fifths of the island are of virgin 
soil. It is a splendid place to winter in. Route by steamer to 
Marseilles, once a week ; fiire 30fr. ; or from Nice once a fortnight, or 
lAvomo (Leghorn) to Bastia, and thence by diligence to Ajaccio. This 
service runs thrice weekly. 

I spent three months in Ajaccio (February, March, and 

Aprilj, and found it was a remarkably dry climate ; during that time 
there were only two days on which it rained ; it is very much the 
same temperature as at Cannes, and has the advantage of the latter 
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place in being free from the ' iniatral.' There were two or three villas 
to let, tolerably furnished, the rent averaging about 300fr. for twa 
months. Provisions are good if procured from INIarseiUes, and they 
can also be had moderately good from the hotel or caf(6 for about 5fr. 
a-day. There is an opera during the winter months.* 

All that is required may be found in the shape of apart- 
ments or hotel acconunodation. There is also an English doctor, and 
pleasant French, English, and German society, but no gaiety. A de- 
lightful winter residence, and summer stations within two or three 
hours' drive. French is the language spoken, and good masters may 
be had from the college for music, singing, French and Grerman. There 
is one regidar steamer, and many chance African boats calling between 
Marseilles and Ajaccio. Corte and Bastia are much colder than 
Ajaccio, and comfortable accommodation to be had at both towns.^ 

The fare from Marseilles is 40fr., and the pension at the 

Hotel de France is only 7fr., with no extras. The proprietors ara 
civil and obliging. Many prefer the Hotel Germania. The great dif- 
ficulty is in finding apartments and servants, also linen and silver. 
Apartments are to be had in flats from 70fr. to lOOfr. a month, and 
living is very cheap. The climate is certainly delicious, and thi* 
winter has been much milder than anywhere else on the Mediterranean. 
The situation is lovely ; but people must expect to ' rough it ' a little, 
and not find all home comforts, as it is hardly yet prepared as a 
colonie cP Mrangbres, though many improvements are in course. The 
perfect climate and the economy will be inducements to many in 
search of a winter station, especially where quietness is a de- 
sideratum.' 

ANTWERP. — From London to Antwerp, direct by steamer from 
London Bridge, cost 1/., time 18 hours. From London vid Harwich, 
thence by steamer, cost IL 5s., time altogether 16 hours, at sea 12 
hours. From London vid Dover, thence by steamer to Ostend, thence 
by rail vid Ghent, cost 21. ISs., time 12 hours, at sea 4 hours. From 
London to Dover, thence by steamer to Calais, from there t-wl Brussels, 
cost 3^. 15s., time 14 hours, at sea an hour and a-half. Of the above 
routes, I should recommend that vid Ostend. The route vid Calais is 
very fatiguing, omng to the long railway journey. Through tickets 
can be obtained at Charing Cross to Antwerp, via Ostend.**

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AOSTA. — The scenery is beautiful, but I found the place a great 
deal too hot in August. I believe Aosta is considered unhealthy^ and 
in no way do I think it would be pleasant as a residence ; but I highly 
recommend Alagna, which is beautifully situated at the foot of Monte 
Kosa. The Hotel Monte Bosa I found clean and comfortable. Distance 
from Varallo about 20 miles, half of which has to be ridden. Varallo 
is about 20 miles from the Lago Maggiore.^ 

Is close to Oourmayeur, and St. Kemy and Chatillon are 

other points near it. It is a very interesting place in the valley of the 
Loire. Population, about 8,000. Hotel du Mont Blanc good. It is 
a capital centre for excursions ; situation about 8,000ft. above the sea 

level. Turin is about 11 hours' journey.^ 

« 

ATHENS. — ^The climate of Athens is very severe in winter, and 
extremely hot in the summer, there being scarcely any shade round 
the city, except on the side of the Olive Wood, which extends almost 
to the PirsBus. Houses and apartments are to be obtained, but the 
hotel keepers are open to an oifer for an arrangement to be made by the 
week or month — to English people the most economical plan, as every- 
thing in Athens (especially connected with ladies' dress), provisions, 
furniture, &c., is enormously dear. The shops are chiefly kept by 
Germans, who import all their goods, and in self-defence they are 
almost obliged to charge these high prices, on account of the custom- 
house duties. The most direct route is from Brindisi to Corfu, and 
then by small steamer up the Gulf of Corinth, across the Isthmui^. 
The journey is quite easy. There is a regular line of commimication 
to the PirsBus, thence by rail or carriage to Athens. Cheaper route 
from Liverpool in one of M'lver^s steamers to Piraeus. A little know- 
ledge of modem Greek would be found very useful.' 

ARCACHON". — At the Bordeaux railway station there were plans 
of the chalets to let during the bathing season set up, with the prices 
demanded for them by the month. There is an English doctor at 
Bordeaux.* 

The ' Villa Franklin ' is very comfortable, and kept by an 

English lady.* 

The ^ Villa Franklin,' kept as an English pension, in a shel- 
tered part of the forest, is not far &om the park of M. Periere, to 
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which the occupants of this Villa have the right of entry. The 
' Villa Buffon/ or 'Hotel Stuart' is also kept by an Englifthinan. 
It is situated in the Ville d^Hiver, near the Casino^ to the reading- 
room of which the occupants of the villa have the entr^ gratis. A 
cleyer English physician. Dr. T. H. Pickering, resides at Arcachon 
from October to May, inclusive.^ 

Arcachon, like Cannes, is better known to the English as a 

winter residence for persons affected with chest disease. Summer is, 
however, the season at Arcachon for French people, who throng it 
during the months of July, August, and September. But few 
English remain at, or visit Arcachon during those months, fearing the 
heat, which is, however, not very great, except every now and again, 
for two or three days at a time, when the hot wind blows. The sea 
freeze is almost always cool and pleasant. The bathing is very safe 
for children, as there is no surf ; and the* water is more highly charged 
with mineral substances than that of any other sea in Europe. There 
are a great many ponies for riding in the forest, and boats for excur- 
sions on the Bassin, the inland sea on which Arcachon stands.^ 

The best agent for houses in the forest is that of the Soci6t6 

Inunobili^re, and for houses in the lower town the Agence Drouet. 
The H6tel Legallais, however pleasant it may be in summer, is much 
too exposed for invalids in winter. The Grand Hotel and the H6tel 
de France are the best hotels for winter ; but they too, like the H6tel 
Legallais, are on the sea shore, and are exposed to cold winds. Invalids 
should, if possible, reside in the Ville d*IIiver, in which there are 60 
or 70 famished villas, which can be hired by the month, and three 
boarding-houses, where one can live en pension at from 7fr. to lOfr. 
per day. The climate is less sunny and dry than that of Cannes, but 
is less subject to sudden changes of temperature, especially at sunset. 
It suits those invalids who find the climate of Cannes too irritating to 
the nervous system. The aqiusements are riding, boating, and bad- 
minton. There are good doctors, one English.^ 

AUSTRIAN TYROL.— The Tyrol is all Austrian; the neigh- 
bouring mountainous country is called Bavarian Highlands. One 
"V^ould only enjoy the Tyrol if seeking delightful bracing air (in many 
parts), beautiful mountain scenery, lakes, and rich vegetation. Gene- 
rally all is rough, clean, and simple. Good food in many places, par- 
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ticiilarly good meat and bread. The climate of North Tyrol is often 
wet. Southern Tyrol is hot in summer. In some parts there are rail- 
roads — one way, from Munich to Innsbruck, also over the Brenner and 
down the Pusterthal ; in other parts there are good roads, and excel- 
lent carriages and horses. Prices vary in towns from 8fr. to 12fr. a- 
day •, in the mountains, from 6fr. to 7fr. Best route through Ostend, 
Brussels, Cologne, Frankfort, Munich ; from thence by rail to Inns- 
bruck, or by most beautiful and direct route from Munich by rail to 
Schaflachy a new station ; then by carriage, passing Tegemsee (Hotel 
•Guggermoos), Hotel Greider, Bad Kreuth (good hotel) to Achensee, 
which can be reached in a day from Munich, a good place for excur- 
sions and boating, two hotels, and small pension, Kleines Shiffer Haus, 
lovely scenery, bracing air ; two hours' drive by a road to Zenbach 
^otel Brenhaus) ; from there you can visit the Zillerthal, or go in 
one hour by rail to Innsbruck (excellent hotels, Autriche, Golden 
Sonne, Europe, and an old-fashioned, much cheaper, but nice hotel^ 
where Hofer, Goethe, and Heine put up). From Innsbruck you can 
go by rail to Botzen, diverging if you like at Franzenfeste to see the 
Pusterthal. Bruneck (Hotel Post and Stem) is a good resting place ; 
you can go off into the Dolomite district, coming out at Botzen (this 
is, of course, a long excursion) ; at Botsen, Hotel Kaiser Krone. If 
you wish to go further south, you may go to Trent and Riva, on the 
Lago di Garda ; from Botzen return by carriage to Meran, and over 
the Finstermunz to Innsbruck ; from Innsbruck return to Munich by 
Mittenwald, Walchensee, Kochelsee, beautiful scenery, to the station 
of Pensberg, two and half hours to Munich. Of course there are 
-endless excursions to be made from all these routes. Best handbook, 
^ Baedeker's Southern Germany and Austrian Empire.' You will find 
honest people, cleanliness, good food, but very unlike Switzerland — 
all more homely and countrified.* 

AUVERGNE (MONT IX)R£).-Mont Dor^, being placed at a 
very high elevation, has but a short season. It is a thoroughly French 
watering-place, and little visited by general tourists. It would not 
be advisable to go there earlier than the end of June. As the hotels 
must be supported by the payments received during the three or four 
months of the season, the charges are not very low. At the same time 
having been there a few years ago, I do not recall any extortionate 
demands. Mont Dor6 is a pleasant spot for any visitor who is fond of

Plenty of houses are to be found furnished, 
with gardens, and the rents moderate \ but the visitor must be pre- 
pared to expend a few hundred pence on the kitchen utensils and other 
.articles, necessaries in English establishments, but not entering into 
the calculations of a French landlord. Go yourself, and do not trust 
to a house agent or hearsay.^ 

AZOEES (TIIE) are nine in number, some 700 miles in extent, and 
«re in three groups. St. Michael's contains 80,000 inhabitants. 
They are reached from Lisbon in about four days. Ponta Delgada is 
A good place to stay at, and the English landlady is a very nice per- 
son. There are very good hotels and lodgings at the Oaldeiras (hot 
springs) of the Furnas Valley. Frost is unknown, save on the moun- 
tains in winter, and camellias and azaleas grow in profusion. Angra, 
the capital of Tereira, is interesting, but the island is not so beautiful 
as St. MichaeFs. Fayol is a very interesting island, and there used to 
be a good American boarding-house. There is splendid sport — snipe, 
woodcock, duck, teal, sandpipers, quail, puffins, and rock pigeons 
abounding; some rabbits. The climate is damp, but healthy and 
agreeable. Slight shocks of earthquake are not infrequent.^ 

BADEN. — The Villa Beauville, kept by Miss Gray, may be re- 
•commended.^ 

BADEN-BADE^ is rather hot in August, but the woods being so 
near, the heat is generally not disagreeable. The route vid Bastatt, 
Durlach, Pforzheim, Ludwigsburg, to Stuttgart, is decidedly the 
most pleasant.^ 

The Hotel Darmstadt is a very good, comfortable hotel. Prices of 
jpension 9 £:., or 9fir. 50c. a day.^

One can easily obtain apartments by the month ; as for the 

expense of them, all depends on the situation, style of furniture, &c. 
For a family, it would be cheaper to reside in apartments, service 
included, and dine at the tahU d^hote, than in an hotel.^ 

BAGNiRES DE BIGORRE.— I consider July and August very, 
hot, September usually delightful. However, many English people 
spend the summer at Bagn^res, and like it. The town is bright taid 
cheerful, apartments and living reasonable, scenery and excursions 
delightful. If too hot, Cauterets is not very far, and the waters of La 
l^illi^re (taken with medical advice) are considered very good for the 
chest. Apartments at Maison Oasterran or Lamary, Bagneres da 
Bigorre, are very good.' 

BAGNtRES DE LUCHOX.— Luchon is not open for bathings 
till the end of May or June ; one would find Amelie-les-Bains, Pyr^n^e» 
Orientales, a suitable place for baths and springs, aU through th& 
vrniter and spring till May. Hotels Pereire and Pugade, with very- 
comfortable accommodation, and baths, &c., attached to each hoteL 
Pension 8fr. to 10 fr. per day, including wine. Dr. Bouyer an excellent 
medical man, fee 6£r. Route, London to Paris, Toulouse, and Perpignan^ 
thence 16 miles by diligence ; time about three days. Lovely scenery^ 
pure air, no cold, and endless walks through the mountains. 

BARBADOES. — ^The hotels are on a small scale, and inferior in 
many respects. Houses expensive, and few to be had. English, 
servants not desirable, climate and customs unsuited.^ 

The houses are comparatively good, but there are no lodgings,. 

only hotels, in Bridgetown ; but there are plenty of bay houses to let 
fiunished, and some estate houses to let, which are preferable. The* 
shops are fairly good. It is not really a cheap place, for a carriage is a 
necessary, so to strangers going out there it is exprasive, although 
very cheap for those who have an estate of their own to live on» 
The mutton is excellent, superior to Welsh,* 

The climate, though rather warm, is very healthy. There are 

no malaria-breeding marsh lands, and the east vsdnd from the broad

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Atlantic continually sweeps over it. For invalids from northern 
climates it affords great advantages^ especially on its windward coast. 
In Bridge Town there is a very good hotel, but the town is hot to live 
in. Good houses may be rented at moderate rents, from 40/. to 100/.; 
taxes very light. Cost of living is higher than in England, as so many 
articles have to be imported ; the shops keep good supplies for all 
comers. Clothing is as good and reasonable as at home. I would not 
take out servants, as there are plenty of natives to be had, and more 
suitable, the climate being considered, where the temperature varies 
littl^ from SO^ in shade all the year round. The island has some very 
preCfy scenery ; excellent roads afford beautiful rides and drives. A. 
British regiment is always in garrison there, relieved about every 
three years. There is also generaJly a ship of war in the bay, besides 
many merchant vessels.^ 

BAKfiGES.— Practically deserted after October. Hotel de la Paix 
is comfortable. Journey, vid Tarbes, about 7/. 10«.' 

BIARRITZ. — The climate suits many people ; it is generally mild 
and equable from November to March; something like Pau, but 
more bracing. The excursions are endless in France and Spain. 
An affcemoon drive to Bayonne offers many pleasures. Carriages 
are cheap and good. Plenty of comfortable houses to be had 
of moderate size, for three or four people; rent perhaps 6/. a month. 
Good cooks and housemaids to be had; they understand English 
manners and customs. Hotel d'Angleterre, en pension, very com- 
fortable, from 8fr. to lOfr. a day. A nice, very small house, kept 
by honest and good people, is 27, Rue de France (Etchebam^'s). They 
will do the house work and provide a cook. It would suit two or three 
quiet people. There is a good deal of society in winter. The sea 
bathing in April is excellent. There is an English doctor, banker, and 
club ; and an English church.' 

Most desirable as a winter residence from November till 

April, or even May. The climate warm, dry, exhilarating, and most 
healthy. Carriages may be hired by either the hour, day, or month,, 
at the most moderate rates. Houses of all dimensions, well furnished, 
are let very cheap ; for instance, in the best situations a good house of 
ten rooms may be obtained, from October to July inclusive, for 60/., 
but much more is charged during August and September. Certainly

as a reddence.' 

A very pleasant residence during the winter. There is an 

English pension where ladies could stay. Biarritz is not expensiye 
during the winter. The journey is easy from Paris by Bordeaux.* 

— -— The best hotel is the Grand Hotel, kept by M. Garderes.* 

H6tel d'Angleterre I can highly recommend as good and 

i^easonable. You can wear in December what you would put on in 
usual November weather^ though there are many bright days and not 
too much rain.^ 

Is beginning to be a good deal frequented by the English 

in winter. It is not very gay \ but there is always some amusement 
to be found. The climate, though windy, is not cold. One can live 
in the H6tel de France en pennion for about lOfr. a day, or in the 
Casino for about 7fr. The apartments there are good and comfortable.* 

Apartments easy to be had in winter and spring ; rents at 

these seasons moderate ; in summer and autumn very high. Hotels 
first-rate ; one good English pension.^ 

. Charming winter residence; air bright and clear; good 

society, both English and foreign. Food is cheap, fruit in its season 
absurdly so. Furnished houses, as a rule, are preferred to apartments.* 

A good deal of pleasant English society in the winter ; plenty 

of houses and apartments, many good and decidedly cheap. Living is 
very good, and though not so cheap as it used to be, much more so 
than at Pau or on the Riviera. I consider it one of the most econo- 
mical winter places that I know. Go to Hotel d'Angleterre, which is 
good and reasonable, and look out for apartments. For from 5L to 81. 
a month you ought to get something very nice.® 

. I recommend the pension at No. 13 Rue de France.*^ 

House agent, M. Benguet, Place St. Eugenie. From end of

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July to end of Septemlwr, a house, but small, would be from 26fr. to 
30fr. a day ; always more near the sea. Maison Etchebam^, 27, Kue 
de . France (not very near the sea, but very airy and nice). I can 
leconmiend the proprietors as conscientious good people.' 

Maison Antoine may be highly recommended.^ 

BELGIAN TOUR.— Antwerp (Hotel Antoine), Malines (de la 
Orue), Liege (de Suede), Namur (Bellevue), Brussels, whence to 
Waterloo (Hotel de I'Europe), Ghent (de la Roste), a most inte- 
resting place ; Bruges, equally so (de Flandre), and back by Antwerp 
to Ostend. This would not be expensive, but I think agreeable.' 

Antwerp, rail to Malines, see cathedral, on to Louvain 

(great Hotel de Ville), to Liege and Spa. Back by Namur to Brus- 
4Bels, Ghent, Bruges, Ostend ; return by steamer to Dover. This tour, 
with a little study of the railway times and Murray's Handbook, 
may be accomplished within 10 days, leaving luggage at the railway 
43tations when visiting the smaller towns.^ 

BOULOGNE. — ^This is a very healthy place ; air clear and bracing ; 
living a little cheaper than England. Servants* wages — cooks, 30fr. 
to 40fr. a month ; housemaid, 20f. to 25fr. There are good schools 
for girls. The College Oommunel for boys is excellent. The only 
amusements are (in the season) the £tablissement concerts and balls 
every afternoon and evening. The theatre all the year. There are a 
few good English residents. A furnished house would be from 80/. 
to 90/. per annum^ the landlord paying all taxes. It is rather dull in 
VTinter. Apply to M. Oonstillie, Kue Simoneau, who has a number 
of houses in tiie best part of the town.* 

— Is a very good place for children, as there are sands, and a 
pier where they can amuse themselves. There are so manjr English 
at Boulogne that you will hear as much of your own language spoken 
■as French ; but this is not a cheap place any longer, particularly during 
the bathing season. Mrs. Neale, 20, Kue Bis Neuve Ohauss^e, keeps 
an English boarding-house. There is a French one called Hotel Der- 
vaux, in the Grand Kue, besides hotels, such as du Nord and d' Albion 
on the quay, who take families en pension,^ 

The H6tel de Lille et d'Albion, and Hotel Dervaux (Grand 

Kue) both take persons in en pension, July is the race time, and 
therefore the dearest.^

About 200 miles 
inland the rainfall is reduced to half^ or even a third ; here, during 
the hot weather, the temperature rises rather high, varying from' 
/ \)if to 100^ in the shade as the maximum ; but, as a rule, the nights 
always pleasant ; no hot winds, such as in India. The health sta- 
tistics compare very favourably with those of India. House rent is 
about the same as in India, but entirely depends whether it is at the 
chief towns or the outnstations in Rangoon ; a good house would vary 
iVoni 1 50 to 400 rupees a month. The houses differ considerably froxa. 
tlio Indian bungalows; they are more after the style of Swiss 
cottages. Very few pucka buildings are seen ; they are most commonly 
built of teak wood, and are raised several feet from the ground on 
poles. Servants* wages are about double what is paid in India, and 
good onoH nro scarce ; the chief are usually natives of India. Many 
employ Burmese for table boys and scyces ; these can be had at a 
lower rate of wages." 

]UUTTANY. — I should recommend most decidedly Finistere, 
one of the departments of Brittany, as the cheapest part, not only 
of l^Vauce, b\it of Eiux)pe. I should think that a small unfurnisbed 
ho\iso near Quimper would cost about 25/. a-year, with a garden. I 
do not think I am wrong in saying that persons who would starve in 
KngUud on 400/. a<*year would live in plenty, even luxury, in Finis- 

— Porlic and Oroisic are pleasant watering-places in Brittany, 
and the hotel pensions, though probably now raised in price, very rea- 
sonable. As for cheap, qmet villages, lit for ladies and children, they 
tdmply do not exist. They contain only iishers^ cots ; and should by 
chance a small private house be to let, they would neither fumisk 
plaks linen, or anything else required. Nothing in the kitchen, and 
Ml impoasildlity of procuring provisions, with the exception of fish.^ 

Bl^l-NNKN.^Beddee the hotel at the boat pier, there is a fiist> 
> CiMungnoutiL * Tourist C^lumiL ^ GnnviDe. * Oiarmoiith^ 
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class pension a short drive up tlie Hill ; the Axenfels another, with 
heautiM grounds, &c., attached ; somewhat higher, the Axenstein — 
"both of these high priced ; and more elevated still, on the Frohn Alp^, 
a less pretentious pension, the Stoss, commanding a magnificent view. 
Ail may he visited in one day from Brunnen, taking a carriage to 
Axenstein, a horse to Stoss, walking to the sunmiit of the Alp, and 
returning through the village of Maschaep. Pension at Axenstein 
(exclusive of room and wine), 7fr. a-day ; attendance, 3fr. per week.^ 

BRUSSELS. — This is a nice gay city in the spring ; air cold and 
hracing. The Pension Allante, 3, Rue de TEsplanade, is very good. 
The charges amount to about 8fr. a-day. The Hotel de Su^de, Rue 
de TEvlque, is also good.^ 

There is a great inconvenience for strangers in taking apart- 
ments here. The Belgian servants are not accustomed to our way of 
living, and few English mistresses can manage with their habits and 
customs. At an hotel or a pension, of which there are plenty, you 
may live for 8fr. a-day. If you take apartments, it will be best to 
have your dinners daily from a restaurant, for which you can make an 
agreement. The linen-drapers* shops are very much dearer than in 
London. All dress is exceedingly expensive. There is a circulating 
library, and many English authors may be got abroad in the Tauch- 
nitz edition.' 

In March and April is usually fine ; cold, but clear and 

bright. An ecorioniical and very comfortable plan would be to stay 
ai Wiltcher 8 private hotel, Rue St. Mary de Bourgogne. There are 
two English circulating libraries, one in the Rue Belliard, the other 
in the Rue Montasrne de la Cour.* 



, I have spent several years in Brussels, and have found the 

climate in the months of March and April much the same as in Lon- 
don, that is to say, very changeable and showery. It is hardly worth 
while, I think, to take lodgings for a month, as they are never as com- 
fortable as hotels, where you can live very well at the rate of 7fr. to 
8£p. a-day.5 

— Is rather cold in spring. For four months an apartment 
would be desirable. The opera is good, and at the Pare Th^tre and 
Galeries St. Hubert all the chief successes of Paris are performed in

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rapid succession. Good society ; plenty of life ; April and May very 
pleasant. Brussels is more expensive than it used to be^ but the cost 
depends much upon the locality chosen.^ 

3, Kue de I'Esplanade is a small but very good pension at 

Brussels. It is kept by M. and Mme. Allante^ and the prices of the 
rooms vary from 8fr. to 12fr. per day. The Hotel de I'Europe is in 
the upper part of the city, and is good and comfortable, and the prices 
are the same as in the best hotels.^ 

I can recommend the pension 47, Avenue de la Toison d'Or, 

kept by Mons. de Boeck. The best hotels are Mengelle's, in the Rue 
Hoyale, and Wiltshire's, in the Kue Marie de Bourgogne, where ar- 
rangements can be made by the week. Brussels is a charming place, 
and one of the healthiest in the world.^ 

-— * It is not a cheap place by any means. The climate is cold 
in winter. Wiltshire's hotel and boctrding-house is good; also 
Adante, 3, Rue de TEsplanade. The prices per day are from 8fr. to 
12fr., not including wine.* 

Now a very expensive town. A nice apartment of about 

eight rooms would be from 400fr. to 500ir. a month. It is not a damp 
climate ; cold, bracing in winter ; not good for delicate chests.'^ 

I have just returned from nearly two years' residence there. 

Dress is very expensive ; living about the same as in England. Educa- 
tion of all kinds moderate. Very dry, healthy donate. Excellent 
pension kept by M. de Boeck (speaks English), 47, Avenue de la 
Toison d'Or ; furnished apartments from IdCh^*. to 400fr. a month, ac- 
cording to number of rooms required ; board, 6fr. a-day.^ 

I strongly recommend Brussels to anyone who wishes to 

make a lengthened stay on the continent It is a cheerful, clean, 
healthy city, with every convenience for English families. There are 
concerts and the opera at very moderate cost in the winter ; there is 
the beautiful Bois de la Cambre for days out of doors in warm 
weather ; and, if July and August are hot, Rochefort, on the borders 
of the Ardennes, is easily reached, where there is good simple accom- 
modation for families. Brussels, too, is an excellent centre for visiting 
all the old Belgian cities well worth seeing. We always go to Oulli- 
ford's Hotel, Rue de Bodenbroeck. It is thoroughly clean, airy, and

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quiet, and very moderate in charge, especially if you make terms by- 
the day or week. 

Brussels contains hotels and pensions to suit all persons. Amongst 
these are the Hotel de l*Europe and Windsor in and near the Place 
Boyale), Britannique and Hotel de Dunkerque (iVfontagne de la Oour). 
The inclusive charge at the latter is lOfr. or llfr. a-day. Mme. 
Jaussen, Ohauss^ de Wavre, 126, charges about 36£p. a -week for room 
and board. It is very tiasy to do the Khine from Brussels vid Cologne. 
Take the steamer at Bonn, and go down to Ooblentz, thence to 
Mayence, pausing at any places that may interest you.^ 

The expense of living at a pension, or making arrangements 

to live in that manner at an hotel, would be much the same in price, 
from 8fr. to lOfr. a day each person. Wiltshire's hotel and boarding- 
house is much recommended, and I can speak personally of the com- 
fort of Mme. Allante*8 pension, 3, Rue de TEsplanade ; price 8fr. to 
12fr. a day. You may go direct from Brussels to Cologne, and thence 
up ttie Rhine to Heidelberg.^ 

AEN. — ^It is considered salubrious. The air is delicious, as I can 
testify after a residence of nearly a year. There is a splendid market;, 
"but living, taken on the wh..le, is now as dear as it is in England. 
Unfurnished houses are easily obtained, but furnished apartments 
are not to be had. Furniture can be hired at the same rate as in 
England.^ 

OAIRO. — The climate is the most reliable of all the fashionable 
winter resorts, seldom having anything but warm summer weather. 
One would not find November too early. It is not a desirable resi- 
dence for children, on account of the difficulty of obtaining good 
meat. Chicken and turkey are incessant. Lodgings and apartments 
are to be had, but an English family would find it much more com- 
fortable at one of the nimierous hotels, and the proprietors are always 
willing to make an arrangement for the season.* 

We spent the winter before last in Egypt. It was a little 

cold at night the first fortnight in January. November is a very good 
time to arrive, but better not before the 15th. The first week in No- 
vember we had in the shade during the day 85° Fahrenheit. During^ 
the greater part of the winter we had in the daytime from 60° to 70° 
Fahrenheit. Of course it was colder at night. We thought the cli-

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mate both bracing and warm. In winter and spring it is healthy for 
young children, and very enjoyable, as they can be out every day. 
The drives are delightful, and one is never tired of exploring lie old 
streets, always full of interest. No villas to be had out of tiie town, 
but the modem part is so airy and healthy that you would not feel 
the confinement ; and some houses, or rather apartments, are to be 
had in the Ismaileeyah quarter and the Boulevard Fagala. Maison 
Sakakini is good and healthy. Apartments for a family of three or 
four members would be from 500fr. to 800fr. a month, according to 
position and furniture. The change of temperature at sunset or in 
the shade is not felt as it is at Nice or Rome. The climate is very 
beneficial for rheumatic gout ; I know this by experience. There are 
English doctors, and also a very clever German, who speaks English 
perfectly. At Alexandria Abbot's Hotel, and at Cairo Hotel du Nil, 
are good and reasonable for Egypt; but living in an apartment is 
always more reasonable.^ 

I think P. and 0. charge 20/. from Southampton to Alexan- 
dria, including living on board for at least 12 days. By Brindisi 
about 25/., and then you have all your hotels, porters, carriages, and 
your luggage to pay for. March is a good deal warmer than February. 
April very warm, and May often too hot to be pleasant. I^ast yeat, 
on a north wall, we had 108° Fahrenheit at two o'clock. 

I was in Cairo from January till May last year ; climate very 

changeable. The New Hotel and Shepherd's Hotel very expensive, 
and cuisines execrable. Hotel du Nil badly situated, but comfortable, 
and not by any means so ruinous as the others, and therefore diffi- 
cult to get into, being much sought after j the proprietor very civil and 
obliging. Best route from Switzerland would be by Milan and 
Bologna (H6tel Brun), and Brindisi to Alexandria.^ 

CANNES. — Pension in Cannes is about lOfr. ; Bel Air good ; 
about 20 to choose from in Mentone. Grand Bretagne des Anglais 
splendidly situated, about 16fr. Pension Camons, about lOfr. At 
San Eemo, Hotel Victoria, on the Savona-road, 10 to 12fr. 

Iloute from Paris via Marseilles and Toulon a fatiguing 

Journey. Board for self about 10/. a month \ maid less. Arrangements 
ar3 made at the H6tel du Square Brougham and the Pension des 
iJrangers, Route Frdjus (M. Maurel), and St. Charles (Miss Caron), are 
«aid to be good.'

Go in October, and leave 
at the end of April.* 

There is not a lovelier or more salubrious climate. Prom 

September to June it is visited by sojourners from all parts of the 
globe.^ 

Apartments early in the winter would be difficult to obtain 

by the month, as the proprietors expect and wait for the chance of 
letting for the season. Extra price is usually charged for plate and 
linen. A letter addressed to the English house agent, Mr. J. Taylor, 
Rue de Fr6jus, would most likely elicit all information. It is better 
to engage an Italian or French cook than to have the meals from a 
xestaurateur, who seldom gives satisfieu^tion after the novelty has 
worn off.' 

It is necessary to go to an hotel, as the apartments are very 



dear and uncomfortable. The best and healthiest part is a little wa}^ 
back from the sea, but not facing it. Hotel de Gray et d'AlbiDn is 
extremely comfortable, and Grand Hotel de Cannes. They are also 
very moderate in price, and all take families en pension. It is a very 
nice climate.* 

Having spent four months at Cannes last winter, I can 



answer from personal experience. East and West Cannes are sepa- 
rated from each other by the town and harbour. West Cannes is 
most fashionable, expensive, and near the sea ; East Cannes the 
quietest, least dusty, and most sheltered. The club, or Cercle Nau- 
tique, is at this end. An hotel near the sea will be liable to dust, 
VTind, and occasionally bad smells. The Hotels Grey and Albion, 
Beau Eivage, and Grand Hotel de Cannes I have heard very favour- 
ably spoken of by the many persons who put up with the evils I have 
mentioned, and who prefer the neighbourhood of the sea. Our hotel 
was quite 20 minutes from the beach, in a garden sheltered both from 
wind and dust ; it is the Hotel Alsace-Lorraine. We paid lOfr. per 
day for rooms on the third floor, not including wine and lights. The 
second floor is 12fr. and the first 16fr. ; this was only for bedrooms. 
The pretty little salons are more, I believe. It is possible the prices 
may be raised. Mentone is quite a different climate from Cannes — 
moister, softer, and warmer,*

C J A I* HI . — The climate is good for delicate people. There are seve- 
ml lioieU, all (hdy advertised in the Anglo-Italian journals, in which 
you call be taken in from five lire a-day and upwards. They are well 
spoken of. lIAtel Royale charges 7fr. a-day. There is, or was, an 
ICtigliHh doctor resident on the island. The shortest and least fatiguing 
iX)Uto would be IVom Paris to Marseilles, and from thence direct by sea 
to NftploK. At Sorrento there are many hotels, from the Albergo di 
Tftsso down^^Tirds, and at all prices. Since Sorrento has been selected 
by thn Mtwpress of Russia as a residence, prices have increased.^ 

Very suitable for i)eople suffering from bronchitis. Hotels 

or pensions are good and reasonable — Hotel Quisisana, seven lire a-day 
(6»» %W.), the best; Hotel de Prance, five lire (3». 9rf.), more homely, 
but equally good food, and both kept by people who care for your 
<H)mf\>rt. I hax-e stayed at both places this spring, and like them 
fH^uall^-. The Quisisana is in the best situation, and has a terrace 
on which >-x>u can sit all day, working or r(>adii^. Shortest route 
a^ixMts Fmnee, through Mont Genis Tunnel, Turin, Bologna, Fksrence, 
Uonie, Naples, and steamer thence to Capri ; or nil to Marseilles, and 
stieamor dinct fVoiu thence to Naples, For £ur sulors this last is by 
^ tihe least ^tiguing route. Capri b the most ddightfiil islaiid in 
t^ w<>rid> aMneiy lovely, the natives verr obligi]]^ ai^ pleasant.* 

The <!ilimate is deliciottslT waxm and brilliant in sammfir, 

fiMnpeivd by a contimial breexe. The nights are never dose and hot ; 
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the sun during tlie day is hot, of course, but with a sunshade it is 
never disagreeable to walk, even in the middle of the day. There are 
five or six hotels; the price for J)oard and lodging, inclusive of 
everything, varies from 6fr. to 7fr. per day. Two persons, occupying 
one large room, paid 12fr. a-day for both (about 10«.) We lodged 
at the Quisisana Hotel, and were very comfortable. The views are 
exquisitely beautiful, and the bathing good. Donkeys are to be hired 
on very easy terms. The island is about 20 miles from Naples. 
Steamers twice a week ; market boat and post daily.^ 

This lovely island is of course hot in summer, as every place 

in Italy must be ; but there is always a fresh breeze, and it is at all 
times and seasons very dry and healthy — I think the best air in Italy. 
Hotels Tiberio and Quisisana are the only ones I know — prices, 5fr. 
to 7fr. a-day. People go to Oapri from Kome and Florence for the 
summer. I believe it to be healthier and cooler than Sorento or 
Castellamare.^ 

Is not gay, but a very quiet place, and the chief attraction 

is its delicious climate and the lovely scenery. There is no English 
church. The town stands some height above the sea, and is ap- 
proached by narrow paths winding in and out amongst vineyards, 
and in places very steep. There are no carriages in Oapri, as the 
roads are neither wide nor level enough for their use ; but the walks 
are lovely. Most comfortable accommodation can be had at the Hotel 
Tiberio ; the board and lodging is 7fr. to 8fr. daily. There are other 
hotels, doubtless very good.' 

CAPE OF GOOD HOPE.— The climate is one of the finest in 
the world. The heat is seldom excessive, except in Capetown itself, 
and does not extend to the villages, which are situated within a few 
miles, along a line of railway. The cost of living is, on the whole, 
considered cheaper than in England ; meat and fruit are much cheaper, 
but groceries and all imports are more expensive. 

CARLSBAD. — Is too cold and damp in May ; the middle of 
June is early enough. Go to Hotel de Kussie. The custom is to dine 
anywhere. Route from Weisbaden by Wurtzburg, Niiremburg and 
Eger to Karlsbad.*

indifferent, lodgings good. Take rooms and sleep at an hotel. It is 
cold at times. Hooms from 20 florins a week. Route seventy-two hours^ 
hy Frankfort, Leipzig, Hof, and Eger, 8/. English reading-room.^ 

The direct route from England is through Belgium, Cologne, 

Frankfort, and Bamberg to Eger, and thence on. It can be varied by 
taking Nuremberg on the way — ^not much of a detour. There are no 
table dTidtes, with the exception of one at an open-air cafS on the 
promenade. People prefer dining a la carte at small tables under the 
trees. The caf^ do not furnish bread for breakfkst, merely coffee 
and eggs ; butter being tabooed by the police. Before starting for 
breakfast people of all ranks, adjourn to the baker's, and there 
purchase lOkrs. worth of fancy bread, with which they walk off to 
the caf6 where they intend to make their early meal. The qv>eiLe 
at the baker's shop towards eight o'clock in the morning some- 
times rivals that of a first representation at the doors of a French 
theatre. Good lodgings, with firsts-rate attendance, particularly for 
gentlemen, as regards valeting, are easily procured, but decidedly 
not cheap. I paid for two bedrooms on the ground floor at the 
Bavaria — one large, where the bed could be put away in the day- 
time, so as to turn it into a sitting-room, and one small — 35 florins, or 
3/. 10«. a week. There is also a charge for the hausknecht, who valets 
the men, and a tax of sundry florins is exacted from every stranger 
who arrives first, second, and third class. The wise man will humbly 
order the landlord to enter him in the second category. There are no 
pensions, and the hotels are nothing but lodging-houses, where people 
stop for the night, and pay double for their rooms.' 

I can recommend for lodgings the Konig von England, 

charge about 40 to 60 florins a week. At the Stadt Karlsruhe, the 
same would cost about 40. The regular hotels are expensive, and not 
good. As a rule you breakfast in your rooms, and dine out at an 
hotel or restaurant. The Schloss-platz is a good place to lodge in. If 
you remain over a week you pay a visitors' tax. The Leipzig route, 
costing 8/., is perhaps the best.^ 

OAUTERETS.— The route by which I went to Oauterets from 
Bordeaux was by train to Pierrefitte via Tarbes and Lourdes, taking 
ten hours. At Pierrefitte the rails cease. July and August are

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the fashionable months, and people stay on until October ; but after 
that month the little town seems quite deserted ; even the shops are 
shut up.^ 

One would find oneself transported to the depth of winter 

were one to go to Cauterets the end of September, and I should say 
most of the hotels and bath-houses would be closed. It is quite 3,000 
feet above the sea level, and shut in by high mountains which exclude 
the sun. Some of the springs are good for throat affections. Go from 
Bordeaux by rail to Pierrefitte, where you get carriages or diligences 
to take you up in two or three hours.'* 

CEYLON. — On the coast the climate is warm and moist, very 
equable, the whole year — similar to the heat of the palm-house at 
Kew. On the hills it is cooler, and flannel can be worn. It is like 
English early summer.' 

CHERBOURG. — In the summer it is both mild and dry, and 
altogether a most charming place. Like all seaside places, it is rather 
dull in the winter. Apartments or houses may be obtained on very 
reasonable terms, and living is decidedly economical. The surround- 
ing country is very beautiful, and the bathing very good. It is only 
eleven hours from London, the steamers leaving Southampton twice 
a week. There is an hotel facing the sea (Hotel des Bains de Mer), 
kept by an Englishman, who, I am sure, would give every information 
during the season, which extends from June to October.* 

CIMIEZ (NICE). — There is one hotel, which is really a pleasant 
country house of moderate size, labelled on its front 'Vitali's^ 
Private Hotel.' There is one pension (which I have heard well 
spoken of). The house is called Villa Garin, and it is no unusual 
thing for Vitali's visitants to migrate there when there is a va- 
cancy. The garden around this rambling old place is very extensive 
and sheltered, and from rftised ground near its south-eastern comer a 
most lovely view presents itself. Life at VitaJi^s hotel is veiy quiet. 
There is accommodation, say for fourteen people, but the dining-room 
is hot with ten in it, being small and badly vjentilated. The bedrooms 
vary considerably ; those in the wing are like^ prisons ; the windows 
are so high from the ground that no view is possible, save that of the 
sky — perpetual blue. The first floor is both comfortable and elfegant.

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There are but three sittiiig-rooms in the hoteL A good hotel is wanted 
at Cimiez— one with proper appointments ; for if the weather were bad 
— but then it never is there ! — Vitali's hotel would be what is called a 
' trifle dull/ There is no public salon in the house ; and as for Cimiez 
itself, it is but a geographical expression. There is neither a shop, 
nor a post-office, nor a church, nor a carriage. Everything must be 
prot at Nice ; it is something to say that everything can be got there. 
There is table d'hote luncheon and dinner. The cuisine is pretty good 
— 'not too bountiful.* The panorama is perfect. Numerous drives on all 
sides. Cimiez is a plateau, so that an invalid can get a level walk. If 
he want a drive, Vitali will fur half a franc send into Nice, and a carriage 
will arrive in about an hour. Pay the driver 4 or ofr. Cimiez in the 
early spring of the year is a paradise. Already in April the sun is very 
powerful, and in Nice itself, unrelieved by the foliage, absolutely fierce. 
The hedges are literally of roses (I do not exaggerate) in the grounds 
of Vitali's hotel. My idea of the best months for Cimiez would be 
February, March, and April. It is a good change place from the coast, 
after a winter at San Kemo or Mentone, for instance. For the chest- 
delicate I venture to say that San Remo possesses the finest climate 
on the Riviera, and it is more moderate in every respect. This I have 
proved, but the worry at the frontier (Ventimiglia) is a little draw- 
back. The cost of living (moderately) at Vitali's hotel is about ISfr. 
a day per head, inclusive of wine and attendance. To give correct 
information, I have referred to my bill for wife and self, which for nine 
days came to 274fr., say 111. This would be at the rate of a little more 
than four guineas a week each. Breakfast, relishes, &c., are of course 
& la carte ; the charges are not extortionate, though I consider ample. 
We had no private sitting-room, and not a very good bedroom, v^th 
a small dressing-room attached on the second floor.^ 

Practically Nice, just as Hampstead is almost London. If 

you go there, the Villa Garin is a good place to stay at ; but, as it is 
uphill, it is rather inconvenient for getting oneself and one's purchases 
to and from Nice. I should recommend ' the golden mean * of Oara- 
bacel ; for instance, Hotel de Nice, on the Boulevard Carabacel, not 
far from the bank of the Paillon. From now until May the place will 
be at its best. After the first of May people leave ; indeed, many do 
so in April.'

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At this time of year a most agreeable residence ; its climate 

is far better than that of Nice, being quite sheltered from wind or dust. 
It is on a height, and but a short drive from Nice. There is a short 
cut for pedestrians, which takes one down to the town in twenty 
minutes or less. The scenery is lovely, amid orange groves and gardens. 
One can remain at Oimiez from October until the end of June. The 
best hotel is Vitali's; the proprietor is Italian, but speaks English 
perfectly. The pension Anglaise, although well situated, is very in- 
ferior to Vitali's.^ 

CONSTANTINOPLE.— The Byzance Hotel is not more costly than 
the others, and by comparison is better and more pleasant. For a long 
stay it might be, perhaps, cheaper to live in lodgings j but in any case, it 
will be necessary to provide an English servant woman. Lodgings could 
be prociufed beforehand by advertisement in the ' Levant Herald,' but the 
cost will be as high as for first-class accommodation in London. Society 
is limited to a small circle, composed of the members of the various 
embassies, legations, &c. Amusements are abundant but costly. The 
markets are well supplied, shops first class, but everything is very 
dear. The climate is uncertain ; rapid changes of temperature and 
want of decent drainage render the Christian quarters at all timea 
unhealthy. Every precaution must be observed to keep in good 
health. In the spring the city is pleasant enough, but as the summer 
advances it is necessary to remove to Bebeck or Buyukd(Sr6, or 
Therapia, where there are good hotels, and it is possible to hire either 
a pilla or take lodgings. The railway and steamboat service is perfect, 
and enables one to live at some distance from Pera or the Porte, 
where all business is transacted.* 

English goods are to be obtained there, but most extrava- 
gant in price, especially anything connected with ladies' dress. The 
winter is intensely cold, deep snow lying on the ground for days, and 
sometimes months. The summer is extremely hot. By far the most 
enjoyable season is the autumn. Nothing can exceed the charm of 
staying a month at that time, either at Therapia (Hotel d'Angleterre 
most comfortable) or Buyukdere, where there are delightful walks 
and rides in the neighbourhood, and excursions to be made up and 
down the Bosphorus by ' caique ' or the innumerable little steamers 
that ply during the day to all the villages on the Asiatic and 
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European side. Life at Constantinople is exactly like any other 
much-frequented Continental city ; hotels and apartments the same, 
only perhaps a little more expensive.^ 

One had better furnish oneself with English goods before 

starting, as they are double the price in so out-of-the-way a place. 
The winter is fine, but one must be prepared for cold, heat, and all 
changes of climate.^ 

CONTINENTAL TOUR.— A gentleman and his wife ought to 
have a very satisfactory six weeks* tour in Switzerland for the sum of 
85/. I made such a tour last year^ going vid Brussels and the 
Rhine, and returning by Paris ; and the cost for four persons, re- 
quiring three bed-rooms, was just 21«. per day each, and that without 
any previous experience of Swiss travel. Our tour included visits to 
Antwerp, Brussels, Cologne, Bonn, Rhine, steamer to Mayence, Heidel- 
berg, Basle, Lucerne, Brienz, Giessbach, Interlaken, Lauterbrunnen, 
Murren, Grindelwald, Thun, Kandersteg, the Gemmi, Martigny, 
Chamounix, Geneva, Lausanne, Vevey, Berne, Neuchatel, and thence 
to Paris, ^t each of which places we stayed one or more days (at 
Lucerne a week), making excursions to the places of interest within 
reach. No doubt one would fifid it more economical to go direct to 
Geneva or some other fixed point as head-quarters, and make excursions 
from thence ; but from Geneva the excursions within easy distance 
xure limited in number, and not so interesting as from, say, Interlaken 
or Lucerne ; and if a wider range were taken at the same time that 
the head-quarter rooms were kept on, then it would cease to be 
economy.' 



The Hotel du Dom, close to Cologne Cathedral, is very 

reasonable, and near a landing-stage on the Rhine, by which (or by 
rail) one might proceed to Coblentz or Lahnstein, opposite Stolzenfels 
(the summer palace of the German Empress) ; thence he might go 
either up the Rhine to Mayence, and thence by rail to Frankfort, or 
by rail to Ems and Nassau through a lovely valley. At Ems the 
Hotel de France, close to the station, is reasonable. Returning he 
^ might vary his route by leaving Cologne for Brussels, and thence 
survey Waterloo, fifteen miles distant, Brussels is not an hour by 
rail from Antwerp ; but he might vary still more by returning from 
Brussels vid Ghent and Bruges (curious old towns) to Ostend, thence 
by General Steam Navigation steamer direct to London. If time

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allowed, by Dutch steamer from Antwerp to Rotterdam takes him 
past curious Dutch scenery, and Rotterdam is only forty minutes by 
rail from the S[ague, which again is only two hours from Amsterdam. 
The express first-class is always extra, but in ordinary trains the 
third-class is good, except in Belgium.^ 

CORFU. — ^I consider Corfu one of the most enjoyable winter 
residences ; the climate is like Southern Italy, only usually warmer. 
To anyone fond of beautiful scenery, fine walks, drives, and 
rides, it would repay a visit. Society is limited. It is a favourite 
resort for yachts, the good shooting on the Albanian coast and 
amongst the islands being a great attraction to English sportsmen. 
Lodgings and apartments are to be obtained ; the most comfortable 
way of living is to make an arrangement by the week or month, at 
one of the hotels (St. George, on the Esplanade, very good). Best 
route from Paris to Turin and Ancona, thence by Austrian Lloyd's 
steamer, or rail, on to Brindisi, and from there (steamer) to Corfu. 
Mover's steamers, which leave Liverpool several times a month, call- 
ing at Gibraltar, Palermo, Messina, and Corfu, are inexpensive and 
very comfortable.^ 

I am requested to give the following particulars by a late 

resident : Overland route by Brindisi takes nine or ten days ; by Burns 
M*Iver and Company's steamers about fourteen days. They sail several 
times each month, and you can get dates by writing to 1, Rimiford 
Street, Liverpool. There are about one hundred English there, and 
society is pleasant. The climate is too hot in the three summer 
months; but during spring, autumn, and winter it is delightful. 
Scenery very fine. Bathing and excursions most pleasant. The season 
is in winter, and many go there for sport, crossing the Albania for 
woodcock and quail shooting. Provisions far cheaper than in England. 
English church ; good band : opera in winter.* 

CORSICA. — The climate of Ajaccio is warmer than that of the 
Riviera. Warm things required for the journey.* 

The scenery about Vico, Evisa, and Porto is very beau- 
tiful, and the trees still remaining in the forest of Valdonielle 
magnificent; but the accommodation is of the roughest, and food 
scarce — indeed, these are the chief difficulties for ladies throughout

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the country. To Tisit the curious town of Bonifacio, the easiest 
plan is to take the steamboat from Ajaccio. The Hotel Ger^ 
mania, with south aspect, in Ajaccio, is the only one affording any 
continental comfort, and the only one to be recommended to ladies as 
haying women servants.* 

DARMSTADT. — ^There is a chaplain at Darmstadt. It is a quiet, 
agreeable town, cheap, with about a hundred English living there, 
and a population of about 35,000. I consider Dusseldorf the nicest 
North German town I know, Dresden alone excepted, and Dresden is 
growing dearer and dearer. There are all facilities for education 
there, good climate, gcod theatre, and fine pictures.^ 

DIEPPE. — Cost of living is about the same as in England. Eent 
of lodging varies according to situation ; for, whereas the rent of a 
house or of a good apartment in the season facing the sea is from 100/. 
to 200/., the same accommodation can be found in other quarters of 
the town for from, say, 60/. to 80/. Attendance and cooking are rarely 
supplied in lodgings. The air is bracing and invigorating, and the 
place is extremely healthy. The country is exceedingly pretty; 
plenty of flys and pony carriages for hire. Two Church of England 
services and a French Protestant service. Dieppe is very full in July, 
August, and September, during which period take place the regatta, 
the races (two days), and pigeon matches. Concerts and balls are 
held constantly at the fitablissement des Bains, and the sea bathing is 
unexceptionable. The hotels facings the sea are the Royal, des Bains, 
de Dieppe Bristol, and de la Plage : the first and the last named are 
highly recommended. The Hotel de Londres, near the harbour, also 
comfortable, and good table d'hote all the year round. There is a 
pension at 7fr. per day, wine not included. Rouen, Amiens, the 
Chateau d'Eu, &c., are within easy reach. Furnished houses can be 
had at moderate prices out of the season.' 

The climate is good and bracing, the town particularly 

healthy, the country around is exceedingly pretty, and contains many 
walks and drives. The two railroads to Paris have brought within 
easy reach Rouen, Neufchatel, and Longueville. The season begins 
in July ; this lasts three months. Besides sea bathing, there are two 
hydropathic establishments. Lodgings of every description are to be 
had, from the most modest to the most expensive, depending upon

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their situation and the degree of comfort and luxury with which they 
are furnished. The fashionable quarter is the Plage, facing the sea. 
Most of the hotels are here situated, the best being the Hotel Royal. 
Other hotels in the town are cheaper than the fashionable ones, and 
yet are comfortable and respectable. The only house agent is Mr. 
Gouel, Grande Rue. The price of provisions is much the same as in 
England ; they are good and plentiful. The cost of living depends 
very much upon individual taste.* 

Though dear in the season, the season is very short, and at 

least till the end of June people are received en pension at the Hotel 
, d'Angleterre, on the Port (Quai Henri IV.).* 

A part much in favour with English families residing here 

for any length of time is the Faubourg de la Barre. The climate 
is fine and bracing, the town very healthy, the walks and drives 
numerous and pretty.* 

I have lived in Dieppe three winters, and found the climate 

there very pleasant and healthy. Many English people reside there 
through the winter. Families can make very good arrangements to 
board and lodge at some of the hotels on the Quai during the winter 
months, Hotel Queen Victoria, or Hotel de I'Europe ; or if more 
retirement is desired, the best way is to get apartments or a house in 
the Faubourg de la Barre. There is a good English doctor ; also 
good French servants and governesses are easily procurable.* 

Six, seven, and eight hundred francs are asked for apartments 

in the season, which after September may be had for next to nothing. 
The bathing is very good. There is an English church. The 
excursions are interesting, and the place very brilliant during the 
season. Neither plate nor linen is furnished in the apartments.^ 

DINAN. — Furnished houses, with gardens, are to be had. From 
701. to 80/. a-year for a medium-sized house. Linen is sometimes 
supplied, but rarely. The best way of living economically is to have 
native servants. The people are generally honest and trustworthy. The 
country is very pretty, town picturesque, and the climate healthy.^ 

DINAN, AVRANOHES, DINARD.— Dinard, Hotel de Dinard 
et des Bains. A family and children can be put up moderately in 
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making a special arrangement, for April and May at least. June 
commences the season, and prices are at once raised one-half. Climate 
is very good ; medical man English, very good. Dinard possesses an 
English club, with the unusual advantage of permitting ladies to 
its privileges as visitors. Dinan is decidedly cheaper for living. 
Best route, and I believe on the whole the cheapest, to Dinard 
or Dinan is rail from Liverpool to Southampton, thence steamer 
direct to St. Malo. Arcachon is reached by steam direct from South- 
ampton to Granville, thence by diligence for three hours. The railway 
jom'ney from Havre to either of the places named is both very tedious 
and very expensive, as well as fatiguing for a family with young 
children.' 

I 

DINARD. — It is more advantageous to hire by the year. The 
hotels are very expensive during the season, and generally crowded. 
A furnished house can be procured for from 60/. to 140/. for season, 
or year, according to accommodation, situation, &c. No attendance 
is given in lodgings here, and they are generally expensive. The price 
of living at Dinard is not more than at country places in England. 
Steamers cross the river every hour to the towns of St. Malo and 
St. Servan, both of which have excellent markets and shops. 
The cheapest route is by Southampton, And steamer to St. Malo 
(first-<^lass, \l. 16s.), and I should think a furnished apartment 
by the month would cost less than living at an hotel. Dinard has 
become a very fashionable place, and even three years ago the hotels 
were very dear, and houses were springing up on all sides with 
rapidity. The drives about are beautiful. Summer time is the 
season. I should not think it was a cheaper place than Boulogne.' 

There are no public amusements at Dinard. Both the Hotel 

Dinard and Hotel des Bains are good hotels, and take visitors en 

Houses are now much in request, Dinard having gained a 

name, and the prices rise and fall on a sliding scale according to the 
season. Living in lodgings would be cheaper far for a large family 
than in an hotel. Servants can be procured.* 

DRESDEN.— The cheapest route to Dresden is by Harwich, 
Rotterdam, and Oberhausen, fare 5/. 13s. The cheapest hotel in 
Dresden is the Hotel du Nord. The expense of the journey from

Dresden to Prague is not at all great. There are no good hotels in 
Prague ; Blauern Stern considered the best. 1/. a-day is a fair rule 
there. ^ 

- If one wishes to go direct from London to Dresden, I would 
advise vid Harwich, Kotterdam, and Hanover. A train leaves 
Kotterdam always about 2.0. p.m, which goes direct to Dresden vid 
Hanover, which is reached about three o'clock the next morning, 
arriving at Dresden at twelve the same day. Second-class rail 
(which is better than our first), and first-class steamer from Harwich, 
is 4/. 10«.» 

About October the town refills ; the cold is often intenser 

after Christmas than before. There are lovely walks and drives not 
far ofl; and in Saxon Switzerland. There is a boarding-house in 
Moltke Platz, where ladies may be very comfortable.^ 

The season lasts from October till Lent. It is sometimes 

excessively cold at the end of November, but the cold is clear and 
bracing. There are many English and Americans. English churches, 
clubs, and good drives. The Grossen Garten is pleasant. Much 
skating and capital music ; good operatic and theatrical performances ; 
much dearer now than formerly.* 

I stayed there in June, when the weather was very hot. The 

country around is not very pretty. The pension Kretschmer is very 
pleasantly situated in the English quarter, near the English church, 
and is kept by two Grerman ladies, who, however, understand English 
and how to provide English comforts.* 

I recommend pension 7, Oarola Strasse, Dresden.^ 

I recommend the pension 10, Lee Strasse, Kaufhaus.^ 

Dresden is much dearer than it was. It is very cold in 

winter. The season lasts until Lent. English and American churches 
and clubs. Flats or a small hotel the best to live in. Educational 
advantages — especially for music and painting and enamelling — great. 
In a word, a most desirable place for those who are fairly off", and who 
do not object to cold in winter. After May until September the heat 
is intense, and everyone who can leaves.^ 

DOLOMITES.— I think the best route to visit the Dolomites 
would be from Trieste to Laybach by rail, then by small post carriage 
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(only large enough for two people, easily obtained at all towns in 
(>arinthia and Styria), through most beautiful scenery to Villach, not 
forgetting to spend a few days at the lovely Lake of Velders, where 
there are good hotels, and moderate in price ; leave post road at 
Sachsenburg, to visit the Gross Glockner and Valley of Heiligenblut ; 
at Villach there is the railway. Take the smallest quantity of luggage, 
and Austrian money; English circular notes would be almost im- 
possible to change, except in large towns.* 

DUNKIRK. — This is a healthy, bright, clean, charming place. 
Provisions are good, plentiful, and cheap, compared with other places 
along the coast. Apartments for small families may be procured at 
moderate prices. There are an English boarding-house, a good English 
church with resident chaplain, and a French Protestant church.* 

Twelve hours from Fennings' Wharf; fine healthy air, ex- 
tensive sands, dry soil, and clean town. Good food, on the average 
about the same price as in England. Lodgings easily found for small 
families. On 200/. a-year one could live very comfortably. Quiet 
place.* 

I can recommend the Hotel des Bains. Boats go from 

London twice a week.* 

A clean and cheap place; a good many English reside 

there. By steamer from Loudon, first-class return fare ISs., available 
for a fortnight.* 

The air is healthy and bracing, without being too piercing ; 

soil dry and sands good ; town 6lean. House rent and living, on the 
average, about the same as in English country towns ; poultry, fish, 
fruit, and vegetables cheaper, and excellent ; meat about the same ; 
groceries dearer. There are two colleges, both good; boys' day 
school ; also efficient masters. Visitors come in summer. There is 
an English church ; also English boarding-house. No house agent ; 
but, the town being compact, lodgings are easily found.^ 

E AUX BONNES is hot during August, being situated in a valley, 
but high in the mountains. Route from Bordeaux to Pau by rail, 
then carriage or diligence to Eaux Bonnes. The scenery and excur- 
sions are charming, and within 'a good walk^ of Eaux Ohauds. 
Hotels about 8fr. a-day.*^

! August is the best time for the Eaux Bonnes. By the middle 

of September it is empty, the shops are closed, and the season is ,at 
at end. The best way to go from Bordeaux is to sleep at Pau, which 
is about four hours by rail from Bordeaux, and then to drive to the 
Eaux Bonnes (twenty-eight miles). The best hotel is the Hotel de 
France, but it is almost always full.^ 

Is very lovely, and, as regards hotels, the prices do not vary ; 

the great thing is to get in where you can, as during the short season 
there is always a difficulty on first arriving. From Bordeaux to 
Pau, then take a carriage and drive across the country, is the plea- 
santest way.' 

ENGELBERG. — Pension Staris commands a grand view. Pension 
Engel, 6fr. per diem. Brunnen, Pension Hirsch, on the lake, 4fr. 
Higher up, Pension Axenburg, Pension Beckenried, on the lake, 6fr. 
Every fresh pension, to command a clientellej commences at a moder- 
ate price, which is raised the following year.^ 

ETRETAT is a very popular and fashionable place. The prices 
are about the same as those of Brighton or Scarborough. I have 
heard the Hotel Blancquet well spoken of by persons who have stayed 
there.* 

FECAMP OR ST. VALERY would be cheaper than Etretat, 
but all equally healthy and delightful. Hotels most comfortable.^ 

FIJI ISLANDS. — My husband was at the Fiji Islands last year, 
and says that Levuka is the only place where an English lady could 
possibly live with any comfort. The housework would certainly 
have to be overlooked, if not actually done, by the ladies themselves. 
In the present state of the islands they are in no way fitted for 
English ladies. Comforts there are none — no milk, beef, or mutton, 
as there are no places cleared for grazing. Thete was only one English 
lady at Levuka.^ 

FLORENCE. — One may get capital rooms on the Lung' Arno, which 
is the best part of the town. The Albergo della Citta (Hotel de laVille) 
is perhaps the best hotel. Many English people like the Nuova York, 
where the bedrooms are good, but the public rooms are very poor, and 
there are very many tourists there. Florence is very cold in December ; 
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r- in January often very wet. The Casa Molini is a most excellent 
pension ; it is on the Lung* Amo Guiccardini.^ 

Hotel Allianza, Via della Scala; the D^pendance, near the 

•/^Clascine, better situated and same price, 7fr. to 8fr. a-day ; Victoria, 
on the Lung* Amo, 11, Via del Presto, Piazzi San Spirito, near 
Pitti Palace, 6fr. to 6fr. a-day. Demetrio Luchesse, 7, Via San 
► Spirito, sends out dinners from 4fir.' 

I recommend a pension kept by a Swiss Protestant, 61 , 

Via Campucio.' 

A cheap and very good pension at Florence is Palazzi d*Elci. 

11, Val del Presto, Piazza San Spirito, where persons are boarded at 
5Jfr. a-day ; another is Pension Giriad, 69, Via Oappucio, 6fr. to 7fr. 
a-day; also 1, Piazza Soderina, 8fr. a-day; and Oasa Molina, 9fr. 
a-day.* 

The Oasa Molini, Limg* Amo Guiccardini, is ab«ut the best 

pension to go to ; terms about 8fr. to llfr. Good and cheap rooms 
can be had in the Oorso Vittorio Emmanuele.* 

Is often very cold in winter, but it is a very pleasant place of 

residence from September till the end of April. Residence at the 
Oasa Molini would cost about 2/. a-week. There is much agreeable 
society in Florence in winter, and every social amusement.® 

Hotel Allianza, Via dePa Scala, 7fr. and 8fr. a-day ; Hotel 

Victoria, on the Lung' Arno, not dear. The cheapest pension is that 
kept by Mme. Laurent, terzo piano, 11, Via del Preste, Piazzi San 
Spirito ; 5fr. to 6fT. per day.^ 

I can recommend that kept by Signora Picciola, 4, Via del 

Oorso. The Oorso is a most healthy and convenient situation, more 
so, in my opinion, than the Lung' Arno, where most of the hotels are 
situated. I believe Florence to be perfectly healthy, except during 
July and August, when, as in other Italian cities, the heat is great.^ 

Quite healthy for healthy people all the year round; but 

cold in winter, with sharp winds, and very hot in summer, still it is a 
pleasant residence. Miss Earle's pension is the best and dearest — about 
10«. a-day — in Palazzo Strozzi ; Mrs. Jennings, Palazzo d'Elei, Via 
Maggio, from 6«. to 7«. a-day ; Madame Piccioli, Palazzo Oiparello, 
Oorso, 5«. to 7«. a-day ; all three good.®

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FONTAINEBLEAU is a delightful summer place, and the town 
is very handsome. The forest, which is sixty-three miles in circum- 
ference, is beautiful. The Hotel de France is good, and apartments 
or house can he taken. A small house would probably cost 500fr. a jj^ 
month. Good masters could be engaged.^ 

FRANCE. — The Hotel de rUnivers at Tours is very good, and 
many strangers pass the winter there. The Faisan, Lyc6e, and Londres 
are also comfortable. Any of these will take in pensionnatres. At 
Arcachon the Grande Hotel takes in pensionnoires at lOfr., llfr., and 
12fr. a day ; it is good and well managed. At Biarritz the Grande 
Oassino and Hotel de France can both be highly recommended. 
Good houses may be hired, furnished, from 10/. to 20/. a month.* 

GENEVA. — I recommend strongly the Pension Bellevue, Route 
de Lyon, 29, Geneva. The charge per day for each person is 6Jfr.' 

You may board at 3, Rue Pradier, Geneva, for 6fr. a-day 

each, and at the Hotel Victoria for 5fr. The first is a pension kept by 
an English lady, and both are very comfortable. Geneva suffers very 
much from east winds, but when they do not blow it is a most 
charming place.* 

Is very hot during June, July, and August; but at any 

period of autumn or spring it is very pleasant. There are many good 
and comfortable pensions: at the Pension Fliigel, 1, Grand Quai, from 
6fr. ; Buscarlet, 9, Quai du Mont Blanc, about 7fr. ; Pension Bellevue, 
29, Route de Lyon, about the same. Good society, good shops, and 
everything.^ 

GIBRALTAR. — The climate is mild in winter, very cold east 
vinds during the spring months, and broiling in June, July, and 
August. There is only one lodging-house in the place, so that it is 
generally occupied. Clothing required, much the same as in England, 
only without heavy winter garments. All articles of dress much 
dearer than at home. There is a boarding-house. Society very good, 
chiefly military.^ 

Houses are difficult to obtain. There are two new hotels 

just being started. The climate in the winter very pleasant, and 
usually mild, though there are sometimes cold winds. The three

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summer months are very liot, and the Levanter, or damp east wind, is 
1i|ry prevalent during that time.* 

Many people like the climate in winter, though it is rather 

relaxing, extremely mild, and often bright ; in summer it is oppres- 
sively hot, and very damp after a wet fog. In summer the coolest 
clothing required ; in winter light winter clothing. Provision shops are 
good, win6 excellent. There is a most delightful library, and a nice 
little theatre. Hotels are bad and dear ; apartments difficult to be 
had.2 

THE HAGUE. — I cannot recommend this my native city as an 
economical place of residence. Lodgings are to be had, but without 
cooking or attendance, and only in inferior streets. As the Hague is the 
residence of the court, the diplomatic body, and the chief of the Butch 
nobility, it is a very charming place, and the more so from its near 
neighbourhood (three miles English) to the far-famed bathing-place 
Scheveningen ; but for these very reasons cheapness is not among its 
charms. The water is excellent. The winters are rather colder than 
in the south of England.' 

HALIFAX, NOVA SCOTIA.— We resided in this place for two 
years. One should go the Halifax Hotel. I believe an arrangement 
can be made by staying there for some time. It would be cheaper 
than a boarding-house, and more comfortable. December is a very 
cold month.* 

HAMBURGH is fearfully cold during the winter, navigation often 
stopped. The theatres are good ; but it is not a place frequented 
by other than commercial people. The pensions are entirely on the 
German system, and chiefly patronised by sea-going folk. It is always 
bright and cheery, with plenty of skating, down the canals.* 

HEIDELBERG. — There is an English clergyman and excellent 
German doctors. Living and education cheap. I recommend Villa 
Bergheim Pension, kept by an English lady. Cheapest route from 
Scotland, by steamers from Leith to Rotterdam, and up the Rhine.® 

It is a healthy place and living is cheap, but clothing is 

expensive.'' 

It is a very cold place in winter, and hot in summer, but 

healthy. Plenty of masters, and very reasonable. Living is cheapest

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perhaps here of anywhere. Furnished llats are to he ohtained on the 
Anlage and elsewhere. House rent is the least cheap thing inutile 
place, hut is reasonahle. The nearest route is via Brussels and 
Cologne. From Leith to Eotterdam hy sea is the cheapest but 
longest route. ^ 

From personal experience I recommend Villa Bergheim* 

Ileidelherg.^ 

The climate is rather hot, but very pleasant and salubrious, 

and the town is beautifully situated, having on the one side a range 
of high mountains with fir and birch woods, and on the other nice 
valleys, through which the Neckar winds its silvery waters. Heidel- 
berg has all educational advantages which could be required, many 
eminent professors and good masters being there, as it is a first-rate 
university and great place for schools. The Pension Anglai«e is a 
nice boarding-house, especially for ladies ; but there are also good 
hotels, as Hotel de I'Europe, Hotel d'Angleterre, &c., where one is 
very comfortable. Not far from the Pension Anglaise is an English 
Protestant church.^ 

A very pretty and picturesque old town ; its walks and 

drives are lovely, and the climate pleasant on the whole, particularly 
in spring. The siunmers are hotter and the winters much colder than 
in England.* 

In winter very cold, but the houses are well protected by 

double vdndows to all the rooms, and stoves. Spring and smnmer 
are pleasant. Public amusements are very cheap. Heidelberg itsejf 
is a very cheap place indeed for everything, except dress.^ 

The Pension Anglaise, 29, Anlage, may be highly recom- 
mended ; terms are 25«. a week. This includes room, breakfast at 
nine, luncheon at one, dinner at six, and tea. Bedroom lights and 
fires, wine, and beer the only extras.^ 

Very cold but pleasant in winter, as the houses all have 

double windows, and the rooms stoves that keep them warm all over. 
Good music to be heard for almost nothing. Heidelberg is the 
cheapest place for living I know. 29, Anlage, used to board and" 
lodge people at from 1/. to 1/. 6«. each a week, but I hear that prices 
there have been raised a little since the year before last. This is

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the Pension Anglaise. There are numerous German ones. All 
articles of clothing are very dear.^ 

HOMBURG. — ^By rail to Frankfort from Paris, and then by rail 
in an hour ; fare about 4/. 128. and 4/. I should think good apartments 
can be had from about 10 thalers (30«.) a week. Friends of mine 
lodged at the Ferdinand Gasse, and were comfortable. There is a 
pension at 111, Louisen Strasse.' 

— Cheapest route, steamer London to Antwerp. Thence by 
rail direct, vid Brussels and Cologne, to Frankfort-on-the-Maine, from 
there in half an hour to Homburg. Very gay in summer, but lovely 
and reasonable in spring. Apartments are very nice, and you can 
either get in your dinner from restaurants or dine at table d'h6te3 ; 
they will always supply you with breakfast, &c. I can strongly 
recommend 16, Schwedenpfad, as most delightful, in the best situation, 
and also ' bei Metzger Hohe Strasse,' which would be cheaper, and 
where they would probably cook for you.' 

I visit this place every year. Lodgings are by no means 

cheaper since the abolition of the tables. A small-sitting room and 
two bedrooms on the third floor cost 11, a week in May, 3/. in June, 
and so on tiU September ; this is in the best situation, viz. the Untere 
Promenade ; the Schwedenpfad is considered very second rate, and is 
too near the water to be healthy.* 

— Season about May 15 to end of September. English and 
German doctor there. Climate fine, fresh, and healthy. Homburg 
is the best of all German watering-places. Hotels fairly moderate and 
good, Victoria and Quatre Saisons.^ 

Lodgings are not less than before the Kursaal was closed, the 

twofold reason being that the proprietors pay the same rent as in 1872, 
and provisions have risen in price considerably since then. The 
Untere Promenade, Ripeleff and Ferdinand Strassen, are the best 
situations; the Schewedenpfad is esteemed very inferior both by 
English and Germans. Early in June is soon enough to arrive, as till 
then the weather is cold.° 

HYERES. — Hyeres is warm and sunny in winter time, and small 
lodgings may be obtained there outside the town on the way to the 
sea.'

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ITALY. — ^At Florence you may lodge at Palazzo d'Elci for 6J or 
6 lire a day. At Naples the sisters of charity, at their establishment 
on the Ghiaja, take in lady pensioners at 5fr. a day, and are said to 
make their guests comfortable.* 

Hotels and pensions can be counted at from 10*. to 12a^ 

daily, and of course you must allow something for porters, cabs, 
sightseeing, and luggage. Up *to the end of June the North of 
Italy is very pleasant.' 

Journeys included, I should say 17«. 6rf. a day would be 

about the average.' 

Take as much money as you have got in circular notes; 

the exchange varies. Twenty-five francs is the current value.* 

KISSINGEN. — ^The most direct route from Cologne to Kissingen 
is vid Frankfort and Wiirzburg. Rooms at an hotel from 1 gulden 
(1«. 8</.) per day to 3 guldens ; in lodgings a little less. Board cost 
us daily (including dinner at the table d'hote at the. Hotel de Russie) 
about 6«. a head. The climate of Kissingen is so damp and relaxing, 
it would be impossible to find a bracing situation. Write for rooms 
to Hotel Kaiser, the best hotel. If lodgings are wished for, I can 
recommend Hotel Garni, Kurhausstrasse.* 

After having reached Cologne, one would do best to take the 

first express train to Mayence (Mainz), and from there go either by 
Frankfort or by Darmstadt to Aschaffenburg, from whence not fer to 
Kissingen, where one will arrive in a short time by the express train 
(Schnellzng), the other trains being rather slow. Board and residence 
would be about 3/. to 4/. a week in May and beginning of June. If 
going to a first-class hotel, I advise writing to Hotel de Russie, 
Kissingen. Board there is much more.° 

The waters are chiefly beneficial to sufferers from gout. 

There are three springs — ^Rakozy (drinking as a tonic, being saline 
and chalybeate) ; Mazbrunnen, cooling and alkaline, like Seltzer ; and 
Pandur, for bathing. Route vid Frankfort and Schweinfurt: fiire 
a-bout 6/. 10«. Season, June to September. Hotels de Russie and 
de Saxe. Pleasant, but rather dull. English doctor and clergyman.^ 

The class of people to be met with here is precisely similar 

to that you find at every 'bad ;' many pleasant English and foreign 
families. August and September pleasant times."

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LAUSANNE is better adapted for a residence than Geneya. It is 
a pretty, irregularly-built, ill-paved town, with queer comers and 
streets ; but of late it has been much altered. It is not a particularly 
cheap place, but you can get good lodgings or houses. Speaking of it 
three years ago, house rent might be taken at 100/. a-year, furnished, 
for several persons ; plate and linen not supplied. Wages 10/. to 15/. 
Swiss servants are good — at least the men are perfect, I consider. Meat, 
fruit, milk, &c., about 25 per cent, cheaper than here ; bread and gro- 
ceries same. Fuel expensive. Most people hire servants on board 
wages. The Eichement is a good hotel. Music lessons about 6fr. 
an hour. Some nice society. English service. Fares, 6/. 8«., 4/. 15».* 

Lausanne is decidedly the place to be preferred for the edu- 
cation of Protestant young ladies. There is little to choose with 
regard to climate ; but Lausanne, being situate on the height above 
the lake, is the healthier of the two. The drainage also is superior, 
and it is less a town of passage than Geneva. Both places have in- 
creased in price during the last few years.^ 

Both Lausanne and Geneva are essentially Protestant ; both 

are suited for educational purposes — Geneva perhaps the most so; 
both are healthy, but Geneva is colder in winter, hotter in summer, 
and most expensive — much more the ' grand ville.' ' 

LEIPZIG is very cold and rather dull. There are great facilities 
for study, and it is moderately expensive ; but I should think either 
Oarlsruhe or Stuttgard would suit better ; these are more agreeable 
places, but not more expensive, and there are good masters to be found 
at both.* 

LISBON. — The climate in winter is pleasant, but during the sum- 
mer Ointra is to be recommended. It is a lovely place, 20 miles off, 
and people go there from May to September. Lisbon has some 
good English as well as much Portuguese society. English doctor 
and English church. In Lisbon Hotel Central and Braganza. 
There is an English hotel at Ointra. Route by Pacific steamer from 
Inverpool, or by Southampton Royal Mail ; fare, 10/.* 

The climate in March and April is good ; the weather be- 
comes warm in the latter month. Street's hotel exceedingly com- 
fortable and moderate. Apartments with board 6«. per day. There is

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another English hotel, Durand's, said to he yery comfortahle. The 
Hotel Braganza is difficult of access, being perched on a high 
eminence. There is a very good English hotel, reasonable in its 
charges, at Ointra.* 

The boarding-house, 11, Rua do Sacramento da Lapa, one 

of the most healthy situations in Lisbon, is kept by very respectable 
English people. Terms, about 8«. M, a-day for board and lodgings.^ 

LOIRE INFERIEURE.— Pomic is a small town very pleasantly 
situated on a hill-side sloping down to a little port. Good bathing is 
to be had just outside the town on the coast of Bourgneuf Bay, and 
villas extend along the coast as far as the village of St. Marie. It is 
much frequented in the bathing season. Furnished apartments can be 
had now at prices varying from 300fr. to 600fr. per month j for a 
small house and villas, from GOOfr. to l,200fp. per month. Pomic is 
an expensive place; everything much dearer than at Nantes. One 
may generally reckon furnished rooms at about 50fr. per bed per 
month. Diligences run from Nante^ to Pomic in five hours ; rail ex- 
pected to be opened before the end of the year. Piefailes is about 
five miles distant from Pomic. It is only a village, with houses and 
villas more or less scattered, and several hotels. Close to Prefailes 
there is a mineral spring of iron waters. From 1,600 to 2,000 visitors 
in the season. A bare rocky beach, only a patch of strand ; sea 
bolder than at Pomic; no trees. Apartments rather less than at 
Pomic. The village of Quirouard lies just above Prefailes, on higher 
ground, about a mile from the coast. Prices moderate. Noirmoutier 
Island is much liked by many people as a cheap summer residence. 
Prices about one-half those of Pomic. Steam occcasionally from 
Nantes, and boats continually from Pomic. La Bemerie, a bathing 
place on Bourgneuf Bay ; villas and houses less expensive than Pomic. 
To the north of the Loire lie Oroisie and Pouliguen — ^both, I hear, much 
frequented. Long sea passage by steamers from London, Liverpool, and 
Cardiff to St. Nazaire or Nantes ; shorter sea passage, Southampton to 
St. Malo, and rail to Nantes.* 

LUCERNE. — The shortest way to Luceme from Paris will be 
vici Dijon (Hotel du Jura), Pontarlier (H6teldelaPoste), second class, 
but feirly comfortable), Neufchatel (Hotel Belle Vue), and Berne 

1 E. M. B. 2 Marquis of Carabas. ^ Ombre. 
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(Hotel Bemerhof or Belle Vue). This route will be found a pleasant 
one, but there is no good day train. The night express (first-class 
only) runs from Paris to Berne in 16 hours. Another way to 
Lucerne is vid Basle (Hotel des Trois Kois). There is no good place 
to sleep at between Paris and Basle, but Troyes might be made a 
halting-place if necessary. The expense by either route is about 3^., 
first-class.* 

Route vid Bale, sleeping at the Hotel Euler or Schweizerhof. 

Fare by Paris and Strasbourg, 2/. 19«.' 

Hotel Engelberg or Pension Hum Tittis at Engelberg. I 

should prefer Gersau (H6tel Muller) opposite Beckenried, to that place 
itself. At Brunnan the Hirsch or Waldstadter Hof is good.* 

MADEIRA.— English money and language alike current. Good 
boarding-houses, charging 10/. to 12/. a month ; Miles's and Reed's 
e^celllftt. Climate delicious. English church.* 

Ther^.«re two good hotels or boarding-houses kept by 

English people, where the charges are from about 11/. to 14/. per 
month of four v^^^s, according to room. There is also a well-managed 
boarding-housi^ kept by a German, with somewhat higher charges. 
Lodgings are not to be had, but there are niunerous furnished houses 
in the neighbourhood of the town, with rents varying from 60/. to 
260/. Portugueie is the language of the island, but it is not necessary 
to be acquainted with it. There is a steamer every Saturday from 
Liverpool (African coast line) ; a steamer three times a month from 
Southampton (Cape line).^ 

■ I was in Madeira last winter ; also the winter before. There 
are several hotels where at moderate expense invalids can obtain all 
English comforts. For a large family it would be cheaper to live 
in a quinta. Plate and linen can be hired in Funchal, but it is better, 
if posdble, to take out both. There is a clever and attentive 
English doctor. The English residents are most hospitable and kind. 
He who requires a bracing air would find that of Madeira far too 
relaxing ; but anyone wanting a soft, mild atmosphere, equable tem- 
perature (generally ranging from 60° to 66° Fahrenheit in winter), 
bright sunshine, lovely flowers, beautifril scenery, and a season of 
rest to mind and body, cannot do better than pass a winter in the 
Island of Madeira.^

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Having spent many winters there, and being acquainted with 

many places in Italy and the south of France, I can feirly assert that 
none can be compared with Madeira as regards warmth and equability. 
Living for a family is more reasonable than in England ; servants' 
wages lower ; quintas are not so high in rent as furnished houses of 
the same size in watering-places at home, and have gardens with 
lovely flowers surrounding them. Linen and plate can be hired if 
desired. There are no lodgings, but excellent private hotels or board- 
ing-houses. The best are Miles' and Reid's, where an invalid receives 
every kindness and attention, particularly in sickness, and where every 
comfort can be had. There are two Anglican churches, and one Pres- 
byterian ; good reading and billiard-rooms. As regards cleanliness, 
Fimchal can confidently compete with most towns in England.^ 

MALAGA. — Hotels bad. A pleasant, beautiful, sunny, dull place ; 
climate capricious, alternately mild and scorching. An E^li^ 
clergyman. Some good society. Decidedly cheap.^ 

MALTA. — Not at all an expensive place. The family hotels are 
inexpensive and comfortable ; of these the Imperial is o^xjisidered the 
best. Servants are good, and wages not so high as iajbgl&i^d.' 

I am intimately acquainted with Malta. Good furnished 

apartments with attendance are not to be had, officers and their 
families having secured the only good and healthy Anes to be found 
in Valetta. Every comfort at reasonable prices at Morell's Family r 
Hotel, Strada Forni.* 

MARSEILLES. — The easiest way of reaching Marseilles is by 
leaving Paris by the express train at 7.16 p.m., which arrives in 
Marseilles the next morning at 11.40, say in less than seventeen hours. 
The Paris, Lyons, and Mediterranean Railway have introduced a 
class of carriage which I should like to see adopted in England. 
The ordinary cofwpc is divided into three comfortable seats, which 
can be drawn out and used as couches, with the advantage that 
the occupant reclines in the direction the train is nfiming — a great 
comfort on a long journey. A pillow is provided. The cost of these 
favteUa lita is only one-third more than the ordinary rate, and they 
may be engaged in advance, which it is prudent to do when practi- 
cable. Fares from Paris to Marseilles, first-class, 4/. 6«.; second class, 
3/. 3«. The express trains are all fibrst-class, but the difierence is gained

by there being no hotel expenses, and the rapidity in travelling. The 
journey can be broken at Dijon, Hotel du Jura, near the station. 
The Hotel du Louvre and de la Paix is very good at Marseilles.* 

The distance from Paiis to ]VIarseilles is 539 miles ; the 

shortest time it can be run in is sixteen hours, and then only by 
the rapid train leaving Paris 7.15 p.m. (it takes eighteen and nineteen 
hours by the morning and evening express). Travelling first or second- 
class makes no difference as to excess of luggage, 30 kilogrammes or 
66 English pounds being allowed free by each class.* 

MARIENBAD. — Season middle of May to August; springs 
saline and chalybeate; temperatm'e 50° to 53® Fahrenheit. Very 
pretty ; lodgings and hotels good. Very agreeable place in all ways. 
English church ; excellent doctors. Hotel Weimar, Bellevue, and 
some round dozen or so of others. Route by Cologne, Frankfgrt, and 
Eger.3 

Go mil Dover, Calais, and Brussels to Cologne (Hotel du 

Nord, near the station), Coblenz, Bingen (Hotel Victoria), Mayence 
(Hotel de Hollande and Hotel d^Angleterre), Darmstadt (Gasthaus zum 
Trauben and Darmstadter Hof), Aschaffenburg, Schweinfurt Hof. I 
believe the railway fare from Calais to Marienbad is 5/.* 

MENTONE. — Any of the hotels at Mentone take mi pension, and 
the charge is usually at an hotel 7fr. or 8fr. per day for breakfast, 
lunch and dinner ; rooms extra — usually 4fr., 5fr., or 6fr., according 
to position. A salon will be from 6fr. to 17fr. per day. In the East 
Bay, Hotel des Anglais, Hotel d'ltalie. Hotel Bellevue, Grand Hotel 
Garavent, Hotel des Hes Britanniques, will all take en pension. In 
the West Bay, Hotel du Lou^Te, Hotel de Russie, Splendide Hotel, 
Hotel du Pavilion, aU take en 2}en8ion.^ 

Plenty of furnished apartments, mostly let for the season ; 

scenery and walks charming, especially up the mountains ; French 
society, liberally sprinkled with invalids.^ 

This charming little place is made up of houses and apart- 
ments for strangers ; stiQ they are often taken from year to year, and 
early in the season ; so if one wishes something nice, one must go 
early — towards the end of October. The scenery I think beautiful ;

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lovely mountains and rocks, beautiful and shady olive woods and 
lemon gardens, where you can often sit out during the winter. The 
walks and excursions are endless.^ 

MILAN. — The climate is cold in winter, and equally hot in 
summer. There are two kinds of apartments to be hired — either 
in an ancient palace — cold, stately, meagrely furnished, and expensive, 
where an establishment is required — or one of more modest pretensions 
in a maison hourgeoise, where the people of the house wait on you and 
cook, if required. A very nice bachelor's apartment of two rooms 
and an entrance hall was hired two summers ago for 45 lire a month, 
and the occupant quite satisfied with the comfort and attendance. The 
Hotel de Rome and the Grande Bretagne are both good and reason- 
able, and take in en pension for from 8 to lire a-day, wine included.^ 

Hotel Oavour ; Eoyal, good and cheap pension (about 7fr.). 

A cheap place, fine pictures, good music.^ 

MONT OENIS. — The train takes from twenty-five minutes to 
half-an-hour passing through the tunnel. We were twenty-four, 
which was considered very fast. It is necessary to keep the windows 
of the carriage closed, as the smell of sulphur is disagreeable.* 

MONTREUX. — There is only one really advisable route in winter 
— London, Paris, and Geneva ; thence by rail to McSntreux. There 
residence en pension would be advisable, and there is a very extended 
choice of good ones. Amongst others, the Hotel Bonnivard, at Sey- 
taux ChiUon, can be very highly recommended ; it is well managed, 
clean, and comfortable ; attendance and fare alike good. There are 
also many others (Glion, &c.) from which to choose.* 

Best route to Montreux direct from Paris via Macon, Ouloz, 

Geneva, Laus'lemne. Pensions are the most comfortable, and more 
cheerful than apartments. They will make arrangements, especially 
for a family who mean to stay the winter. I can unhesitatingly 
recommend Pension Vautier. I have had many friends there at dif- 
ferent times over a space of twelve years. Winter season commences 
about the middle of October and lasts till May. Prices according to 
rooms, from 6fr. to 19fr. a-day. Some of the cheaper rooms in the 
old wing are very nice. The proprietors are liberal and obliging. 
Washing not dear.^

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The easiest route to Montreux is from Dover to Paris, fSare 

about 3/.; from Paris to Montreux direct by Pontarlier and Neufchatel. 
The journey from Paris takes from six at night till ten the following 
day. Change at Dijon and Neufchatel ; fare from Paris to Montreux 
also about 87. At Montreux I can thoroughly recommend the Hotel 
National. You can board there for 6fr., 7fr., or 8fr. a-day ; the table 
is excellent, and the rooms clean and comfortable. The hotel is on 
the lake, and there is a charming view of the Dent du Midi. After 
April it is rather hot, but there are charming hotels on the heights in 
the neighbourhood, both at Des Avants and Glion.^ 

A family will be literally grilled alive at Montreux before 

October. They will find pensions and hotels by the dozen empty, if 
not shut up altogether. Prices from 6fr. to 12fr. a-day. Montreux is 
a shadeless place, and essentially a winter residence.^ 

MUNICH. — It is scarcely possible to get to Munich for less 
than 9/., first-class, vid Dover and Calais, or any other route to Paris ; 
thence to Stuttgard, Ulm, and Augsburg. Through fare, first-class 
from Paris, 37. 16«. ; second, 27. 14«. 

The cheapest route to Munich is that by the Great Eastern 

Railway, vid Antwerp, Cologne, and Mayence.'^ 

MUSTAPIIA SUPflRIEURE.— Furnished houses are few, diffi- 
cult to get, in sad repair, and miserably furnished when you do find 
them. Well nigh all the campagnes of Mustapha are private pro- 
perty, inhabited by their owners, among whom there is a pleasant 
society, and never let.* (See Algiers.) 

NAPLES would be warm and pleasant during March and April, 
but soon after that it becames too hot. I believe that the Albergo 
della Oitta (Hotel de Ville) on the Chiaja, charges 9fr. (Italian) a-day ; 
and there is also the Pension Anglaise, 114, Biveira de Chiaja, and 
Pension Suez, No. 36, about the same charge. In either case agree 
upon terms. The hotels are very good in Naples, particularly Washing- 
ton, Etrangers, Bretagna, Angleterre, Louvre, and others.^ 

In March and April it is usually delightful. The Pension 

Anglaise, 114, Riviera di Chiaja, has been much recommended to us. 
Prices of pension, according to room, from 9 to 12 lire ; there are now 
21^ lire in 17. Castellamare, Sorrento, Ischia, and Capri are easily

and board, wine included. The charge varies, according to the Hagcy 
from 14fir. to lOfir. per day for room and board. The Pensions Anglaise 
and Suisse are both facing the sea, and I have been told they were 
comfortable, also the Pension International. The Villa Garin is also 
good and quiet, but a long way from the sea. The charges at all are 
much about the same, and it all depends on the room — south dear, 
north cheap.' 

is very expensive in all ways, in toilette more so than any 

other place. The best and most moderate hotels are Hotel de Nice, 
Hotel de Luxembourg, and the Pension des Anglaise.' 

^VUla Garin Oarabacel may be highly recommended. It i& 

kept by an Englishwoman. Terms two years ago 8fr. a-day. At 
the Hotel Windsor, with good rooms, the charge was 7fr. a-day.*

month. There is only one direct route from London to Nice — 
London to Paris via Marseilles to Nice. A gentleman could live 
cheapest en pensionJ^ 

' Few apartments are to be procured with attendance. It is 

not the habit of the country, and to be avoided.^ 

— Apartments can be had, with or without attendance.^ 

Villa Garin, Oarabacel, is a very good place. It is kept by 

a most respectable English person. Cost about 8fr. a-day.^ 

I can recommend the Pension International, 7fr. per diem. 

If two persons occupy one room, Ifr. a-day is deducted from the board 
of each.^ 

NERVI.— A flat would cost about 200 to 300fr. a month ; this 
does not include attendance. Have a written agreement. The charge 
at the Pension Anglaise is about lOfr. a-day ; provisions dear. It ia 
very mild in climate during the winter, but the rains are often very 
heavy.'®

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Lodgings may be obtained liere at the Villa Serra, at Oasa

The latter two charge about lOJfr. a-day. At Villa Benedetta, 
Capo Lungo, adjoining Nervi, we paid 300fr. a month for two 
sitting-rooms, four bedrooms, and a kitchen, no attendance, and 
very little comfort. There is a level walk through Nervi Street 
and along the sea wall, and another in the opposite direction to 
Bogliasco. But the vine-clad hills are easy to climb, as grassy 
level paths wind backwards and forward, from the foot of them 
to the top.^ 

NORWAY AND SWEDEN.— June is fine, with occasional 
rain ; no night. July ditto, but hot, and often very oppressive. 
Towards the end of September the days shorten, and there is rain. 
As regards clothing, be prepared against heat, wet, and early cold. 
There are no pensions, but at some of the resting-places they charge 
so much a-day, and you feed a la carte at reasonable prices. English 
is often better spoken than understood, and you can get on without 
difficulty ; French is of little use. The salmon-fishing in Norway is 
•all let out. There is most beautiful scenery for artists on Lakes 
Wenern and Wettem.^ 

Luggage should be confined to strict necessaries. There are 

but few hotels, and only those should go who are prepared to rough 
it, and they would be able to do it in an inexpensive manner.^ 

The summer climate of Norway is much like England, but 

in September it is frequently very cold. A carriole will only hold a 
moderate-sized portmanteau, and for extra luggage a cart must be 
hired. Travelling is cheap. Go direct to Bergen, from thence to the 
Hardanger, and return by Christiania.^ 

The climate from the beginning of June to the end of 

September is very mild. It is not necessary to use any other clothes 
than those you wear here, but I recommend some rather thin ones if 
^oing tx) fiish or walk about much. For about 601bs. of luggage 
nothing extra is charged when you are travelling by rail ; if you travel 
by post you can take more, and this way of travelling is very cheap. 
At the hotels you have to pay about 2«. per day for lodgings, some- 
times less. For every kind of provision you have to pay separately 
(all kinds of provisions cheaper than here). In every town you will

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find people who talk English, German, and French. The cheapest 
route by land is from London to Brussels, and from there to Denmark. 
When you arrive in Copenhagen you go by a steamer across the Sound 
to Malmo or Ilelsingborg. If you like to go to Norway first, go to 
Helsingborg, and from there take a ticket for Christiania, the capital 
of Norway. The Norwegian rivers are better for salmon-fishing than 
those of Sweden. From the moimtains of Norway you will have 
plenty of interesting and picturesque views. If you Hke to go to the 
north part of Sweden, go from Stockholm, and by steamer thence^ 
Travelling expenses in these countries are very moderate.^ 

NOVARA. — ^There is a branch line firom here to Varally Pombia, 
distance twenty-five kilometres, time under an hour. There is also an 
onmibus twice a-day from Novara, by Fara and the Sesia valley, to 
Varallo.'* 

NOVA SCOTIA. — Servants are poor and few. You cannot 
retain them if you take them with you, and no agreement in this 
country is binding there. Common labour is from 6*. to 6^^. ; gardeners, 
carpenters, &c., 7«. 6d a-day. Oxen are from 16/. to 20/. a pair ; cows 
from 6/. to 16/. each ; horses, 6/. to 60/. Pianos are to be had. Take 
blankets. Crockery and glass are to be had. You can get plenty of 
books. Linen and calico are about 25 per cent, dearer than in this 
country. Largest game is moose, for which the common rifle is 
sufficient. Healthy for children, if well clothed and plenty of air, but 
must not be stoved up diudng winter.* 

OSTEND is very nice for young children; the air is bracing^ 
sands very extensive and delightful — people spend the whole day by 
the sea. Bathing is excellent. It is very healthy to the end of 
September. Living and apartments have increased in price of late- 
years, but it is certainly cheaper than England, and, I believe, than 
Dieppe,* 

The sea bathing is excellent. July and August are the full 

season, when neither small nor large furnished houses are [to be had 
at a moderate rate. It is a very expensive place. It is generally a 
crowded place, and very gay. Blankenberg, half an hour's rail from. 
Bruges, is much frequented, and reasonable.*

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fare is 118 dob. You need not break the journey at all unless you 
wish. Crossing the prairies, an hotel car is attached ; but the train 
stops generally three times a day for meals.

^ section ' contains two berths, one over the other, in front of which a 
curtain is hung. A very small ladies' room is at the end of each car ; 
but if privacy is desired, apply a few days before starting for a ' com- 
partment.' These answer to cabins on board ship, and there is a great 
run on th^n. First-class tickets do not entitle you to a sleeping car ; 
for these get extrar-tickets.^ 

The expense for one person of a trip from Chicago to San 

Francisco, lasting five weeks, and including Salt Lake, the Yo-SeAiite 
Valley, and other points of interest, would be lOW. This includes 
return fare to Chicago.' 

The carriages are large and loffcy, and heated with hot water. 

The berths are very good, and everything beautifully clean. There 
are dressing-rooms at both ends of each carriage, one for ladies and 
one for gentlemen, and they have plenty of water and a stove in each. 
Private compartments are to be had by engaging them through from New 
York, some large enough for six or eight people, and othezs small, nice 
for two. You take a ticket and ^^^t into the train, afterwards paying 
for your seat in a ' Pullman ' car and your berth, all extra. Of course 
all these comforts are only to be had in them, as the other carriages, 
though good enough for day travelling, would be wretched at night. 
There are no places to stop at after piassing Omaha — ^which is half 
way, and a most miserable place two years ago ; a horrid hotel, 
dirty and uncomfortable — ^until reaching Ogden, where there is 
a branch line to Salt Lake City. Ilaving changed trains and dined, 
the train starts, and the next place one could stay is Sacramento, 
about 300 miles further west, after which there are only roadside 
stations until San Francisco is reached. A capital town, good hotels ; 
the Lick House about the best, and the people civil ^nd attentive. It 
is an expensive place to live, more so than New York I should think, 
but hotels are cheaper. The trains stop three times a day for meal^, 
which are provided at special stations, and plenty of time allowed; 
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PALERMO. — The season for visiting Sicily is the late autumn ©r 
spring, as it is most pleasant then, and in the winter. The climate is 
very mild. There is an English church in the Via Lolli. The Hotel

Decidedly cheaper to live in apartments if the family is 

large.* 

Lodgings with attendance are unknown in Paris, except in 

an hotel (private), when the charges for attendance are very high. 
Furnished apartments are precisely like furnished houses in England, 
no attendance being given, and servants must be hired.^

arrangement can be made here on very reasonable terms. Arthur, 94,

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PRAGUE. — We spent a week three years ago at the Schwartzer 
Ross, and were very comfortable. We have since then recom- 
mended the same hotel to friends, who, I believe, were satisfied 
with it. I dare say an estimate of 1/. a day for expenses may be 
correct. It cost us for the week about lOA, including the journey from 
Dresden and back. Prague is a lovely city, full of interest, and well 
repays a visit.* 

PAU. — Paris and Bordeaux are the common stopping-places. 
Apartments in private houses, hotels, or pensions, can be obtained. 
The hotels and pensions are very fair, as are also the restaurateurs. 
There is a most comfortable private hotel, with reasonable prices, No* 
7, Rue Porte Neuve. Rent of rooms depends on size and situation. 
At best hotel, in best situation, three handsome rooms to the sun 
woidd cost 3ofr. a-day ; small rooms in a difierent situation may be 
got at lOfr. a-day. There is an excellent club. First-class tare from 
London to Pau is 11? 

Is a very pleasant place in spring, as there are seldom or 

ever any cold winds, and it is not too hot till the end of June. The 
walks and drives are beautiful, and one can pass most part of the day 
out-of-doora. The season is from July 1 till September 1. Hotel at 
Eaux Ohaudes, about 8fr. to lOfr. a-day for breakfest, dinner, tea, and 
bedroom, and at Eaux Bonnes about 2fr. more. The excursions are 
very numerous, and the scenery grand. June is a very pleasant time 
to go to the mountains, though some of the higher passes may not 
then be open on account of the snow. The English winter residents 
at Pan make many excursions to the mountains in March, April, and 
May. The flora of the Pyrenees is very rich, especially in the early 
part of the season. The best way of going to Pau is by Paris and 
Bordeaux. By leaving Paris at 10.45 a.m. the traveller has to pass 
the night at Bordeaux, the express for Pau leaving at 8 in the morn- 
ing, and aiTiving before 2 p.m. There is also a train direct, leaving 
Paris at 8.15 p.m., which goes direct to Pau — seventeen hours. The 
best places to break the journey, if necessary, are Poitiers, Angou- 
leme, and Liboume. At the latter many people stop instead of Bor- 
deaux, where the hotels are a long way from the stations, and the 
morning train does not start from the station at which the Paris train 
arrives, and one is kept waiting for one's lugguage. Tours and some 
of the other towns are not on the line^ which makes them inconvenient

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stopping-places. The climate of Pau is sootliing, healing, and seda- 
tive, allaying feverish and inflammatory symptiinis. There are good 
hotels — the Hotel de France, de la Poete, Le Grand, Beau S^jour, &c. 
Gk)od pensions of two kinds — ^the first where one has sitting-rooms 
and meals apart, the others where all the pensionnaires take their food 
together, and there is a general salon or drawing-room. The hest of 
the former kind of pensions are Mme. Badrich's, Mme. Plantes*, M. 
Guichot's; the best of the latter, Miss Hall's, Miss Douglas's, Mr. 
Barhey's, &c.* 

When the mistral blows — ^which it is sure to do sometime 

during the winter — ^the weather at Nice may be very cold, with high 
wind and insufferable dust. In the middle of November the tempe- 
rature out-of-doors between 8.0 and 9.0 a.m. was 32**; the minimum 
of the previous night 30°. Usually, however, the temperature of 
January and February, the coldest months, is equal to that of the first 
half of April in London, and the atmosphere bright and still. March 
is equal to the last half of April in London, and April is equal to 
the last half of a London May. The Nice May is as warm as July 
in the warmest parts of England. Mentone is more sheltered from 
the mistral than Nice, but at either place you may have weather in 
winter which would be held cold and disagreeable in an En glish 
November. Pau is greatly colder in vdnter than any place of the 
Riviera. January and February are nearly as cold as they are in 
London, and four degrees colder than at Helstone, in Cornwall. The 
Pau March, however, is nearly equal to a London April, and the 
Pau April is nearly equal to the London May. The atmosphere of 
Pau is usually clear and still, but no one should go there for the 
winter who is not prepared to endure intense cold in the house as 
well as out-of-doors. Water sometimes freezes in the bedrooms. 
There is plenty of English society in Pau — English club, church, &c.* 

Best route from Paris direct, via Dax ; fare about 3/. 158, ; 

Hotels 
are expensive ; lodgings and living not so dear as in many places.

16«., first- 
class, living included, and from Bordeaux to Pau by Dax the railway 
fieure is about 1/. House rents and living are dear ; at one of the nu- 
merous pensions would cost about lOfr. or 12fr. a-day.^ 

The best hotel is the Hotel de France, Place Royale. The 

price of a suite of apartments varies according to situation and Hage, 
A courier is quite imnecessary, as English is pretty generally spoken.* 

The price of a suite of rooms varies, according to number of 

rooms and situation; a nice suite for three people about 600fr. a 
month. Climate is mild, tolerably sunny, rather damp, and relaxing 
to some people. The absence of wind is remarkable. H6tel de France 
and Grand Hotel Grassion very good.^ 

KAGATZ. — ^The Grand Hotel is a splendid edifice. The expense^ 
of living, two summers ago, came to at least 16fr. or 16fr. a-day, but 
there are others more moderate. Apartments also may be procured. 
Kagatz is one of the hottest places in Switzerland. The waters also 
are hot. They are said to be efficacious in cases of rheumatism, gout, 
skin diseases, &c.^ 

RHINE (THE). — English is spoken everywhere on board the 
steamers and in the hotels of the Ehine. There would be no difficulty 
about the journey to Baden, as one might embark at Mayence, and 
get there as easily as from Waterloo to West Oowes.'' 

There would be no difficulty in making the tour without 

understanding German. There is a direct railway from Mayence to 
Baden Baden, changing trains at Oos. The following are good hotels

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on this route, at which English is spoken : Hotel Victoria, Cologne ;

ROTTERDAM.— There would he no difficulty in finding a 
boarding-house in Rotterdam. Provisions are cheaper than in Lon- 
don. The weather is generally the same as in the south-east of Eng- 
land.'J 

ROME. — ^We have just spent a winter in Rome, and can speak 
very favourably of the climate. The cold Tramontana wind blows oc- 
casionally for two or three days, when delicate people must be careful, 
but soon comes the scirocco, so pleasant in winter, so odious in summer. 
44, Piazza di Spagna, is a nice little apartment. Also at Mme. Navona's, 
Via della Oroce, from 300fr. to 400fr. a month. In Piazza Ara Ooeli 
and all round the Capitol, a less expensive but healthy situation, 
apartments are sometimes to be found. They would be from 200£r, to 
300fr. a month.^ 

Lodgings on the first floor (piano nobile) are far more ex- 
pensive and far less healthy than those higher up. Go to the agents 
in the Piazza di Spagna to find lodgings.* 

Regular lodgings are difficult to get in Rome. You must 

hire a flat, irhich will probably be insufficiently furnished, and make 

'yourself comfortable by adding whatever is required. Rents get lower 
ai^ou go higher. You would get reasonable rooms in the Via del 
Balbino from about 150fr. a month. The Via Felice and Quatre 
Fontane are cheaper — ^from lOOfr. Agree for store and service. 
J. P. Shea, Piazza di Spagna, is a good person to write to on the sub- 
ject. Rent in Rome varies according to situation. *

■ The first floor is always avoided in Rome unless in a very 
open situation, and even then preference is given to the second or 
third. In Italy rooms that have not sun on them some part of the 
day are considered unhealthy, and are always damp and cold. It is 
one of the principal points to consider in taking apartments, and 
sunny rooms always command a much higher price, whatever flooi^ 
they may be on. For a sitting-room and three bedrooms one would 
pay from 400fr. to SOOfr. per month, but the prices vary much with

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situation and sun. Apartments should never be taken without a

A lady alone would be more comfortable at an lu>tel — ^probable

Second-class through Italy good, but not for France- 
second-class carriages only attached to slow trains. Information can be 
obtained of Nixon and King, 40, Regent-circus.* 

Of course July, August, and September are the hottest 

and most unhealthy months, especially the last two. At that season 
one would get three or four rooms for 1/. a week ; attendance perhaps 
1/. a month, and a nice dinner sent in by restaurant for 2«. a head.^ 

It is undesirable between June 1 and October 1. I think \\ 

most imhealthy in the intervening months. One could live there for 
12fr. or lOfr. a-day. Three ladies might get a pleasant apartment 
in the Albergo Isole Britannique for 14fr. arday. Breakfast 8fr., 
dinner 6fp.* 

Home is not a desirable climate for invalids. The cold 

Tramontana wind is very prevalent there during the spring, and is very 
trying. Winters vary somewhat. During the past one much rain 
fell, and feverish illnesses were very common. The picture galleries 
are extremely cold during the winter.^ 

It will be found quite as expensive to send luggage to Bome 

as to take it by the Kiviera, and the chance of losing it should be pdfc 
against the trouble of looking after it en r(mte. But if elected to aen<i^ 
it, I should recommend ' Globe Parcel Express.* ^ 

The pensions of the Misses Smith and Mme. Tellenbeck 

are well known. From personal experience I can recommend the 
Pension Anglaise, 56, Via Oondotti ; the house is clean and comfort^ 
able, the table and service are both good ; prices lOfr. and 12£r. per 
day. The Via Oondotti is a good situation — very central.'' 

I have been now upwards of a fortnight at the Pension del 

Pincio, No. 29, Via del Babuino, Rome, with my wife, and we are 
both exceedingly pleased and contented with the place and all its 
arrangements. The rooms are very good, and the food most whole- 
some, abundant, and excellent. The charges are about 9«. a-day. No 
extras except firewood and candles.^

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I have been staying for some time at the Hotel du Louvre, 

in the Via Nicolo da Solentino, where I made an arrangement for 
llfr. a-day. The hotel is in a good position, and is very well managed.^ 

SOHAFFHAUSEN is a heautifiil place. Living for self and wife 
would not cost more than four or five guineas a month. Very nice 
and interesting excursions from there.^ 

8CHLANGENBAD.— It is a lovely little place and very healthy. 
Go to one of the Kurhiiaser, and write beforehand to Herm Ver- 
walter Riehl, Schlangenbad, to engage rooms, as the place is very full 
in June, July, and August. There are three doctors.^ 

SIEKRA LEONE. — The society in Sierra Leone is very limited. 
Li fact, the officers quartered at Tower-hill, with the few ladies who 
were venturesome enough to accompany them, the governor, a few- 
officials, and a white clergyman and his wife, made the sum total 
during my residence in that colony. Everything is extremely ex- 
pensive, and of an inferior quality. It is best to procure a good 
outfit at home, and tin air-tight cases to keep it in. The washing is 
, yery bad. It is necessary to one's health to keep out of the great heat 
w^ day, and the dews by night. It is decidedly an unhealthy place. 
One great drawback is that horses will not live tliere, so that you 
must get aboutprincipally on foot. It is a very beautiful place as seen 
front|he river ; The climate is extremely hot, and the red soil is most 
destructive to all raw washing materials. There is a Protestant 
church and a Roman Catholic chapel.* 

ST. GERVAIS LE VILLAGE is a delightful place to spend 
some time at. There are many excursions to be made, either with 
mules or by walking, and splendid views from the heights around of 
the whole chain of Mont Blanc. The Hotel du Mont Blanc is plain 
and very comfortable, but full in July and August. It is better to 
secure rooms beforehand. In June there are not many people. As 
the village is surrounded by mountains, one might not consider the air 
bracing, but it takes very little time to leave the valley, and find it 
sufficiently cool.^ 

ST. PETERSBURG.— I think the cheapest of aU routes costs 
8/. 17«. 6(f. through ticket, second-class : boat to Rotterdam ; rail vid 

1 Shafto Carlylc. 2 X. .5 Dame 
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Oberhausegrand ; Hanover to Berlin ; thence to St. Petersburg. This 
takes six days. The fastest route of all is in four days, and the fare 
is about 12/. The route by Hamburg involves so many delays, and 
some hotel bills, and is not cheaper in the long run.^ 

Russia has two climates, almost as utterly distinct as the 

torrid and frigid zones. The simimer is excessively hot, the winter 
intensely cold. Route : by Calais, Cologne, Hanover, Berlin, and 
thence by rail. Fare about 14/. 14«., iirst-class ; or 13/., according to 
route. Good hotels efti route are Belle Vue (Cologne), des Bains 
(Rotterdam), de Russie (Hanover), d'Angleterre (Berlin), and Conlon 
and Meye (St. Petersburg).* 

SAN REMO. — The price of rooms depends upon the situation. 
Rooms are much cheaper in summer than in winter.^ 

Villa agent, Walter Congreve, Esq., San Remo. More com- 
fortable to take English servants, though good Italian servants may ^ 
be had through Mr. Congreve. Price of villas from 20/. to 30/. a 
month ; generally let by the season.^ 

There are always plenty of good native servants to be got^* * 

at the beginning of the season {i.e. at the end of September to the 
middle of October). The rent of a villa with six bedrooms and 
three or four sitting-rooms is about 16/. to 18/. per mdftth. Smaller . 
are obtainable at smaller rents.* i 

SPA. — ^The least expensive route is from London Bridge direct by 
steamer to Ostend, and thence on to Spa by rail. Private lodgings ^' 
are easily procured, and dinners had in from a restaurant, Rocher de 
Cancale, Place Royale.'* 

'■ Is pleasant in September, and the weather glorious. The 
French and Belgian families mostly leave when the sporting season 
commences.'' 

The season lasts until the beginning of October.^ 

Life in Spa in summer is very pleasant I consider, but some 

people do not like it. I should go direct to Antwerp, and then

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stay two or three days at Brussels. Arriving in Spa, I should put 
up at the Hotel Orange de York, or de Flanders, and then find rooms 
for myself. There ai*e plenty of nice ones to be had, and they are 
not expensive. One can have breakfast in his rooms, but very 
few supply dinner; but then most people dine at table d'hote in 
some hotel. People keep early hours. There are nice ponies ajid 
pony carriages, costing about 3fr. an hour. The evening is spent in 
the Kursaal, where the band plays. Balls and concerts take place 
there. Through fare via Brussels, 21, 16s.' 

We were at Spa August and September last year, lodged 

at Mile. Dujardin's, 18, Hue du Waux Hall, and dined at the 
Hotel Lacken. We did everything as economically as we could, 
having an idea that Spa was a very expensive place ; but we found 
that provisions were very reasonable, and Madame Dujardin very 
careful. Her house is situated above the Hotel de Flandre, and is 
airy and clean. 

You pay almost as much for two months as for the season 

of five or six months from the 1st of May. There is no regular 
house agent, but M. Leon Leyack, a banker, is very obliging. The 
Prince de Galles is a good house, let in apartments. Opposite to it is 
a respectable second-class hotel (Hotel des !Etrangers), where you 
can make reasonable arrangements. It is certainly less expensive 
than other watering-places.^ 

Apartments of course differ in price according to size. You 

can get an apartment for six months at almost the same price as for 
three months. A family of three or four would, I am sure, get a mce 
airy apartment for 80/. You can either have a cook, or get a dinner 
from a restaurant at a reasonable price. I consider Spa cheaper 
than any watering-place that I know. There is English church 
service, and a good deal of amusement. Cheapest route vid Ant- 
werp. Leave London one day, arrive at Antwerp next day ; take 
train direct to Spa (change at Pepinster) ; arrive at night. If you 
have much luggage, send it from Antwerp by luggage train.* 

STUTTGAKT. — From two years' experience I can recommend 
Stuttgart as a very desirable place of residence. Education of the

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very "best is extremely cheap at the public schools — PolytechDic, 
Gymnasium, or Handel Schule — as well as private instruction. Not 
wishing to enter for a course at any of the ahove-mentioned schools, 
single classes can be attended at the rate of about 10*. for two classes 
a week for half semestre, varying slightly in price according to sub- 
ject chosen. The best singing lessons, from members of the opera, 
from 3«. to 6«. per lesson. Good instruction can also be had for Is. 6^. 
or 2«. Instrumental lessons about the same as vocal. The Stuttgart 
Conservatorium is the first in Germany. Pensions are plentiful, but 
furnished apartments are difficult to meet with. I can, however, 
recommend Herr and Frau Pfarrer ' Markel, 5, Kerner Strasse. A 
letter to the above address would fiu-nish one with all particulars. 
Capital theatre, opera (2s.), concerts and balls. English church, and 
plenty of English and American societj'. The sunmiers are very hot, 
but the winters delightful — cold, clear, and bright — any intense cold 
being obviated by the surrounding hills. Beautiful drives and walks 
in the neighbourhood ; skating on the Neckar and Anlage. In Stutt- 
gart, as in other places, one can live economically or the reverse.' 

The best pension is that of Frl. A. Sigle, Neckarstrasse, No. 



18, and nearer the park and theatre than the one * Schwabische 
Schwatzerin ' mentions.' 

I have resided here with my family for the past year — a 



pleasant, cheerful, and economical place of residence ; economical as 
compared to England certainly, though not so cheap as some places 
in Germany ; but where educational advantages exist, one must ex- 
pect prices to range higher than in less desirable localities. The 
higher class of schools afford a most superior education for boys, and 
at a very reasonable cost. The Polytechnic, for finishing in engineer- 
ing and architecture, &c., is a renowned institution. A course through 
one of the town schools prepares for this establishment. There are 
also excellent mercantile schools. Then for those who study music 
we have many advantages ; the Conservatorium is one of the first on 
the continent. Good concerts and the opera can also be enjoyed at au 
absurdly small cost. The heaviest item here is rent. An apartment 
or flat of six or seven rooms, with kitchen and two servants* rooms, 
costs (unfurnished) 45/. to 60/. per annum and upwards ; furnished,

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100/. or more, according to height and position The climate is very 
dry and pleasant — plenty of sun and no fogs.^ 

As regards house rent, it is decidedly expensive, being a 

favourite resort of English and Americans. There are many good 
pensions, terms varying from 18 to 24 guldens (30«. or 2/.) per week, 
according to size of rooms ; but furnished apartments are very scarce, 
unless you happen to meet with a family wishing to dispose of or let 
flat and furniture. It is usual to take an Hage^ and either hire or buy 
your own furniture, which is cheap in Stuttgart. An Hage unfur- 
nished of about six rooms, in a good situation, would be about 600 or 
700 guldens (50/.) a-year. Dress and food are moderate, and educa- 
tion of the best very reasonable. It is an exceedingly healthy place,, 
and Ipng in a valley ; the winters are not nearly so severe as in many 
other towns in Germany, the cold being clear, bright and agreeable, 
not at all unsuited to young children.^ 



The instruction at the Conservatoire (cost about 14/. 14«. 

per annum) is renowned ; good lectures also at the Polytechnic. Many 
English and American residents ; good opera, concerts and balls ; 
pleasant rides and drives. If you live in the German styltf*, you would 
spend about as much as in an English country town or village ; if 
a fAvgaise, of course more. Tea, for instance, is dear ; clothes cheap ; 
and, while the ordinary necessaries of existence are about the same as 
at home, the refinements are infinitely cheaper.^ 

Stuttgart, Dusseldorf, and Carlsruhe dre about the only 



places in Germany where education and living are good and moderate. 
In Stuttgart house rent would vary from 60/. to 120/. a-year, accord- 
ing to requirements.' The climate, of course, varies.* 

SWITZERLAND. — There are many pensions in Switzerland of 
all prices, where you may lodge yourself for from 16fr. to 4fr. a-day. 
I add a few of two years ago, though the prices may be raised since 
then : Chateau d'Oex, Pension Berthed, Pension Rovey (4fi:. a-day), 
Rossonnerie au Grand Chalet (ascent from Aigle to Bex), Diablerets, 
aux Ormonds (6fr.), Zweizimmen, Hotel de la Oouronne (4fr.) (ascent 
from Thun). The pensions on the Lake of Lucerne are of

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the same price —4fr. to 6fr. per day; Pension Kauifman (not far 
from the city), 5fr. ; Pension des Bains, Bex, 4fr. to 5fr. The hotels 
are dear, but pensions of the above-named calibre may be found on all 
sides not as yet much invaded by the English and Americans. Ohamp- 
berry, 60fr. 50c. ; Aigle, 6fr.* 

August is generally a hot month, and little rain falls. A 

traveller must be supplied against heat, dust, rain, and cold, as the 
transition from the mountain tops to the valley is great, and the cli- 
mate cannot be counted on.' 

Apartments, house, or pension may easily be found.^ 

I recommend one to pension at an hotel, which can generally 

be arranged for 7fr. or 8fr. a-day for each person. Switzerland 
abounds in many lovely and cheap places. The shortest route is 
from Paris to Basle. Night express, first-class, leaves Paris 8.40, 
and reaches Basle at 9.0 a.m. Healthiness may be foimd in the nu- 
merous mountain hotels which stud this beautiful country. Switzer- 
land is a cheap country to travel in, and the most economical plan is 
to frequent the best hotels, making an arrangement with the landlbrd 
to stay, say a week or more, at a fixed charge per head. The food, 
beds, and general arrangements of the Swiss hotels, are excellent ; in 
fact, perhaps nowhere in the world are the comforts and purse of a 
tourist so much studied as in that country. I speak from experience, 
as I go there every Tsummer."* 

I can recommend Lils, a quaint village in excellent scener\\ 

Hotel Grand Vue, Badrutt ; charges not so high as at San Moritz or 
Pontresina, and most comfortable. The sun is hot in the middle of 
the dav. There was skatinp' at Pontresina last June. The climate 
most invigorating.^ 

Pension Richardet, Rue du M. Blanc, and Pension Picard, 



Quai de la M^tropole, at Geneva, are reasonable. Pension du Chateau 
Vevay. Pension Yautier, at Montreux, the best of all ; rooms to suit 
all purses. Pension Clos Java, at Lausanne, used to be good. Pension

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Gabourel, at Olarens. But if you go to one of these and do not like 
it, you will only have from Geneva to Aigle remharras du chaiv,^ 

' It is impossible to give an opinion on the climate of Switzer- 
land — it varies so much each season, and is subject to great extremes 
of cold and heat.' 

I do not think that one could manage a tour under 80/. or 

00/. Through fare London to Geneva, vid Pari^, 61. 16«. ; Geneva to 
Lucerne, about 1/. 10«. and 1/. 5«. ; Lucerne to Basle, by 01ten,only a small 
fere ; thence to Mayence, Rhine steamer to Cologne, about 9«. From 
Cologne homewards are various routes, ranging from 3/. 12«. to 11. 188, 
Geneva, Hotel des Bergues ; Pensions Buscarlet and Chateau de la 
Rive, with many others. Lucerne, Hotels Beaurivage or Seeburg ; 
Pension Vane, from 4i^fr. to lOfr.^ 

TANGIERS.—The best route is to Gibraltar from Southampton 
by P. and 0. (five days), 9/. first-class, 61, 10«. second, children under 
ten years 3/. 10«., under three years free ; from thence by steamer to 
Tangiers. The climate of Tangiers is hot in summer, in winter de- 
lightful. The hotels are moderate in price.* 

The best and only way when one cannot pass through Spain 

is by steamer from Liverpool or Southampton to Gibraltar. There are 
nDmetimes steamers which coast from Marseilles to Gibraltar, not a 
regular service. We did it most pleasantly in ten days, stopping two 
days at Tarragona, two at Valencia, two at Malaga. From Gibraltar, 
steamers two or three times a week, in three hours to Tangiers. The 
climate of Tangiers is less hot in summer than might be expected, 
as it is open to the Atlantic, and faces north. ^ 

Climate delightful, except for July and August, when the 

heat is very great. Before the war in Spain, to anyone fond of tra- 
velling the route was most amusing from Paris to Madrid and Cadiz 
by rail, thence by small steamer to Gibraltar, and by another steamer 
which plies twice or three times a week to Tangiers.® 

There are two good hotels in Tangiers, viz. Martin's Royal 

Victoria, and Bruzeaud's Hotel de France, besides smaller hotels and 
boarding establishments. Climate of Mogador good. Hotel d'Europe 
excellent. Tangier has the advantage of great accessibility from 
Gibraltar, the journey being one of three hom^. The country around,

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too, iB far more picturesque, the scenery of the hilly districts being: 
most beautiful in its character, while travelling amongst the natives 
is absolutely safe for Europeans, which can hardly be said of the 
neighbourhood of Mogador. Another important item is that th& 
market of Tangiers is abundantly supplied with fresh provisions.^ 

TOURS. — ^Having resided for sLx months at Tours during two 
periods of my life, I think I can give a fair idea of its climate, the 
cost of living there, house rent, &c. In winter the cold is often in-> 
tense, fuel very expensive, house rent very high, groceries quite double 
what we pay in England ; meat as dear, if not dearer, than with us. 
Servants bad as a rule, at least those who go to the English residents. 
In smnmer the heat is very great, and thunderstorms are frequent and 
very heavy. The town itself is clean, and in summer the boule- 
vards afford a pleasant promenade. There is good society in Tours.^ 

This is a beautifid place. The houses are good ; so is the 

society. December and January are generally very cold. La Place 
TArcheveche is fashionable; furnished houses from 100^. a-vear. 
Hotel de TUnivers excellent ; much dearer than formerly, consequently 
less frequented by English. Hunting and shooting.^ 

— Very pleasant as a winter residence ; climate apt to be cold,, 
not relaxing. Plenty of furnished apartments to be found, thougfi 
not so reasonable as some years since. There is a large English 
church, and plenty of servants may be found accustomed to .the habits 
of English families. Provisions are excellent — fish of the Loire,^ 
poultry and fruit ; but Tours no longer bears the reputation for cheap- 
ness it did some 25 vears ago. I speak from the experience of a four 
years' residence.^ 

^ Apartments not reasonable at Tours. A lease or ' bail * has 

to be taken for fiumshed apartments or houses. Provisions are dear ; 
also toilette and education. There is English society during the 
winter.^ 

^— The hotels are all expensive, but very good. Hotel de la 
Boule d'Or, Hotel de TUnivers, and Hotel de Bordeaux, all take families 
en pension, but this a costly way of living. Articles of dress are very 
dear, and so is food, with the exception of wine, which is good and 
moderate. The doctors are first-rate, and two of them speak English.^'

opposite side of the Loire, can be easily procured ; but rent, though 
not extravagant, is higher than some years since. Living is reasonable 
and good, but by no means cheap, as in former days.^ 

I can recommend the Hotel de Bordeaux as being a good, 

clean, and quiet hotel, and, by making terms with the proprietor, more 
reasonable than by taking apartments in the town.' 

No longer a cheap place of residence. The late autumn and 

early spring are charming, but the heat during the summer months is 
intense ; the town becomes deserted, the Loire a series of sandbanks, 
And the dust on the roads several inches deep and perfectly insupport- 
able. One could not remain there after the middle of July. When 
we returned in October we found every leaf, blade of grass, and flower 
burnt up. The supply of provisions is admirable ; fruit is abimdant, 
and the fish of the Loire, especially the aloeze, excellent. The wine 
of the country is first-rate. Villas can be procured in the neighbour- 
hood at reasonable prices.^ 

TROUVILLE, in August, is like Scarborough — the same expenses 
arid the same amusements. Hotel charges about 20fir. a-day. House 
rent expensive.* 

Very pleasant, very gay, and fearfully expensive in the month 

of August. In September there is a slight reduction in the rents, 
most of the Frenph families leaving. From London to Havre vid 
Southampton is the best route ; cross to Honfleur and thence direct. 
Prices very high.* 

TUNIS. — The best way to get to Tunis is by steam-packet from 
Genoa. The boats are very good ones ; they leave every Thursday at 
9.0 P.M., and reach Timis at noon on Monday. First-class through 
ticket to Genoa, 8/. 15«. The Hotel de Paris is good and comfortable, 
and the Hotel de TOrient is also to be recommended ; charges, all told, 
lOfr. to 12fr. a-day. There are about 160,000 people in Tunis, about 
a quarter of them being Jews. There are many Italian residents, and 
the place is full of interest, while the climate is healthy and pleasant.*"' 

There are two hotels where one can make an arrangement 

to be taken in en pension at so much a-day. The charge was formerly 
7fr., but the prices have no doubt considerably risen. The best means

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of going is from Marseilles to PMlippeville, Algeria ; then take boat 
direct to Tunis. Another way is from Malta to Tunis hy hoat.^ 

Delightful in November, the air soft and not too warm. 

The Hotel de Paris is clean and inexpensive, and the cuisine 
all that can be desired. The pleasantest route is from Marseilles by 
Messageries Maritimes to the port of Goulette, bmlt on the site of 
ancient Carthage ; thence by rail in an hour to Tunis.' 

TYROL. — Go to the Tyrol vid Cologne and the Rhine to Munich, 
from thence to lunsbruck and Botzen. The writer, who has lived in 
Munich, would suggest staying a few days in that city, where all 
particulars could be obtained from Judd and Daysh concerning the 
Tyrol.3 

The Austrian and Italian Tyrol can be comfortable and fully 

visited in five weeks. German or Italian knowledge most advisable ; 
in any other case a courier would be required. Route from London 
by Calais and Paris, or by Harwich, Rotterdam, and Emmerich to 
Munich, then rail direct vid Rosenheim to Innsbruck by the Brenner 
Pass. Innsbruck is a most beautiful and interesting place, and is a 
really good starting-point. From there by raU or carriage to Botzen 
(Bolzano). Sterzing is worth a visit en i*oute (Hotel Post). It is a 
picturesque old town (or from Innsbruck to Schonberg, the (Etzthal 
Glaciers, and Meran to Trent). Botzen is beautifully situated, and is 
in many ways worth a visit (Hotel Badl, on the Meran road). From 
Botzen to Trent (Trento), once the chief town of the district, in a 
grand decay. Riva, Lago di Garda, Roveredo, back to Trent, Gader- 
thal, Taufers, Antholz, Pass of Ruprecht, Bad Gastien. Pass Lueg, 
Isch, Aussee, Gmunden, Traunfall, and Salzburg, or turn oiF from 
Bozen to the Dolomite district.'* 

The cheapest route would be from London to Antwerp, 

thence in two long days vid Brussels, Cologne, Frankfort, to Munich ; 
second class good in Germany, Austria, and Italy. I consider the 
tour commences from Munich, and necessarily brings in bits of 
Bavaria. Hurry over south of Brenner, as it will be very hot. By 
Tail, Munich to Holzkirchen. Carriage or diligence to Tegemsee, 
Kreuth, Achensee, Jenbach, thence rail to Innsbruck ; from Jenbach 
visit Zillerthal if you wish. So far I recommend as resting-places 
(and from both of which lovely excursions can be made), Tegemsee

don't stop at \dlla^e. First comes an excellent new pension, suited to 
English tastes, then three hotels. The scenery and air are incom- 
parahle, excursions numerous and charming ; prices from 6fr. to 7fr. 
^-day. Innsbruuck, three first-class hotels, all good ; second class- 
(clean and reasonable, I am told), Stadt Miinchen. From Innshriick, 
by rail over the Brenner to Botzen (Hotel Kaisercrone, a good halting"- 
place)*. K you like, from here you can visit the Dolomites, or make 
a charming little tour by rail, vid Trent, to Mori, thence by road to 
Itiva, Lago di Garda (Hotels Sole or Giardino). You can go down the 
lake and back to Botzen, same way, or down the lake to Peschiera, 
where take rail to Verona, back to Botzen. From thence go to 
Meran (1 lot el Erzherzog Johann), then over the magnificent Finster- 
munz, by Mais, Landeck to Zirl. Here you can return to Innsbriick 
or choose out of two routes to Munich : first to Mittenwald and Par- 
tenkirchen (Hotel Ster, pleasant excursions), then to Murnau, Weil- 
heim, where rail in three hours to Munich; second route, Zirl to 
Mittenwald Walchensee (most beautiful lake), Kochelsee, Benedict- 
baiern to Penzberg, where rail to Munich. This route is most 
beautiful. There are endless routes and divergencies and excursions ^ 
which may be decided on the spot; this is a ground plan to go upon, 
and all the routes mentioned are beautiful. From the end of June to 
middle of September is the best season. Do not take much luggage j 
it is inconvenient ; small carriages and small rooms. ^ (See Austrian 
Tyrol.) 

VIOHY. — The season is from May 1 to Oct. 15. There are seven 
springs, aciduous and alkaline, useful principally in diseases of the 
liver. Vichy is perhaps the most popular of all the French watering- 
places. If you lived en pension in any hotel, it would cost about 12fr. 
a-da3^ You might get rooms for three for about 30fr. to SOfr. a week. 
An arrangement could be made with a restaurant. The earlier you 
go there, the better is, of course, your, chance. The country is very- 
lovely ; views are fine, and excursions interesting. It would be warm, 
but not intensely hot, in June. Through route vid Paris and Moidins- 
sur-AUier, 4/. 16s. ; from Lyons to Vichy takes about six hours. I 
think, at least, the 8.40 p.m. train reaches St. Germain des Fosses^ 
which is close to Vichy, at 2.40 a.m:.^

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go express from Paris by the Ohemin de Fer de Lyons, 9.30 a.m., and 
arrive about 6.30 p.m. for Vicby, or go by night from Paris, and arrive 
about 6 A.M., for three napoleons. The pension on first floor now is 
not less than 16fr. for a good room ; more for a clmmhre a deux lits. 
It would be from 13fr. to l4fr. on the second ^taffe, and 12fr. at thy 
thiixi. A lady's maid or valet would be 8fr. per diem. ^ 

VENICE. — ^^'^enice would be very hot in summer, but it is very 
gay, full of Italians, who go there for the bathing, which is excellent. 
The gondolas make life bearable. English people cau get on very 
well without knowing Italian. Lucca pleasant and cooler than 
Venice ; also the lakes, especially Maggiore. Stresar or Pollanza are 
charming. By Lucca I mean the Bagni.' 

Far too hot and too full of mosquitoes in August and Sep- 
tember. Apartments are taken by the month, paying in advance. The 
Grand Canal and Riva degli Schiravari are the best situations ; the 
Calle del Ridotto is quiet and respectable. Rents vary from 50fr. a 
month to about 300fr. Hotel proprietors will recommend good 
rooms.* 

There are no pensions at Venice. The so-called Pensioi) 

Suisse is simply an hotel where you may lodge en pension, as you may 
do at the Luna, Laguna, and other hotels. Rooms may be procured 
at private houses and palaces. We paid, two summers ago, 300fr. a 
month for salon, three best bedrooms, and one for the maid, and a 
small place to dine in, on the Crand Canal. You can either engage a 
cook, or, what is preferable, have your dinner from a restaurant. A 
gondola per month costs 160 lire (or francs) ; 28 Italian lire (should 
the exchange be good) goes to the English pound.^ 

VERSAILLES. — Education is good, and masters are easily pro- 
cured. Houses may be hired, either furnished or unfurnished ; but it 
would be cheaper far to buy furniture and sell it on leaving than to 
hire it from a brocanteur, who will patch up dilapidated goods, aod 
charge you the damage already done on your returning it. Rent has 
considerably risen since Versailles has become the seat of govern- 
ment.* 

A most agreeable place of residence. The Hotels de Fyance 

or du Reservoir are good places to stay at while selecting rooms, and

VIENNA. — ^I do not think that one will find any pension in Vienna, 
but I believe that at the Goldenes Lamm, in the Leopoldstadt, near 
the Prater, visitors are taken en pension for about 6fl. a-day. Every- 
thing is very dear in Vienna now, and by far the best plan would be 
to take a small apartment (there are many near the Graben), and have 
everything required sent in.' 

VANCOUVER'S ISLAND.— The climate is much the same as 
that of the southern part of England as regards temperature, but is 
Arier and better. Chinese servants are chiefly employed, there being 
-A scarcity of European domestic servants. The Chinese make good 
useful servants, but wages are high — 60/. to 76/. per annum. The 
society is limited, but kindly and pleasant ; bread and meat are 
cheaper than in England at present^ but groceries and ' home com- 
forts ' are more expensive ; house rent 60/. to 76/. per annum for 
very moderately convenient houses.' 

WALDKIRCH, &c.— At Waldkirch the Gasthof Z. Lowe (Post) 
is the best. The situation is pleasant, but not high. A good many walks 
and excursions. Trout-fishing can be procured. Tryberg, H6tel Furt- 
wengler, Zuen Lowen, is good ; but there is a newly-built one— Hotel 
Wasserfall — said to be good. Pension prices vary from year to year, but 
five or six shillings used to cover daily breakfast, dinner, supper and 
room. Tryberg is higher than Waldkirch, and is picturesquely situated.* 

WEIMAR is reached thus: Rotterdam, Oberhausen, Hamm, 
Cassel, Leipzig. It is beautifully situated on the Tim, and is a very 
pleasant but very quiet town. The neighbourhood is picturesque, and 
full of associations. Very few English there, but there was an English 
clergyman residing there a year or two back, who held a service, 
Weimar is a cheap place, education is good, and the German accent 
perfectly pure. The Erb Prinz is a good hotel to stay at until you 
settle. Good shops. Heavy luggage must be sent on, as only about 
601b. is allowed. Through fare, 6/.* 

WIESBADEN is reasonable, very cheerful, and not out of the 
way. The two most expensive mouths (July and August) are often 
thought too hot by English residents. Moran, in the Tyrol, is cheap 
and beautiful, but more out of the way.^

to Wiesbaden ; Rose Hotel very comfortable. Blocksche's Haus — a 
sort of maison mevhUey where they give you your meals ^ la carte — is 
charmingly situated and reasonable.^ ^ 

To go vid Paris and Frankfort would be very roundabout and 

expensive (over 6/.). I recommend Eckhardt's Hotel, Wilhelm- 
strasse. The hotel is very well kept, has a large number of well- 
furnished rooms, is exceedingly clean, and table and wines are excel- 
lent ; prices moderate.* 

WEST INDIES.— If one wishes in the West Indies a place where 
healthiness, magnificent scenery, and good sea bathing can be obtained, 
I can reconmiend Grenada, an island about the size of Barbadoes, and 
distant from it 160 miles. The island is very mountainous, and there 
are several natural curiosities, the greatest of which is a lake on the 
summit of a mountain ridge 1,200 feet above the sea level. There are 
also several hot and mineral springs, and sulphur is also found in 
quantities. There is a good hotel at St. George's, the capital, at which 
the terms are very moderate — about a dollar (4«. 2d.) per day. House 
rents are also very cheap, varying from 201. to 40/. per annum. During 
my residence at Grenada (nearly five years), I found the people to be 
exceedingly hospitable and friendly. The population is about 38,000. 
The island is not subject to hurricanes, like Barbadoes and the northern 
islands, it lying too far to the southward. The natives are quiet and 
peacefully disposed. For those liking quietness and having only 
limited means, I should say Granada is the best place in the West 
Indies, and the most healthy.* 

WOODHALL SPA. — ^This is a pleasant and quiet place to stay 
at ; those who generally frequent this valuable spa are invalids of a 
special character. It is considered the strongest in iodine and bromine 
in the world. The writer has every reason to be pleased with her pro-

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longed stay there, from the kindness received from all, and the relief 
she derived from bath treatment. There is a most skilful medical man 
residing there. ^ 

There is little accommodation for visitors, except at the 

hotel, which is a kind of medical boarding-house for persons under 
treatment.^ 

ZURICH. — Several of my acquaintances who were bom in India 
have lived there four years, and the climate seems to agree with them 
very well. I think vid Dover, Calais, Brussels, Cologne, Mayence, 
Heidelberg, Bale, and Aarau (or Waldshut), the best route to Zurich, 
although it may take a little more time to go that way than by Calais, 
Paris, and Strasbiirg.*
